PROROGATION; y 




|HE daring Attempt of the Laffi 
Hoitfi of Commons, i^ impeaching 
the Queen's Prerogatives and th^ 
Receiv'd Doftrines of the Church 
EJfabhJli'dy at Doftor Sttcheverefi 
Trial, had fo awakeri'd the Na- 
tion into a Senfe of thofc terrible Danger^ 
which both were threaten'd with, that the Peo- 
ple of EngUnd (feme few Corporations ex- 
cepted) were uDanimous in their Application* 
to the Throne for a Kew Choice of Repre- 
ftntatires. To prevent this, the AUrifhy tbca 
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in Biting) whom if b^rly conccmM to eontl* 
nue tbbfe fittiagt that were the Crtatqtes of 
their Power and intifely in thtir Intcrett, 
were not wanting in their Infinoaticms to Her 
Ma^fty, that fuch a Difiblution would be at- 
tended with fatal Confequences, the leaft of 
which would be the bighelt Dilcouragement 
tO: her belt and I^o{t^ wealthy Subjeds,. theCi* 
tiiens of Londmi^ and her Allies engag'd in De* 
fence of the Common IntereKi of Eufofe with 
her i lince the firft, upon fuch an Alteration, 
would flacken their Celerity in their cuftoraa- 
ry Loans upon the Credit of the Funds, and the 
laft would be difpirited, and inclinM from 
thence to give into fuch Meafures, as would 
tery much weaken, if not wholly diilblyethe 

' Grand Cortfederacj^ 

In order to this, a Neighbour Nation was 
ibllicited into a RemOnftrance, which common 
Prudence ought not to have fuffer'd any wife 
RepuWick to give their aflcnt to ^ and fome 
of the Chief Governours of the Bank of En- 
gland were counlelled to intrude themfelves 
into the Royal Preiencc, and dilEi^c her from 
tbcExercife of a Prerogative that is infeperaWe 
front a common Miftrefs of a Family CW^-> That 
of choofing her own Servants : An Infblence ne^ 
ver before that Juncture put in praiSdce againft 
a Sorereign} Authority \ and by lb much the 
more audacious, by bow much the aidre i- 
goorant and incapable of advilingy the PeiJbiis 
were, that contraded the Guilt of it. 

But as Majefby is not to be trifled with, 
and the greateft Forbearance aind Condefcenii- 
on cannot always difpenfe with injurious 
Treatment, fo this molt Excellent Princefs re- 
aflum'd the Government into her own Hands, 

and 
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imA made thofe flie had delegated it to, fen- 
fible tiiat they wanted Advice themfelves, for 
i-unning iuto fuch anExcefs of Arrogance and 
Prefumption. The Defires of Her People were 
gracioufly heard, the FaHioh was difcounte- 
naoc'd, and the Leaders of it fav7 themfelves 
lit once ftripp'd of all thofe Honours and Em- 
Jjloyments, which they thought themfelves 
Tenants for Life of,, while Perfons of approv'd 
Loyalty and Principles fill'd their Places: And 
Mr. ffarl^ like Eliakim, was cloathed with 
S H E B N A s Jiohe, and fhtn^then'd with his Gir- 
dl't tnd had the Government of the Houfe of DA? 
▼id committed into his Hand-, and he vas made ^ 
Father td the Ihhiibitams «f Jcrufdiem md to tht 
fJoH/e of }u6^h. 

Theie neceflary Alterations were flo foone^ 
made in HerMajefty's Family, but purfuantto 
the Tenor of the National AddreOes, Writs 
were ifiiied out for theEledionof Members tp 
fervc in Parliament, which terminated in the 
Choice of fuch worthy Perfons,-as not only 
defeated the Hopes of our Enemies at home 
and abroad, but gave Life and Vigdur to oiir 
Friends, in the Support of theConftitutioil ia 
Church, and State, that had been voted to be 
Mf of Danger and in a Fhurifhing Condition hy 
fome Perfons, who to all Appearance endea- 
youf'd to make it otherwife, by arraignirig 
the Principles of the one, and the Supremacy 
ef the other. i ■ 

Yet though the Minds of the Subjcfts were 
at reft and undilturb'd, by the Removal of the 
Authors of former Mifmanage meats frorri 
Court, and the Queen faw her felf in the full 
I Exercifc of her Power, and refcued from the 
L Hands that ufurp'd it ■■, though the Elefllors had 
^^ B 2 yiii 
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very LoyaHy difiu^guifii'd themfelves by the 
Prudence of their Choice» and even the molb 
fufpeded Cities and Burroughs .had given us 
fucb for EleBcd^ a$ could not but anfwer 
the Nation's Wants and Expeditions, though 
the Clamours and Importunities' pf an indeta^ 
tigabte FaSion was drjown'd ;in the Voice of 
Faith and Allegiance^ and even Lehd^n and Cc- 
wmry made amends for, their former ingratif ^ 
tude to Senfe and Merit, :bv giving them the * 
rreferencc now^ the\Punds.tnathad been giveaj^l 
by former Parliaments had been fo funk and 
inifapply'd, .the Exchequer, was fo empty, and 
Credit fo low, on account of the great Inte- 
reft . of the }Vhig Party in the Bank of England 
and the Eaft-Judia Comp/vy^ that.it was counted 
next to an: Impoffibility, either for the Kew 
Minifiry to . extricate themfelves out of the 
Difficulties they labour'd under, or the New 
Tarliament to make Provifions fuitable to the 
Publick Occafions. 

Thefe were the Conjeftures that work'd 
themfelves into a Belief with the Adherents of 
the outed Courtiers, at the Time when the 
JPprliament was to meet ^ and indeed they 
had fo gained upon the AffeSions of the Two 
Bodies Corj^orate before-mention'd, that had 
not the Lords of the Treafiiry^ with an unpa- 
ralell'd Addrefs, raised Four Hundred Thoufand 
Pounds, by 3ub£:ription$ ampngft themfelves 
and their Friends, fome Aflairs of the laft Mo- 
ment had been at a ftand, and the Operations 
both at home and abroad, would not have 
wow the promifing Afpeft which they now 
bear. 

In a word, the Superiour Genius of the New 
JMiniJiry prcvail'd over that of the Old, and 

whatever 
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wiiatever Obftruflions were laid in their way 
by their Enemies in the City, were eafily 
furmouDted by their Friends elfewhcre, as 
our Negotiations in Foreign Courts were car- 
ried on with incredible Difpatch, and wecon- 
dnued to be the Support of the Confederacy, 
while thofe that wifh'd Ev;! to the prefcflt 
Oeconoray, made it their Bufiaefs to difablc 
us from fupporciiig our felves. 

Wh^n the Day appointed for the Sitting of 
the Parliament came, and put the ruin'd Party 
out of all hopes of recovering their loft intcreft, 
or perplexing thcPublick Affairs, by the Choice 
oi William Sromtly Efq-, for the Speaker of the 
fiauji of Commons: A Gentleman, whofe unw&a- 
ried Application to the Baiinefs of former Par- 
liaments, who(e un/haken Fidelity to his Prince 
and Country, and whofe unfufpeded and unfei- 
gned Zeal for our Holy Religion by Law Elta- 
blilh'd, render'd him an Honour to that Chair 
he was chpfrn to fill, an Advocate for the Pra- 
aice of fhofe Vertues he was fo confpicuousfbr, 
and a fhining Example to all fuch as lay the 
, Hecay of thofe noble Qiialities at Heait, which 
are peculiar to him and his Family. 

In a word, the Queen came to the Hmifeof 
lordi on Monday the Z7th of Nfvemhery i7'Oi 
and having commanded the Attendance of the 
Commons by the GemUman V^ur of the Stack 
^ody and highly approved the Choice of fo un- 
exceptionable a Speaker, explaiu'd the Occa^_^ 
fion of their being call'd together after this 
Manner.

\_ * appear the Confidence I place in the

the Sentiments they had too creduXoully ed;ter- 
taia'd* Not that Endeavours were wanting a- 
fflonglt ftveral of their Agents, to pervert 
the Meaning of this excellent Speech ^ and as 
they were conlcious to themfelves from; their 
not mentioning tbeHoufe of Hanover in their 
Addre^Sy that they could not be efteem'd- 
Friends to the Proteftam Succejfton^ fo they 
made ufe of the Queen's faying SImi vovld employ 
none but fuch as vsere hearfily jpr^ thf Piroteft^nt 
Sacceflion in the Hottfi of Hanover, ^s 40 Inti- 
jnation that the Whigs in general muftexpeft 
SO: manner of Countenance at Court -, and 
from the Indulgence by Law allowed'- (though the 
Tery Words of that Aft that difpenfes with 
their Conformity to the Chnrch Efiablifh'd) drew 
felfe and unreafbaable Conclufions (viz.,) That 
Her Majcfty having chang'd her way of ex* 
prefling her felf,, which was by calling it the

_!rcd and Twenty Thoufand Pounds* fliould be 
a^ow'd for the Ordinary of theiVrfvy, for the 
lame Year. The next day following it was Re- 
folr'd 10. a Crxnd Committee on Ways and 
Means, That towards the Supply granted to 
Her Majefty, an Aid not exceeding Four Shil- 
lings in the Pound, fliould be raisd apon all 
Lands, Tenemeacs, Hereditaments, Rents* 
Peiiilons, Offices, and Perfonal Eftates, in £«- 
glMid, WUles., and the Town of Bermci upon 
Tmeed ; and that a proportionable Cefs, ac- 
cording to the Ninth Article of the Treaty 
for the Zfm'on, confirmed by Afts of Parliament^ 
fliould be laid upon ScetUnd: Purfuant to 
which a Bill was brought in by Mr. ConyerSy&C' 
with a Claufe according to the Houfes Order, 
for the Eafe of Protefijims, to whom Lands, Te- 
nements, or Hereditaments, were come, which 
had been doably taxed. Aa Inllance of Cora- 
palEoa that had been ftiewn by no preceding 
Parliament, and which 'tis hoped, will bei- 
mitated by thofe that are to come after. 

This Bill had fo very quick a Difpatch, that 
it pafs'd the Haufe of Cetnvwiu the Twentieth, 
and was remitted from the Lords with their 
Lordthips Confent the Twenty Third, when the 
Queen came to the Houfc, and gave the Ro- 
yal Ajfem to it, as alfo to an ASh to ohllgt 
Ships coming fron: infeSled Places, more effe^ualtf 

to perform rjbf*> Quarantain ; which was of as 
great Ufe as the other, fince it prevented 
the fprcadiiig Contagion from coming amongft 
us, which had rag'd with incredible Fury irt 
moft of the Northern Parts of Europe. The 
Commons likewifc, before their Adjourament 
for part of the Chriflmat Holid^s., Refolv'd, 
That the Forty Thoufand Men, which were 
rais'ct 
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TaisM to aft in conjan^ion with the ForciJS 
of Her Majefty's Allies, fliould be continued 
for the Year 171 1, and that the Sum of Nine 
Hundred and JSlincteen Thoufand and Ninety 
Two Pounds, Three Shillings, and Six Pente, 
fliould be granted to maintain them; and as 
they took all imaginable care to fupply the Necc- 
fiity of the War, and Her Majefty s Occafions, fo 
they were not wanting to make provifion for th? 
Advancement of their own Hoooui", and the Se- 
curity of the People they reprefented by feve- 
ral ufefill Bills, viz.. One For fecuring the Frn- 
dom of Parliaments., by limiting the Number of 
Oncers itt the Houfe of Commons ■, Another 
For fecurirg the Freedom of FarliamemSj hy the 
further ipialifyirg Members to Jit in the Honle of 
Commons i And a Third Fur the better p^evert' 
tiHg Bribery *nd Corritftion-, and other vndve Pra- 
Hicesy in the Flexion of Members to ferve in Par- 
liament ^ The S^cbrid of which pafs'd after- 
wards into an Aft -, though the Lords thought 
fit to rejeft the Firft, as did the Commoai 
thcmfelves the Third, on account of fottic De- 
triment it might have been to the Places 
where the Eleftions were to be held. As for 
the Houfe of Lordsj the grcatelt part of their 
Time, belides what was expended in fomefew 
Bills fent up to them from the Commons, 
vras taken up in giving Judgment upon Writs 
of Errour, and determining Appeals ttomChan- 
(:ery\ which that Auguft Body perform'd with 
its wonted Juftice and Integrity: So that Hi- 
ftory defers the Purport of their wife Conful- 
tation till they enter upon National Inquiries, 
which will oflcr themfelves to the Reader in 
the following Month.

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The Parliament being met again on tfacSe- 
fcond of JoffKary 1777, after their Adjournmenti 
the Cprnmons received the following Meflage

^jrfA'rpjy's (his Competitor's) Friends, gave him an 
Opportunity of having that Deference paid to 
his Merits, which was indifputably due to theni. 
The Eatl of Abingdon being Chairman of the 
Committee of the whole Houfe that took thele 
Affairs under their Cognizance, put feveratly 
Five Qijeftions to the Earl of Peterborough', tQ 
which His Lordlhip gave very fatisfjftory An- 
fwers. After this the Lords ordcr'd the Earl 
of Gafliray and the Lord Tyrnwly, a Lie-Jtenant 
General in that Service, to appear before them 
the DextDjyi which they did accordingly;

ging it was impofliblc he Ihould, becaule the 
ifQ%[e of Pjers^ only judged but never accvftd. 
However, the Lord North and Grey laid. 
That the Lards GaUway and Tyrawly having 
been foffifs^d With an Opinion that they were ac- 
cused, they ought to he let know that they were 
^iiotr'To which the Lord Cowfer added. That 
they oMght ta declare clearly and plaizily whe^h& 
this was an Accufation or no j That the Rept'- 
tation of Men of Honour was their Liberty and 
Property \ That confcquentfy, if this Enquiry tended 
to cenfure the Refutation of the Lords Gall way and 
Tyrawly, ty what Name foever it might be 
calPdj it was ^ Accufetion; and they might 
ask ta have: it in Wiritingy and ought to be aBow^d 
Vftme to plait good their Jtnfipers : Not that he 
fpoke fa mvch in facuonr of thofe Two 'Gemlemott^ 
as f^ the Hmiowr af that'tSuftriem j^Jfembly. 

To 
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this the Duke of Buthingham reply'd^ 
fhtt the Lord Tyrawlyh Queftion was impro- 
per; that if all who were fummoned to the 
Bar of the Houfe, in order to be examin'd, 
ftould ask the fame Queftion, they could nevcr_ 

firoceed in any Enquiry, or come to the Know-' 
edge of any things that the Lord 73'»"'«n'/> was 
as cautious and referv'd, as if he knew he 
was really accus'd ; that the Friday before he 
reraembcr'd nothing, and now he wanted to 
know whether he was accus'd or no: That the 
Lord Gallway had afted fairly, like a iVlan of Ho- 
nour j that the Lord Tyraxoly ought to do the 
fame \ but if he reflis'd, they could not force 
him to it : That the Reading of Letters before 
they had examiu'd him, was irregular; and 
that the Chairman ought to ask him perem- 
ptorily, whether he would tell the Lords 
what he knew about the Council in Valencia. 
Hereupon the Duke of Marlborough mov'd. 
That the Lords Gallway and Tyrawly might be 
told that they were not accus'd, and that the 
Council in f^alencia was only to give lighc 
about the fubfequent Operations of the Cam- 
paign. To which the Earl of Rochefier an- 
fvver'd. That though it had been alUdgd-, That 
Reputation was as dear to them as Liberty 
and Property; ytt the Lerdt ovght not to tie 
their Hands, by telling them -whether they wereaC' 
cbs'd or no .' And therefore mov'd. That the 
Chairman Ihould ask tlic Lord Tyrawly to an- 
fwer, if he pleas'd. The Earl of Peterborough 
faid, No Man can be accused for giving hit O- 
^nion in a Council of War : After which, the 
Lords Gallway and TyratuSy being calVd in again, 
the Earl of jibingdon told the latter. That the 
Lords defir'd to be iaform'd of what he knew 
about 
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abont the Council of WaY held in ValeneU : 
Whereupoii thp Lord Tyrawly declar'd, ' Tljat 
' being apprchenfive he might be accps^dyho 
thought he ought to be upon his Guard ; 
but as he hbp'd that ' illiiftrious A Jembly 
would not take advantage of any thing he 
might lay, he would frankly acquaint thciii 
with all he knew about that Council of 
War; That 'tis a hard Matter to charge 
ones Memory with the Particulars of things 
fb far diftant i but that, he remember'd m 
gen eral> that feveral Schemes v/ere pro- 
pofed for the Operations of the enminj 
Campaign : That an Offenfive War was refolv'c 
on by a Majority of Voices •, that befidesf 
the Lord Gallway^ Mr. Stanhope^ and himfelf ; 
all the Tortvguefe (viz..) The Marquifs das Mi-' 
nasy^ Count d" Orofezji^ the Conde de Corfanay 
and t\[tTortH^Hefe Embafladour, were of that 
Opinion- That the Operations of the Cam- 
paign were left to the Determination offub- 
fequeht Councils-, That. as to the Battle of 
j4lmanzjtj it was unanimoufly refolvM upon, 
not one General pppofmg it ^ and that Mon- 
fieur Freifheim^ who commanded the Dutchy 
and Was very jealous of. any thing that re- 
garded the Service of his Matters, did not 
fpeak one Word againft it. 
Here he was interrupted by the Earl of 
Nottingham^ who told him. He, was mt txa-- 
min^d about the Battle ^/Almaiiza: To which 
the Lord halUfax replyM, That what he had 
/aid was very proper *, the Battle' of Almanza be^ 
ing a Confequence of the Council of War held, at 

Valencia. On the other hand, the Earl of 
feterborovgh faying. That what the Lord 7)- 
rawly had faid was nothing to the purpofe \ 

the 
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Duke of Mttrlhorotegh affirm'd he had an- 
fwer'd fully to the Queltion had been put to 
him. 

The Earl of Godolphin having defir'd that 
the Lord Tyrawly might go on, and the Chair- 
man telling him he might proceed, he gave 
in for Aiifvver, He had na more to fay., How- 
ever, the Lord Cmpn- deliring he ihould be 
ask'd, iVhethet the March to Madrid wat agreed 
in thit Council of War? And the Earl/'oa/" 
Whether., in the fame Council, an Oficniive 
War was Rifelv'd vfm ? The Chairman put 
thofeTwoQucflions to the Lord T^ra re/y j who 
told that Augiitt Adembly, That it was Eefolvd 
to march to Madrid; BVT that the further Ope- 
rations of the Campaign was reftrv'd to the De- 
termitiation of fubftejuetit Councils-, after they had 
beaten the Enemy. \A'hereupon the Earl of Pe- 
terborough defir'd to know by whom thofe Re- 
foiutions were taken : The Lord Tyr^mly re- 
ply'd, By the Majority of feveral Councils oj War, 
which were held twice a Week; and that as 
far as he could remember, the King did not 
declare his Opinion. 

The fame Noble Peer wouM have put a- 
nothcr Queftion to the Earl of Galiiray, about 
his Negotiations in Italy; but was lold by 
Earl /"Wef, That no Qtieltions were now to be 
put, but in relation to the Council of War 
held iii Valencia. After which the Earl of A- 
bingdon having told the LovA^C aliir ay saA Tyraw- 
ly that they might withdraw, they withdrew 
accordingly : And the Lord Cowper faid, That 
all that he could colUih frsm the Lord Tyrawly'j 
t-xamination^ TTAf, That the fame Perfons who IPere 
for an OIFcnlivc\Var, /a the Council held M Valen- 
cia, were very unaaimous in the fubfee^uent Cmh- 

ciitj 
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tils^ snd concurred in the ExecntUn of the Ofefd-' 
tions agned on. 

Then the Chairman Order'd the Clerk to 
read feveral Papers that lay upon the Table, 
particularly one from Mr. St4nhofe to Mr. Se- 
cretary Hedgesi which contained the Opinions 
given by My Lord GaUway^ the Lord Tyrawly^ 
and himfelf, wherein he feem'd to acknow- 
ledge himfelf to. he in a Faulty for offering to 
proteft in Her Majefty's Name againll a Defen^ 
five War J in the Prefence of the Lord Peterbo- 
rough, who had Char alters fro^n Her Majefiy fo 
much fuferioHT to his. Then the Clerk read 
alfo a Letter fron^ Sir Charles Mara (now Lord 
Tyrawly) to Mr. Secretary fJ^dgejy of the faifte 
Date, and the Opinion which the Earl of 
PeterhoroHgh ddiverd in Writing at the laid 
Council. The latter is a very curious Piece, 
and of great Ufe to illuftrate his Lordfliip's 
wife Procedure,; I fliiiH therefore give it the 
. Reader at lengths .

' Above all things the Defence of Catalonia 
^ and what we have, is neceflary. Our Intel- 

* ligences afliire us, that great Numbers of 
y Troops aflemble in RovfiUon^ and that great 
f Magazines are forming there for Foot and 

* Horfe, and all Warlike Neceflaries. But to 
f conclude, what better Opinions can be of- 
\ fer'd than thofe of the Duke of Savoy and 
\^nnct Eugem^ who have doubtlefs communis* 

* ca ted them to the Emperour, the Queen, and 
' His Catholick Majejiy^ where that Duke has 

* Minifters. 

The Earl of Peterborough having defir'd that 
fome of his Letters might likewife be read^j 
the Clerk began with one from His Lordlhii^ 
to the Duke of Marlborough^ wherein aftiongft 
other Particulars, his Lordlhip faid, He had o^ 

vercome all his Enemies but Lies^ and thefe he had 
Papers enough with him to defeat* Anothef 

Letter from the Earl of Peterborough to the 
Earl of Godolfhin was .likewife- read, contain 
ning a Juftification of His Lordlhip's Conduft,- 
expofing the r^lh and abfurd Meafures that had 
been purfued, and acquainting the then Trea^ 
furer, that his (the Earl of Peterborough^) Pro- 
jefts were apprgv'd by the Duke of Savoy^ 
Prince Eugene^ and Monfieur de Belcaftelj though 
a Friend to the Lord Gallipayi adding, That 

whiin 
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whilft he had the Honour to command in Spain, 
not One Party of Twenty Men wiere broken^ nor i 
Veffel loSl. The next thing that the Commit- 
tee did, was to order the Clerk to read the 
Earl of Sunderlandh Letter to Mr. Stanhope^ da- 
ted the Fourteenth of February^ 170^, O. 5. 
which approved and direfted an Offenfive Wary 
and of which, an Bxtraft will be given in a 
more proper Place. After this Earl Ponlet faidy 
It was apparent that the Earl of Peterborough 
had given a fair and juft Account. 

To corroborate what the Earl of Peterborough 
hadfaid, Dodor fnV/;^ was called in.'Whereup* 
on the Duke of Devonshire mov'd. That he 
might be fworn. .This occafion'd a Debate 
that lafted near an Hour, after which it was 
agreed, That he Ihould be fworn, which being 
done accordingly. He vouch'd for the Au^ 
thenticknefs of the Papers inferted i^n his jic^ 
Count of the Earl of Peterborough^ CondnR iti 
Spain, the Copies? whereof, he faid, he had re- 
ceived, either from the Earl of Peterborough^ or 
from His Lordfliip's Secretary. Then the Earl 
of Abingdon read the Queftion that was gi- 
ven in by the Lord Ferrerjr (viz.) Refolv^d^That 
the Earl of Peterborough has giv^n a very faith- 
fulj jufi^ and honourable Account of the Coimcils if 
War >» Valencia. 

This Queftion occafion'd a Debate that la"^ 
fted above an Hour, in which the moft re- 
markable Paflage was this: The Bifhop of54- 
lisbury having excepted againft the Word Jvft^ 
bccaufe the Earl of Gallway had declared he 
had fome Remarks to make on .the Earl of 
PeferW^^ffc's Recapitulation, but that he rea- 
dily agreed to the Word Honourable. The 
Duke of Argyle took him up, faying, He hew 

no 
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no Difference between thafe Two Exfrejftom : For dS 
that's Honourable mnil be Juft, and all that is 
Juft mnft be HonOui;able. At laft the Queltioii 
being put, the Lords divided, and Tellers be- 
ing appointed, Fifty Nine were for the Affir- 
mative, and Forty Five only for the Negative $> 
and the Houfe being refum'd, the Refolution 
of the Committee was reported and agreed 
unto. 

It was afterwards moved, To adjourn tot 

the Thurfday following j but before it pafs'd in^ 

to a Refolution, Earl PouletgsLVc in the following 

Queftion, to be debated in the next Committed 

<>f the whole Houfe : That the Earl of Gallwayi 

Lord Tyrawly, and General Stanhope, infiFling 

at a Conference held at Valencia, feme Time iVi 

January 1 70^, in the Prefence of the King of 

Spaing and the Queen^s Name being vfed in 

maintenance of their Opinion for an Offenfive 

War, contrary to the King of Spain'j Opinioni 

and that of all the General Officers and Publick 

Ministers^ except the Marquis das Minas. And 

the Opinion of the Earl of Gallway, Lord TyraWr 

ly, and General Stanhope, being pnrfued in the 

Operations of the following Campaign^ was the un^ 

happy Occafion of the Battle of Almanza, and one 

great Canfe of our Misfortunes in Spaiu^ and of 

the Difafpointment of the Duke of. SaVOy V Expedi^ 

tion before Toulon, Concerted with Her MajeSJy. 

This the Noble Peer, that offered it to the 
Confideration of the Committee, defir'd might 
he enter'd in the Book ; but was opposed by 
the Earl of Wharton and the Lord HalUfax^ 
tliough thofe Two Lx)rds, after a fmall Debate^ 
were i)ver-rurd by a Majority, and it was ar 
grced, That the fame fhbiild be enter'd : After.

Which the Houfc adjburn'd to the Thi&fdai 
follilwing. 

Accomingly on the Eleventh of 'January^ 
the Peers Dciag feated. Three Letters from" 
theEarl of SundtrUnd were deliVcr'd in [vlz^-y- 
One to General Stanhope^ of the Twenty Third 
of December 1706; another to the Earl of 
Csllway., of the fame Date ; and the Third to 
the fa id Earl, of the Twenty Seventh of the 
fame Month. The Order Of the Day being readj 
an Officer was fent to kriow whether the Earl 
of CMffiPay attended, and the Houfe being in- 
form'd he did not, Earl Pontet made a vcrypa- 
thetick Speech, wherein hSreprciented^ ' ThdC 

* the Kacion having for many Years been en- 
' gag'd in an expenUve War, it was necellary 

* to give the People the iiatis/adion to let 

* theili know how their Money had b«n 

* fpent, and who deferv'd Thanks and who 
' to be blamed. That it appear'd, the Ser- 

* vice in. Sptiin had been very much neglefted; 

* that many Officers upon that Eftablilhmentj 

* look'd upon their Employment as Ssne-cureii 
*■ being Favourites of the Party j and that the 
' Council held in raUrciA being tlie Spring of all- 

* our Misfortunes, the Lords ought to cenfure 
' thofc that inflnenc'd it. Cdncludidg, That the 
Motion he made ibeTuefday before might be read; 

Hereupon the Duke of Bedford delivcr'd in a 
Petition of the Earl of Gallwa^, which v/ai 
fead, importing. That being Jnfortn'd, thaC 
Matters which very much concern'd him^ 
Sfcte inferted in the Jouinals of the Houfe, he 
pray'd their Lordlhips to give him rime tc* 
put in his Anfwer, before they Came tO a 
Determination, The Maiquifs of Lorclxfier 
tore ia Ukewife a Pctitioa to the Houfe fioni 
D ihe 
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i\\e Lor ^Tyrtmlyy to the fame efled; which be- 
ing alfo read, the Earl of Orford moved for 
adjourning, and appointing a Day to conflder 
of thofc Petiiions. To which the Lord North 
and Ct^ faid. The Lords GaIIwo^ and Tyrmly 
ought to have put in their Anfwers to the 
Earl of ftuthoY^ug^'i Paper, inftead of prefen- 
ting Petiiions for Time, which, look'd like a 
Delay. The Duke ot Bwkinghitm took the 
fame Side, and urg'd, That it mull: be a Mi- 
ftake, that the Petitioners might thijik them- 
feJves accus'd, which could not be ■■, for the 
Peers never accufe, and only give Orders for ■ 
the Attorney General to profecucci that al-, 
though every body may have accefs to. 
their Journals, becaufe they are a Court of Re- 
lord--, yet no loqucft can take notice of any. 
thing that palTes, or is depending in iheHoufe: 
That at tliis rate, any Body might put a Hop 
to their Proceedings j that he did not how- 
ever blame Men that were aiider the Apprc*. 
henfions of being accus'd, for prelenting fuchPe- 
titions, but that they ought to take no notice- 
of them and, proceed according to the Order of 
the Day, to the Confideration of the State of 
the Nation in relation to the Affairs of Spaia. 
To this the Duke of DewffJJjtVf anfwer'd. That 
as a Cenfure might enfue upon the Motioa 
made the T/iefday before, the Lords Galhay and 
Tyrimly had reafon to petition for Time to 
make their Defence. But the Earl of Rotht- 
fitr reply'd, That he never heard of a Peti- 
tion of that nature : That the Petitioners de- 
fir'd in effcft, to be heard upon the Debate 
of the Lords, which was improper ; that no 
body yet knew, or could tell, what the Ciue- 
iUoa was j but that after it was known, ic 
1/1 ni^ 
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jnight thea be proper for them to put in their 
Petitions, concluding, They ought not then 
to be received. In anfwer to which the 
Lord Sommers faid. That the Petitions were 
neither improper, nor given in at an impro^ 
per Time-, that it would be too late jfbrthe 
Petitioner to apply to the Lords, , aftci- they 
were come to a Refolution -, that he hop'd it 
would never be found in the Books of that 
Houfe, that when the Lords were going to 
proceed to a Genfure, they refufed to hear 
thofe that were to be afFeaed by it : That 
the Lords Galhay and Tyrawly had a Right to 
be heard, and clear the Matters <Jf FaSt, as 
Subjefts of Great Brittim% that the Lords onght 
belldes to be cautious how they proceeded in 
Enquiries of things done before the A^ efO' 
hlivion and Indemnity; and that It was but Na- 
tural juftice, that Men in danger of being cen- 
fur'd, fliould have time to juftifie themlelves. 
To this the Duke of j^r^U reply'd, That he 
did not know what Service it would do the 
Petitioning Lords to have time, and to tell 
the Houfe that they differ'd from the Houfe : 
That it had already been put to them^ 
Whether they had any thing to fay to that 
Point ? And that Two Days had been allow'd 
them to anfwer the Earl of PeterboToiifh\ Re- 
capitulation : That as to thc-(4ff of 7ndemni'_ 
tit His Grace did not care how little ufc 
was made of it \ that the faid Indemnity hin- 
(ler'd not Enquiry i that the People oX Gred 
Britain ought to know to whom their Misfor- 
tunes are owing: But that however he dcfir'd 
no bo<iy fiiould be punifli'd. ■ < ■ , 

, After this the Lord Comftr faid, that the 
CelUCe about the Affairs of Svmn, was adiour-- 
D i '^ fid 
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ned to that Day, and therefore it was irn- 
proper to take notice of Earl FouUt's Motioa 
in the Houfe, but in the Committee : That 
as to the Two Petitioners, it was reafonable 
and proper to grant them Time to put ia 
their Anfwcrs, becaufe the Qiteftion tended to 
cenfure them, which they did uot know be- 
fore, when they were only examin'd. And 
that in things elTeatial to Jullice, the ordina- 
ry Forms of Courts of Judicature ought to 
be obfcrv'd. To this the Earl of Nottingham 
anfwer'd, ' That they could never be too 
* tender of t^ie Reputations of Men of Ho- 
' nour; But thai, in his Opinion the Peti- 
' tions ought not to be granted, becaufe that 

* was not a proper Time to deliver them, 

* and becaufe the Petitions themfeives were 

* improper i that the Ait of Indemnity ought 
' to be Sacred, but not prefs'd too far^ that 

* the Petitioners had been already heard, 
"■ and allow'd Time to add any thing to 
' their former Declarations ; that now the 
' Lords were not enquiring into Fafts, 
' but forming their Judgments upon themi 

* and that the admitting the Lords Gaflveay and 

* Tyrawty to take notice of what pafsd in 

* the Houfe, would be admitting them to a 
' Co-ordination with the Peerage. The Earl 
of Wharton reply'd, That a Cenfure was a Ph- 
rtijijment : That to puniih Men without giving 
them an Opportunity to make their Defence, 
was equal tua Banilhment j that be hoped the 
Subjefts of Er'glo'id were not yet reduc'd to 
that i that this was the only Time the Pe- 
titioners could have to make their Applica- 
lioH to the Houiei that the leall thing the 
Lofds COi}ld iXo^ was to hear them Before 
j^ ■ ■ - ■ Condemnation r 
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nfldemnation ; Huce any other Criminals 
might claim that Privilege i and that he did 
not ipcak for the fake of thofe Two Lords, 
but for the Hoaour and Reputation of the 
Houfe. Which made the Earl of Nottingham 
iay, * He did not affirm they could never 

* be heard, for they might be heard if the 
' Houfe flioiild order a Profecutioa; but only 

* that they could not be heard upon thisOc- 

* calion: That they might be as innocent as 

* any of the Lords, becaufc they might have 
' given their Opinion to the belt of their Un- 

* derftaodings, or might have been over-rul'd, 

* which might afterwards be inquir'd into. 
The Duke of Buchngham, who fpoke on the 
fame Cde, declar'd, ' That hp had a very 

* great refped for thofe Two Noble Lords 
' that petition'd, and was as tender of the 

* Honour and Reputation of the Houfe as any 
' Member. Tliat therefore he was atraid of 

* making Precedents, and altering Parliamenta- 

* ry Rules. That according to the Forms of 

* iaferiour Courts, no Man has a Right to be 
*-heard, or to Itop Proceedings on account of 
' his KefutatioK^ as oa acconnt ot his Property. 
.* That he was apt to believe that fome Per- 
^ fons nho Aid not like th^c Inquiry, had put 

* thofe Two Lords upon petitioning to gain 

* Time;, but thpugh he would not have the 

* Petitions granted, yet he would move, That 

* they might be called ip and heard. Here- 
upon Earl Poitlet alkdg'd, That thty had alrea- 
dy betn heard^ and hifd decUr''d ibey had »« 
more to fay, fo that the Defgn of thofe Petitions 
WM only 10 delay. But the Duke ot Shrtrr'tfury 
iaid. That if they were ready to be heard, 
lie confeiited they fliould, provided they deli-

On tne oth?r hand the Lord HMifAx infifted^

fwer'd, * lie did not wonder fome Peffons

Upon 
which the Duke of Lneit faid. Be (hould ke 
firry to fee ProtefiMioni made en that Occajton.

It was carried in the Affirmative, by 
a Majority of Fifty Seven Voices againft: Forty 
Six that were for the Negative. Hereupon 
the Earl of Abintdan (aid, ' He fuppos'd any

The Earl of Peterherough open*d the Debate

* though he had aded according to his In- 
« ftruSions, he was, in a Letter from the Earl 

* of Sunderland, dated the 28th of Scptemhtr, 

* 1706, O. 5. recalled. For negotiating Mattert 
*" of fo high a Nature^ without the Queejt's j4u- 
' thority^ which might he prejudicial to her Ma- 
*■ jefiys Service~^ Hereupon the Earl of Roche- 
fter faid, ' That the Earl of Peterborough oa%)\t 

* to apply himfelf to the Matter in theQueiti- 

* on, and moved. That the faid Qiieftion 
might be read again, which the Chairman did-, 
after which the Earl of Peterborough faid, 

* He apprehended their Lorddiips would inquire 

* into the DiiappointmencbeforeTow/w, inor- 

* der to which ne thought it very proper to ac- 

* quaintthcm, That 5000 Men, which hedeman- 

* ded for the Reduftion of that Place, were de- 
' ny'd him, tobeemploy'dabout Imaginary Con- 
' ijutfis, and that he receiv'd the ThanRs of King 

* ChArUt for the Projcfts he had concerted in Ua- 

* ly. But a Publick Minifterdefir'd he might not 
' be trailed. The Duke of Argyie defiring 
that the Earl of Peterborough's Papers might 
be read, efpecially that which Ihew d that the 
Duke of Sawy inlifted that there might be a 
Defen/ive War. The Earl of Peitrboraugh be- 
Mn to read that part of a Letter from 
himfelf to Sir Charles Hedges in French^ dated 
September the Tenth, 1706, and the moft re- 
markable Expreflions in it relating to the Que- 
ftion, wcrethefe, LaPrife de Toulon me paroit 
fra3itable~~ On demande Gn^ AfUle d' Hamntes 
Hej Troujes d' Elpagncj In Englijh, The taking 
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of Touloa afpturt m^lciAle tt me — Piv* 
Thoii/imd A-fen of the Troofs of Spain Are df 
manded far thnt purpofe. The Eari of Godol- 
fhin jnfiltiiig that the whole might be iraa- 
flared and read by the Clerk, the Lord Cowftr 
back'd the Motion, faying. He could not un- 
derftand the Letter as the Earl read it ; and 
how could their Lordihips proceed to a Cea- 
fure, without having a material Paper in the 
Language of the Country ? To this the Earl of 
Itttrboroiigh faid, ' That it being thought fit 

* not to intriift any Secretary with thisProjeS, 
' ht wrote that Letter himfelf to Mr. Secre- 

* tary Hedges^ and that he could not write it 

* in any other Language, to be undcrftood by 

* the Duke of Suvoy and Prince Eugtne, who 

* kept both a Copy of it, as well as himfelf. 

* But if their Lordihips delir'd to have ittran- 

* flated, he mov'd they might adjourn i for he 
' was no Secretary to tranflate it himfelf Buc 
the Earl Poulot waving the Matter, faid, Tlie 
French could not have reUev'd Toulon^ if the 
War in Spain had been Defenfivt^ and the 
Duke of ArgyU added. That the Strefs of 
the Queftion was. Whether the Duke of 5i*- 
vay infifted upon a Defenfme War in Spxin. 

The Earl of Peterborough averring, that His Ro- 
yal Highnefs infilled fo tirraly upon it, as to de- 
Ure 5000 Men out of Spain^ the Duke oi Mart- 
horough acqaainted the Lords, That theProjeft 
of and Attempt upon Toulon^ was firit pro- 
pofed to the Duke of Savoy by Mr. Hill, ia 
the Year 1703, and afterwards negotiated here 
by His Grace himfelf, with His Royal Highnefs's 
Minifters, Count Briancon and Oaunt M^fty. 
That 5oce>o /. were at firfl: offered to the 
Duk^ of SUtoy for that purpofe \ hut it was 

4t 
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at latt agreed that he (bould have a Hundred 
Thoufand- That the Year before theExeca- 
tion of that Deiign, the Duke of Sttvoy earqe- 
Ittly defir'd, that it might be kept very fe- 
cret ; fo that it was very iraprobable he 
ihould defire Five Thoufand Men out of Spain 
for that purpofe- Concludiflg, That the At- 
tempt uponTou/os did not nufcarry for want 
of Men, fince there were near :3eventeeu 
Thoufand Men left behind in haly, but for 
want of Time, and other Accidents. Not- 
withftanding this, the Earl of I- (terborough af- 
firm'd, That according to his Inftrnftions he 
had concerted with the Dulte of Sttvoy the At- 
tempt upoa Toulon. Whereupon the Earl fcw- 
let faid» That in fuch a. cafey fhe Thoufttnd 
Men out of Spain might have made a firer^ 
Diverjton, and contributed te the ReduBien of 
that Place. After this the Cleric read a Letter 
from the Lord Codotphin to the Lord Peterbo- 
■ rough, dated February the Seventh, i70«, im- 
porting in Subftance, That care had been ta- 
ken of all his Bills (upon which the Earl of . 
Piterbareiigh cry'd Protested) that they 
were all Tatisfied, that the War in Catalonia 
ought to beOfFenfive-, and that this was the 
particular Defire of Prince £wge»e, which ought 
to be complyed with. 

The Earl of Peterborough having made men- 
tion of his hfirutiions for treating about the 
Siege of Toulon^ the Lord North and Grey mo- 
ved, that thofe InItrii£Hons might be produc'd ; 
but the Earl of Rochefier alledging that could 
not be done without the (Queen's Leave, the 
6me lx)rd reply'd, They might prefent an 
Addrefs to the Queen for that purpofe. This 
bcipg wav'd by the Duke of Buckingham-, the 
Lord, 
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the Lord North and Grey acquielced ; thougb 'tis** 
remarkable that the Earl of Veterborough h\6t 
That Mr. Secretary Hedges might be order'd 
to attend, and be examin'd about that Matter: 
And thereupon the Loid ffaUi/ax deCr'd, 
that the Lord Ptrerborsu^b's Letter to Mr. Se- 
cretary Medgej might be left upon the Table, 
adding. That fmce the Dake ot Savoy was for 
an Offenfne War in the Year 1706, he won- 
der'd how it could be a Crime in 1707. To 
this the Earl of Hottingham anfrter'd. That 
the Earl of PeterbersH^h's Letter ought not to 
be left on the Table ^ vnltfs he pUxs^d: ' That 
' no Inference could be more unnatural, than 
' to fay. That becaufe the Duke of Savoy 

* was for an Offenfive W»r in i70<S, he muft 
f be of the yjime OpiniM in 1707. That what 
' the Duke of Murlborough had faid about the 
*■ Overture made to the Duke of Savty for an 

* Attempt upon Tavlon, was very true, he 

* (the Earl or Notthsgham) having writ himfelf 

* to Mr. HiS about it. That it appear'd by 
*■ General Stanhofe'% Letter, that he was for an 

* Ofinfve War, unlefs fome Attempt upon 

* France made it neceffary to be upon theDc- 

* feniive : Which imply'd that he knew thf 
' Defign upon Toulon i and that the Duke of 
*■ Savoy wanted Troops, appear'd from his 

* waiting for the German Recruits. The Lord 
Cnp/ter infilling on the Neceflity of having the 
Earl of feterhor ouch's Original Inftrufliohs, the 
Chairman put him in mind of what had been 
already fuggeftcd, * That there might be fome 

* Secrets in them, not proper to be nude 
^ p-tblick. To which the Lord Cowper reply'd. 
That the arguing upon a Probability^ wheii 
their raigiit be a Certainty, Ihew'd the NecelTi- 
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ty of calling at leaft for that part of the In- 
fti'inflions as related to this Matter, urging^ 
That Toulon might be mention'd in them 5 
but that it was material to know in what 
manner it waS' mention'd. To remove this 
Objedion the Duke of Ar^le faid, * That 
' even fuppofing no mention was mad^ bf 

* Tottlon in the Earl of PtterborvH^h^s Inftru- 

* aions, yet it appear'd very plainly, that he 

* had concerted that Proje^, from his Lerrter 

* to Mr. Secretary Hedgts^ from Mr- StAtrbbft"^ 

* Letter, and from the Earl of Gullwaf^ Con- 

* feflion. The Earl of ScArfddlt complaining 
of Delays, and of fomc Lords infilling upon 
the fame thing, the Lord HnUiftix Sniwer'd 
him, adding, He defign'd to make all Delays 
uetetTary, to get a right Information, and that 
the Earl of Pett.borough himrdf had defir'd 
that Mr. Secretary Hedges might be called in 
and exaniia'd. Then the Earl of Veterborotigh 
explain'd what he had faid about Sir Charles 
Hedgtj^ averring, He only mtmion'd him about 
the Letter His Lordjtiip wrote la him in French. 
But neverthelefs the Lord Hallifax infilted on 
the NeLcflity of having that Sari's Inftruftions 
laid before the Hoiife, alledging. That fince 
new Papers were daily produc'd towards this 
Inquiry, why not thofe Inltrudions, which 
were as material as any of the reft ? But 
the Earl of Socheftcr fet afide this Objeftion, 
fayiug, There was no Necedity of having 
thofe hiftrudions, fince they could be of no 
V(s V for it appear'd already very plainly 
that the Dclign upon Toulen was known. The 
Duke of Sitkingliam^ the Earl of Nortin^hami 
and the Eavl of Jerfeyy fpolte on the fame 
bide, an d at lall between Eight and Nine « 

'• Night, 
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Night, the Earl Pouln's main Queftion aboufc 
the Earl of Gaflwa^y Lord Tyrawly^ and Mri 
Statihepc, being put, it was carried in the 
AfRrfiiative by a Majority of Sixty Four Voi- 
ces againlt Forty Three. After which the 
Lords -adjourn'd to the next Day. 

On Friday ijie Twelfth of Janitaty, the Lords 
being feated, a Lift of the Generals, and o- 
thcr Officers on the Eftablifhraent in Spaing 
which by their Lordfhips Order had bea laid 
before them, was found fault with, becaufe the 
lieuEesants and Enfigns were notmcntion'diit 
k, and another Lift was Order'd to be laid 
before the Hoafe. Then feveral Papers were 
read, particularly a Letter from the Earl of 
Smderiand to the Lord Gallway, that hinted at 
fame Vnea/irtefi the latter wm under in his Com- 
rnand in Spain, and made him acqKaiited, That 
to contribute tmards his future Eafs, the Queen 
had order'd My Lord Peterborough'^ Cemmiffion of 
Emba0adour to he recalled, as tilfo that fuch Meafures 
were then taking with the Duke of Savoy (in all 
appearance about the Siege of Toulm) for the 
next Campaign., as would effe^ually prevent the 
French pending any canjiden^le Force mere into 
Spain, &c. 

The Clerk having done reading, the Earl of 
Scarfdale propos'd, "That it appear d by the 
Earl of Sunderland'j Letter to Mr. Stanhope, 
That the Dcfgn of an Oftenrive War in Spain, 
was approved and dirc3ed by the CABINET' 
COVNCJL, netrnthfianding the Opinion of Cc 
neral Stanhope, in cafe of an Attempt upon 
France, which they knew was then concerted with 
the Duke 0/ Savoy, which contributed to our Mis- 
fertjinei in Spain, and M the Difappointmtm hefort 
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After a final! Debate it was refolv'd to pre- 
fent an humble Addrefs to the Cjuecn, that flie 
wtfuld be pleas'd -to give leave to any Lord, 
or other of her Ctthinei Coureil, to communicate 
to the Houfe, any Paper or Letter, relating 
10 the Aifairsof Spain. This Addrefs by their 
Ldrdfliips Order, was immediatly carry'd up 
to the Queen at St. Jamei% by the Lords of 
the white Staves, (viz..) The i3ukes of Shrtws- 
bnry and Buckinaham who being return'd, and 
the HoLife (chat had Adjourn'd during Plea- 
fure) refumed, as foon as the Queen who de- 
fign d to hear the Debate hcognito^ was come 
into the HOilfe. The Duke of Buckingham re- 
ported, thit her Ma)efty had been gracionflf 
pleas'd to grant the Dcfireoi the Lords. 

Then the Lords being gone into a Commit- 
the of the whole Houfe, and the Earl of j4hin^- 
den ftil! chofcn Chairman, the Earl of ScarfdAle 
deliver'd the following Queflion : That it ap* 
pear'd by the Earl of Sundtrland'i Letter, that 
the carrying on the War Offenjively in Spain, 
was affroved and direHed by the Minifters \ mf 
teithfiandin^ the Defign of attempting Toulon, 
vhich the Minijlerj knew at that time was Ceit- 
ttfited with the Duke ef Savoy, and therefore art 
jiijfly to be blamed for contributtnF to all oitf 
Misfortunts in Spain, and to the Difappointment 
u the Expedition agasnfi Toulon. 

The Lord in the Chair having read the 
<}[peftion, the Duke of DevcKJkire excepted a- 
jcainlt the Alterations that had been made in 
tt^ particularly againlt changing the Word 
Cabinet Council for Aiinifiers. To which the 
Lord Ferrers aiifwer'd that the Earl of Scarfdale 
was at Liberty tu make what Alterations he 
thought fit in the Qiiellion, this being a New 
Committee, 
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Committee, and to which the Earl himfelf added^ 
he thought fit to alter the Qiicftion, becauft 
the Word Minifien was better known than that 
of Cabinet Council. But the Earl bf Wharton. 
oppos'd the Alteration, by faying it was the 
the fame Committee, and was anfwer'd by the 
Earl of Abingdon^ who faid this was not the 
fame Committee, for the Houfe was Refum'd, 
and then Adjourn'd during Pleafure, before he 
could get Direflions to report.

rable the Lords Spiritual and Temix)ral, was 
prefented to Her Majefty nn Saturddy ilie loth 
of Fehrudry foilowingj which containing in 
Subftancc nothing more than what has beea 
already faid, is purpofely omitted for Brevity 
iake i though Her Mjjelly was pless'd to give 
it a moft gracious Acceptance by the following 
Anlivcr,

The Generality of the Peupl'e were very full of 
Expedations that not only the Min'.fien which 
had been found tardy, but the Three Generals 
tifeat were cenfur'd in the Reprefentalion,. 
*oUld have been impeuch'd astheRcfultof it ■:■. 
Bac Their Lordftjips have been plijai'd as ye^ 
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to facisfie the World, that they made this 
ftrid Inquiry not fo much but of lU Will to the 
Perfons Offending^ as a juft Abhorrence for tic 
. Nature of the Offence^ and the pernicious Con* 
fequences which have flow'd from them ; and 
have not fo much as left it in the Power of 
. thofe that malign at their Proceedings in Par- 
liament, to charge them with the leaft Difre* 
iped fhewn to the jiB of Indemnity^ which 
howlbever, and for what Purpofes obtaia'd, 
has been held by them for Sacred and Inviow 
lable. Not but Their Lordfliips will nndoub>« 
tedly, when Opportunity (hall offer, and the 
more neceflary Occafions of providing for car-» 
ryiHg on the War, are fettled for this 
Year, aaiinadvert upon fuch Mifinanagements. 
as fhall be found undeferving of Her Maje- 
fty's molt gracious Pardon, and have happened 
fubfequ^nt to it ', fuch as feveral ill Pra<iices ' 
in Great Eritdin and Ireland^ which neither fall 
within the Limits of the Aft, or have the leaft 
Claim or Title to be admitted tinder the Pro- 
teilion of it. 

But to return to the Commons, whom we left 
very Hearty arid Zealous in their good OfBces 
to the Publick, andinthemoft Loyal Difjpofiti^* 
ons imaginable^ to contribute all that in them 
lay, for the Honour and Advantage of their 
Queen and Country.

For the Committee, of which Mr. C«- 
far was Chairman, a Gentleman that had llg- 
naliz'd his great Knowledge and 3kill in Par- 
liamentary Affairs, in feveral preceding SelTions 
CtiU the Malice of forae Great Men lately in 
Power, and the Authority of the Faftion, fet 
him afide) after the ftrideft Examination that 
could be made, having made their Report to 
the Houfe, the Houfe took the faid Report in- 
to their Confideration on the Fifteenth of Febrw 
gry, and Refolv'd, Nemine centradiceme., * That

port made by Mr. Cdfur the Seventh of the 
iame Month, concerning the Abufes and Frauds 
committed at Her Majefty's^r«n'/jo«/e, cali'd the 
HtiTts Horn Brewheufe, where it was grown into 
a Praiftice not only to fell Her Majefty's Beer; 
but her Casks to the Merchants, at very low 
Rates, without accounting for it in the lealt,

Mr. C4^ likewife Reported, That the 
Committed had examined how the C?bntraftiag

of the Viftualling, thaft Mr. Rid^e afnd Mr. t>ii^ 
on of Tortfm&uih^ had Bills ftiade 6ut for 
Eight Thoufand, Two Hundred, and Seventeen 
Tuns of Beer, pretended to be delivered for 
the laft Year's Service.

■without any particular Order for their Profc- 
cution. An Inltanceof the Lenity of the pre- 
fent Adminiftration, even when the Gentle- 
man before Ipoken of who is at the Head of 
it, had not only Provocation but Interefl: c- 
nough to make one of them feel the Weight 
of his Difpleafure. 

The Perfons who are Friends to the OfTea- 
dcrs thus cenfur'd by Parliament, give out to 
Extenoate their Faults, and Ex'cufe their own 
want of Animadverting upon fuch Infamous 
Praftices, when impower'd fo to do, that 

according to the Cuftom of the Victualling 

Office, the Brewct has an Order to Brew fucb 
3 Qitantity of Beer for the Ufe of the Navy ; 
and that fuch and fuch of the Queens Ships are 
ordep'd to take their Drink of him. Now ^ it 
happens, fay they, that when the Ships are 
in Port, the Purfers, with the Connivance of 
the Captains, or Commanding Officers, often 
give half, or a greater part of the Ships Crew 
leave to go afhovc, for which Liberty, the Sea- 
men give the Purfers their daily Allowance of 
Beer. Hereupon the Purfers either fell the 
Overplus of tlie Beer they haVe on Board to 
Colliers and to Merchant IVlen, or which is 
done more frequently (and was the Cafe com- 
plain'd o? at this JunSurc) they go to the 
Brewer and tell him, they have not occaiion for 
the Quantity of Drinkordcr'd by the Commiin- 
6ners of the Vi^ualling. But the Brewer, whofe 
Proht it is to fell as much Beer as he can, an- 
fwering, he wiil Brew and Serve the Quan^ 
tjty he has Orders for-, thefc gcnsrally cuf^ic's 
■ ■■ It 
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a Clandeftine Agreement, whereby ttie Brewer 
gives a Sum of Money to the Purftr, in Lieu of 
the Beer he fhbuld liave delivcr'd j and the Pn^^i 
fer gives him a Receipt foi* the full Quantity 
of Beer he was to furniih ^ allowing him an e- 
qual'or rafher greater Profit thaa4« Ihould 
have made by the Sale of his Drink. Whichl 
Colluiive Coutrafts, are for the molt part con<^ 
iiiv'd at by the Agent Viadallets, and Clerk? 
of Brewhoufes, if not by the Commiflioners of 
the Viftualling themfelves. 

Now it is alled^d in Favour of the Pur/ers^ 
(or rather Captains; whofc A^jents they arej 
and firewers, * iTiat thefe private GontraSs 
do not wrong the Government^ that each 
Seaman being allowM feven Pints of Beer pr 
Dienfy he may demand that Quantity, and 
do what he thinks fit with it, that when he 
makes it over to the Purfer, the latty: may 
like wife difpofe of it as hepleafes. That ac- 
cordingly, when the Beer is on Board, the 
Purfer fells the Overplus to other Ships, nor 
was this, ever lobk'd upon as an Offence, un* 
lefs uie was made oi the Queens Casks. 
That thefe Contrasts are fo far from being De- 
trimental, that they often are Beneficial to^ 
the Seamen, who when they do not 50 alhorcv 
i"eceive from the Purlers, inltead of their full 
Allowance of Beer (which is generally more 
than they can Drink) an Equivalent in Brandy 
or Tobacco. And in the laft Place, that it hap- 
pens indeed very often, that the Purler gives 
the Sailors no Equivalent, tho' he receives it 
from the Brewer. Butinfuch aCafe, the Fault is 
wholly in the Purfer, not the Brewer. Credat Ju- 
d4usj1f€BA—no9,t.go, Since it is molt certain, that 
the Nation has by thefe Pradices, for many Yfears 
paft beeo^defrauded of TaftSams of Money* To 
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To come back again from inqairing how the 
Moneys they had given had been expended, and 
their /nfights into Frauds and Abufes relating 
to former Funds, to what they were now gi- 
Iring, after the Hou^t of Cemmcni had Voted 
the fime Day which Mr. HarUy complain'd to 
t^e Houfe in, of the preceding Mal-Prddicet, 
ie likewife made a Motion, T^at r/f^e Houfe of 
Commons -aould tnke care effeHvoHy to di[' 
^mtgt the fhbUck Dehtj, which pafs'd immedi- 
ately into 9 Vote that gave Life to Credit, 
that was then linking by the Artilice of 
their Enemies ■, after which, on the Day fol- 
lowing, they granted the Sums as arc under- 
neath fpecihed.

The Rumour of this Vote indeed, which to 
the' Honour of thofe that made itpafs'd into 
an Aft, had made the Cities and Towns in 
HoHATid that fubfift chiefly by a Trade with

People that arc wholly employ'd in Traffick, 
to endeavour to Engrofs as much of it into 
their Hands as they can ; Kor was it without 
fome Concern that they faw the Perfons whoni 
they were wont to Retml thofe Wines out to, 
iiow titrn'd Factors themfelves, and Wholeftdv^ 
Deaitrs upon their own Bottoms ;y/herefore 
We are not fo much to blame them for inftil-

was enough to get them the ill Wffl of thofe 
that fided with the moniedlntereftof the Na- 
tion. Thefe Gentlemen voted together and 
kept Company together, and as Minds that are 
very much intent uponBufinefs, and ftand in need 
of fome Relaxation, fo at the rifing of the 
Houf9 they generally refrefh'd themfelves at a 
certain Place of Appointment, which obtain'd 
them the Name of the O c t o ? e r Cm b b ; 
By what Authority I am not able to Judge, 
but as when fitting in the Houfe they were 
always an Eye Sore to fuch of the Fadion as 
could not approTcof their undeCgning and dif- 
iater?ftcd way of Proceeding, fo the Purport 
of their Meeting when out of it, could not 
not but be rendred fufpcded. Wherefore the 
Hireling Scribe of the Party Mr. Fee (at the 
ftme time as in his Reviews to curry Favour 
^ith a certain Man, he wrote Tooth and Nail 
for the Bill) was fet at work to Write their 
pretended Hiilory, which had nothing more 
in it, than his wonted Inveflives againft: Reli- 
gion nad, Loyalty, and had it been without 
the Nam?s of Sir John and Sir Thof7iasy would 
have had no more Relation to the Subjeft he 
took upon him to treat pi, than his Letter to 
the Man at the Na/s Hetd in Mderfgate.Jlreety 
concerning the Proceedings of ScotUndy had to 
^hc Horfe which he rid away with, unpaid for, 
and unreftored. 

So much by way of Digrefljon, to return to 
the BHl it felf, it bad nothing in it to be fotiad 
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fault with, whatfbevcr Clamours were raif€4 
aMUift it by fuch as Traded to tmvgal^ and^

Jbis ' ^Company for rProteaion, was 
imder an Apprehenfion pf. ■being draughted off 
for Flanders. On the 13th a Petition of fever 
ral Burgeflfes, Tradefmen, and others of the 
City of Wefiminfier was prefented to the Hojufe 
and Read, Comflaining of Trade/men Entered and 
.Jaified in Her Majeftfs Horfe and Foot Gnardsi^ 
to Screen and Protect them from their Creditors^ 
aliho^ fuch Perfons did not wear their Regimental 
£loaths^ and never ^ or feldom dM Duty\ ly which 
Means^ alfo Tradefmen were deceived and drawn 
in tfl give Credit to fuch Perfons^ and fraying that

Bently^ Dodor Trid^aux^ Mr. Tennifon^ ail4 
Mr. J(^hn Hoadly^ with as mach Vebcmeacc 
for an ?ntirc Concurrence with the upper 
Ifloufe, the Lord Arch-bifliop thought fit 
to adjourn them for two Days only, in hopes 
to fee them copie together ag^in* with DUpor 
|itions towards a better Temper. Being met 
accordingly on the Day ap]^ointed and fome of 
the inferior Cl9rgy, upon refuming the Confi- 
deration of the Addrefs, being for drawing up 
another^ and for prefenting it as a Houfe by 
therafelves, if the Lords the Bilhops ihould no? 
agree with thein by joining ia it, and others 
fnfifting upon enlarging of the fourth Para- 
graph, and upon Anfweringthe feveral Headi 
of the Qiieens Letter (which Method the Com- 
mons had followed with relation to her Mat 
jetty's Speech) the . Bifhops refiis'd to comply 
with their Defires. Wherefore to prevent Al-

j'TliIs Uneafinefs amongH the mofi: zealous 
part of that AfFembly was increas'd, when 
p'ejr, found themfelves further Prorogued at 
their Meeting on the 17th till the i+ch fol- 
lowing, at which time the Lord Dartmouth, 
,pii^ of her Majcfty's principal Secretarjs of 
State, remov'd all their Doubts aiid Appre- 
lien(ions, by bringing them the Qneen's Royal 
Licence under the Broad Seal, that irapower'd 
^tfiem to proceed in their Confultations about 
.Aiffiirs of the Church, in as ample a Manoer 
,45, was ever granted fince the Reforms ion, di- 
Vcfted to the Arch-bilhop of Cumerbury, as 
.'freCdent and Metropolitan, or in his Abfence 
_'tlieBiniopof LondottjOr in the Abfence of both, 
.to thcEilTlop of Bath and Wells who was to Pre- 
,ude over them. Which Lkence was receiv'd 
with great Joy and SatisfaSion, by reafou the 
Lower Houfe now faw themfclves at Liberty 
,to exert all their. Efforts in Defence of that 
.Church, wliofe Welfare they had been fo very 
j^foUicitous for, looking upon this her Majpfty's 
^ConcelTion in their Behalf to be a Token of 
Victory over fuch as had till then oppos'd 
tbem- Neither did the others who were 
l^^ltogether in the Interelt of the Arch-bilhop, 
,',g(Ve any Indications of Sorrow, hut fliew'd 
an, outward Contentment, that fo happy 
",an^ Expedient was found, if not to Extin- 
fiuifh, at Icafl to fufpend the late unhappy dif-

This new Liccncci 
which on the Sixteenth of February was com- 
municated to both Houfes of Convocation, oc-^ 
Cafion'd fome Obftruflions in their Procee- 
dings, by reafon of the following Accidep?; 
The Three Prelates named in the Licenct, 
■Cviz..) the Arch-bifhop of CAnterbury, the Bi- 
fliop of Lopdotiy and the Bilhop of Bdti and 
WeSj, happening all to be indifpos'd, fo that 
for want of tite Prefence of one of them, 
nothing could be done in the Vfper Houfe \ 
the Queen by her fecond Licence thought fit to 
enlarge the ConimilTion, by adding the Bithops 
of Winchefier, ExeitTy Srifiol, and Saint Z)-*v/(is. 
But the Meaning of this fecond Licence not 
being at iirft either well cspiain'd or ap- 
prehended, it rather increafed than removed 
DiiEculiies. For the Vpper Houfe ftill look'd 
upon the Nomination of the ^or«m of their 
Committees, as derogatory from the Autho- 
rity of their Metropolitan i and therefore fome 
were for inquiring how loag the Crown had 
afiiimed and exerciied that Power ; and at 
fhe fame time though: it unprecedented, that 
Younger Bithops Ihould be put over the 
Heads of Senior Prelates, as (bme had been by 
the fecond Licence. 1 his occafion'd warm De- 
bates, wherein theB ■ of S — in a diftifl- 

guilhing manner cxercis'd his Rhetorical FacuK 
ty, fetonded by the B — of L— and f — 
ttho wcie Itrenuoiis Advocates of their own 
prerogatives and thofe of the Arch-bidiop: 
'. D-a th« other hand, the iciper //ca/s were at

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a Stand, becaare in Doubc whether the Coi 
mittees appointed before the fecond Licence 
were then of Force and ia Being, and haviog 
made Application to the Lords the Bifhops 
for their Opinion were anfwer'd very Dubi- 
oufly upon that Head. 

In Order to clear up thefe Doubts that ia- 
terpos'd themfelves, the upper Houfe refolv'd 
to Addrefs the Qiieeii ; and one of theit

The Queen having by this gracioiTS Dechra- 
ration, given Satisfaftion to the Bifhops upon 
the principal Matters in Debate about her 
Mijefty's Licence, their Lordfhips immediatly 
revived the two Committees before appointed 
to conlidcr the two firfi: Articles of her Ma- 
jetty's Letter, which upon the Renewal of the 
Licence were drop'd. Two Days after the 
Lords the Bilhops appointed three other Com- 
mittees., to conlidcr the three lalt Articles, 
when the others that related to feveral Form?

February 
the z%t)\. By which time the Commitiee which 
was to prepare a Reprtfent^tion of the Treftnt 
State of Reti^ioM, had agreed upon the Heads 
of it, without putting it into Form. That ap- 
pointed to SegHltte Commutations of Peiiartce, had 

agreed to defire an Aft of Parliament for chang- 
ing the Writ lie ExcommunicjttBy into de Contv- 
maci Cttpierd^y and had prepared the Draught 
of a Canon for Reftifying the Abufes of Csmmn- 
tatioBj the molt heinous Grievance that is now 
Reigning in our Spiritual Courts. j4 Committee 
of Charity likewife appointed by the Lower 
Houfe, brought in a Report, That the Charity 
Schools did highly Deferie the Cognizance and En- 
couragement oj that Synod ; and made Application 
to the upper, returning their Lordfliips Thanks, 
for the Countenance they had given them, and 
delTring that Arch'deacons might be dircdcd 
to recommend them Winifters in Populous Ci- 
ties, in order to Promote and Advance fo Ule- 
fui and Chriftian a Defign. The faid Com-

Earl Riven upon an Expedition \ but fatting 
out with him on account of Pretences co a 
Military Command above hisPoft, wasrecaU'dj 
foon after which he grew out of favour with 
the Great Men about Her Majelty, and upon the 
Battel of Jlmmx.^ loft the Pay of his Nomi- 
nal Regiment, that was defeated there, as he 
did fbon after hisPcnfion from ^\^^ States Gent' 
ral. This put him upon folliciiing for fur- 
ther Employment ; but finding that to nopar- 
pofe for a confiderable' time, he fell to Ga- 
ming, which he had a very unlucky Hand atj 
So that he was fupportcd chiefly by the 
Count BrUticen, the Envoy Extraordinary from 
the Duke of Savoy, till the Death of that Mi- 
nifter, which render'd him an Objeft of Cha- 
rity to Her Majefty, who, upon the Interpofi- 
tion of a Great Man, ordered him aPcnfionof 
Five Hundred Pounds a Year ; but the TreafKry 
having been very nmch exhaufted by a late 
Adminiftfation, the Coinmiffioners reprefented 
to Her Majefty that Four Hundred Pounds were 
fufEcient. 

Now 
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^ Now whether the Sicur Guifcnrd had pro- ^* 
riim'd too rtiuch on the Frictidlhip and Inte- 
feft of the iHonourablc Perfon bcfore-menti- 
On'd, or thought the Sum chat was ofTer'd him, 
too little to live upon, 'lis certain he very 
much laid it to Heart, that his PeDfion was 
neither fixM to the full of the Queen's Order, 
aor fettled upon any Eftabiilhment. Toob- 
tJiin thefe he made prelfing Applications to 
the Minifters, who out of a Dillike to his way 
of Living, or the MuUiplicity of their im- 
portant Aftiirs, did not much regard hi*s Sol- 
licitalions i whereupon he endeavour'd to ftnfl 
2Q OpportQiiity to fpeak to the Queen, but 
did not obtain it. 

Tis the general Opinion, Thit hts jDifgaft 
opon this Difappoiatmentj fiiggefted to him 
the defperate Thought of endeavouring to 
make his Peace with the Court of Fr^wtf, and 
to merit His Pardon there, by giving them 
Intelligence of what pafs'd here, with his Gon- 
jeftures of the Temper and Inclinations of the' 
Niition. The Way he made ufe of to do 
this, was by the Mail to Peni/^^*/, whether he 
ftnt his Letters, under the Cover of jthe Esrl 
of Forrmore^ General of Her Majetty's Fopces 
there, to a Perfon who afterwards convey'd 
them from Liihon to Paris. HisLordfiiip fiif- 
pefting fomething, thought fit to open one 
of thofe Packets \ and finding in it a Letter di- 
reSed to Mr. Afareau at f/fnj, uufeard that 
too, and was thereby confirmed in his Siifpi- 
cions. Hereupon His Lordfhip fent back that 
Letter to his Lady, the Coiintefs of Verchfiery 
Svith Inftruftion?!, ' That as (he had by Chinee 
' been the hjppy Inftrument of difcovering the 
* Siettr d* Gmfcard'; Treafon, ihe fhoolil coiiti- 
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*■ nue receiving his Letters, which might con- 
' tain fiirther Proofs of it, and deliver them 

* to thcMiaifters of State, which Her Ladylhi^ 
' did accordingly. 

For, about Three a Clock in the Afternoon, 
the abovemention'd AflaHin fent a Packet of 
Letters to the faid Countefs, dircfted in 
Frtnch to the, Earl o( Portmere ntLisben: But 
the Countefs being then abroad, the Packet 
was left upon her Table. At Her Ladyfliip's 
coming home, betwen Ten and Eleven of the 
Clock at Night, fhe was told that the SiW 
(^eGuifcard had fent her a Packet: But aftei- 
flie had been in her Chamber, file faid the 
Packet was mifllng ^ upon which (he appear'd 
extremely angry, examin'd all her Servants a; 
bout the Matter, and promis'd Two Guineas 
Reward to any one that fhould find it : 
She likewife the next Morning fent to the 
Sieur Guifcard, to let him know fhe would 
be at his Houfe about Three in the After- 
noon of the fame Day, where being come, Ihe 
acquainted him with the Lofs of his Packet; 
upon which h6 feem'd fomewhat furpriz'd, 
telling Her Ladyfhip, * That he ivrote to 

* My Lord Portmore with the fame Freedom 
' he us'd to fpeak to him, particularly a- 

* bout the Troefs that had hen promis'd /wW, 
' which he doubted waiild not be fern hltfi. 

* That he alfo wrote to a Perfon in Por/wfii/^ 

* about fome Money that was due to liim, 

* which he would have paid to an Officer of 

* his Acquaintance i but that having fent only 
*■ Copies of the Notes, and kept the Original, 
' this Lofs was not material: That however, 

* though there was no Harm in his Letters, 

* .yeC he Diould be forry they fliould fall iii- 
* td 
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* to the Hands of fome People i there being 

* hardly aiiy thing fo innocent in it felt, 
' but what might be made criminal by MiC- 

* conflruQion. He afterwards told Her La- 
dy/hip how improbable it was that his Packet 
fiiould ,bc loft, oi- that any of her Servants 
iionldprefuine to meddle with it, and earncft- 
iy delir'd hei- to look for it ; which the 
Countefs pvomis'd to do, and thereupon left 
him. The ne^it Day following, which was the 
Seventh of Mxrch^ he waited on the Countefs 
to know what had been done in relation to 
his Packet \ but hearing n9 News of it, he 
went away without taltiiig his leave of her 
Ladylhipj and could not forbear teiiing one 
of her Servants his Sufpicion, That She her 
felf haU convey' d it sway, m Tshiih he wtavmcH 
difiurb'd. 

It was generally reported. That in one 
of thefe intercepted Letters, the Marquefs gave 
the Court of Frttme the Hopes of a fudden 
Couf d' BcUt^ or Signal Bloiv, that would caufe 
<• ^'■<t« Alteration of Affairs in Great Bri- 
tain ; and that either in the fame, or ia a- 
nother Letter, he told them, This mu tht mofl 
proper Coftjufi^ure fer the Pretender lo make a 
Defcent w^oaEnglandi TP/jere i&f would find great 
Numbers diffos'd to join him, and that dmong 
the re/?. Three Parts in Four of the Clergy were i a 
his Imerefi. But this is certain, that upon the 
Receipt of the firlt Letter, tr.infmitted hither 
by the Earl of Partmorey Afanficur de Guiilard'j 
Steps were narrowly obleiV'di and as he ftitl 
fought anOccafion to fpeak to the Qiieen, he 
vvas Itill prevented with fo ranch the greater 
Caution. It is remarkable, that the very 
Jto£aingof the Day in which he was apprc- 
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hc|id«d, the Djuke of Ormonde at whofe Levee 
the Marquefs was, dyclia'd prereirting him ta 
Her Majeftyi though not knowing, at that 
time any thing of his Tfeafonable Praftices, 
His Grace ftill aDTur'd him ot his Protedion^ 
andi that he would take care to have his Pen* 
iiott fettled on the Eftablilhment of Irel^d, 
But notwithftanding. this, he went to the 
Court, with defign to, Ipeak to the Queen, 
who did not ftir that Day out of her Cham- 
ber, by reafbn of Her Majcfty's having got 
cokl the Evening before. 

That very fame Day, about Thrte of the 
Clock in the AfternooiH Monfieur de Guifcard 
was fcized in S^int JamesV Park for High Trea- 
Iba, by virtue of a Warrant from Mr. Secre- 
tary Saint John j at which he was fo much 
furpriz'd and dilbrder'd, that thinking it im- 
poffible for him to efcape an ignominioi» 
Death,, he defir'd the Meflengers that difarm^d 
himytoiC/tf him. Being carried to t\[tCockfity 
he was there confined in a Room belonging to 
Mr. Secretary Saint John'i Office, whither fevc- 
ral Lor^s, and others of Her Majefty's' mofl: 
Honourable Privy Comcil^ were immediately^ 
fum.raon'd to attend up'oii extraordinary Bufi- 
nefs. In the mean time, the Marqocfs, who 
was rn the Height of Dcfpair,. feera'd to have 
taken the Hif/Ufi Refolution, to make his Ruia 
fatal to- thofe, who he thought occafion'd it ; 
and in partic^air rftoft ungratefully to wreak 
his furious Refcntment on Mr. Secretary Saint 
John, the Perfon who had lately dcJne him fe- 
veral good Offices at Court, but who now, in 
Dilcharge of the Truft that was rcpos'd in 
him, and of his lyitaintcd Zeal for bis Queea 
and Country (a Duty fiipcriour to all other 

Ties): 
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*ries) had Cga'd the Warrant againft him, and 
was to examine into his Treafouable Praftices. 
Hereupon the Sicur de Guifcard call'd for a 
Glaft of Wine, fome Bread and Butter, and 4 
Knife, all which except the lalt, were 
lirought to hitn from an adjacent CofFee- 
IioBfe, the Woman having fent the Bread and 
Batter ready fpread, as ufual, and refilling 
to fend a Knife. However, the Marqucfs ha- 
ving efpy'd a Pen-knife, that was by acci- 
dent left in that Room by one of the Clerks 5 
he laid hold of it, unperceis'd by the Mef- 
fcngers, who had carefully fearch'd his Poc- 
kets i and 'tis fuppos'd, hid it in his Sleeve, 
for his wicked Purpofe. 

The Privy Counfellours that met on this 
Occafion, were, Sir Simon HarcBurl^ Lord Kee- 
ner of the Great Seal i the Earl of Rocheftery 
Lord Prejident of the Council., the Duke of Bkc 
kifi^bampiire., Lord Steward of the Heufliold ; the 
Duke of NewcdJlU^ Lord Privy Seal i the Duke 
of Ormond J Lord Lieutenant of iTsliTid -, the Earl 
Peulety Firft Lord Coniiniflioner of Her Maje- 
fty's Treafury i Mr. Herley., Chnjicel!onr of the. 
Exchequer, and One of the Lords of the Ttm- 
fury ; and the Three Secretaries of State, -t-ie.. 
The Duke of Qtieemhroa^h, the Lord D^rrt- 
mouthy and Mr. S^iwr John, which laft was of 
courfe to be Chairman, becaule the Commit- 
tee was held at his Office. Mr. TUfon and Mr. 
Hare., Undersecretaries to Mr- Saint John, fit 
by therafclres at a little Table. The5/>Kr(^« 
Guifcard being fent for in to be examin'd» 
Mr- Secretary Saint John ask'd him fevcral 
Qucftions about his corrcfponding with Frantci 
t/a which be return'd evalivc Anfwers, witl\ 
liwetWjaliiir'd Countenance: But when Mr. 
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Secretary ask'd him, whether he knew Mn 
Moreau a Banker in Paris'?' Prcxlucing at the 
fame time, Mr. Je Guifcard^s intercepted Let- 
ters, the laitter appeared very much furpri2'd 
and difturb'd .* Ana feeing himfelf difcover'd, 
and defpairing of a Pardon, refelv'd- to put his 
black Defign in Execution, and through a falfe 
Notion of Honour, chofe rather to commit a- 
Villainy, that he might fall by the Swords of 
Gentlemen, than like a common Malcfaftor to 
expeft an Ignominious Death from the Hands 
of an* Executioner. It is the general Opinioa 
that Cas I hinted before) his Intent was npon 
the Life of Mr. Secretary St.Johny Which ap- 
pears the more probable, becaufe as foon as be 
thought himfelf in a manner Gonvifted of high 
Treafon, he defir'd to (peak with him alide- 
But Mr. Secretary told him, * that it was im- 
V pradicable and unufual, that he was before the 
' whole Committee of Council as a CriminarV 
^' and if he had any thing to offer, it muft be" 
*" ftid t6 them all. Mr. de Guifcard perfifting 
In; his Deiire to f])eak only to Mr. St. John^ 
the Bell was order'd to be rung iocall in the 
MefTcngers to carry him away, which he ob- 
fervlng faid, Voita qui-efl dnr fas vn mot ! TTaat^s 
hard^ not one Word ! 

; Being difappointed in his Defign againfl: Mr. 
St. John^ (who 'ti^ bbfcrvable) had chang-d 
Seats with Mr. Harleyj that M'. de Gvifcard*s 
Face might be full in the Lig1rt:,'iand bis Coun- 
tenance .bett-er- perceived upon any Queftion* 
which fhould bfe ask'd him? The faid Gvifcard 
was not long in fufpence about the Choice of 
the^ Perfon whom he fhould bacriftce to his 
wild Fury, but immediately pitch'd upon Mr. 
Harky^ either (as fome have fuggeftcd that he 

- . Confeft'd 
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confefsM it afterwards in Prifqn) befaufc not be- ' 
ing able to come at the Secrfr^ry, as he intended, 
it was fome Satisfaftion to Murder the Perfon. 
whom he thought Mr. St. J§hn loved beft, or, 
which is no lefs probable, becaufe he never 
found Mr. Hartey much inclined to ferve him, 
when he was Secretary of State, and now 
look'd upon him as the Perfon who had the moft 
oppos'd ills having the full Penfion of FiveHun^ 
drcd Pounds a Year. Whereupon he ftep'd 
towards the Table, as if he defign'd to fpeak 
Ibmething to Mr. Harley^ and ftooping down 

laid, /' en veux done a Toy^ Then have at Therj 
fo ftabb'd hira about the middle of the Breaft r 
But by a great Providence, lighting pn the 
Bone the Pen-knife broke, about half an Inch* 
from the Handle, of which the Aflaffin being 
infenfible he redoubled his Blow, and with a 
great Force ftruck him not far frqm the firff 
Wound. 

What pafs'd during the Horror, Surprize, 
and Confufion occafion'd by this barbarous At- 
tempt, can hardly be diftindiy related •, fince 
no Speftator could be fo uncQncern'cJ, as to ob- 
ferve every particular Circumftance of this 
Tragical Scene. Some wiJI h^ve it that after 
Guifcard thought he had done Mr. Harleyh 
Bufinefs, he rulh'd on towards Mx.St.John^ 
and overthrew the Clerks Table that ftood* 
between them : But whether this be true or 
no, 'tis certain that when Mr. St. John favf 
Mr. Harley full, he cry'd out^ The VilUm has 
KiWd Mr. Harley, and drawing his Sword 
immediatly with the Duke of Newcartle and 
fbme others, gave Guifcard feveral Wounds. 
Mr. St John was the molt eager to Revenge 
his Friends foppos'd Death, but when he faw

that Mr. Harley got up and walk'd about-, and 
heard Earl TonUt cry out not to kill the AfTaflin, 
he gave over making Pailes at him, and left 
him to the Meflengers and Door-keepers, who 
by that time were come in to their AfEItance, 
and went to lay hold on Ciufeard. ' The lat*" 
ter who was naturally (trong, having ftill ga- 
thered frefli Forces from h|s Frenzy, ftruggl€4 
for a while^ and overthrew fome pf his Aflai^ 
lants, but after having made all the Efforts 
that humane Kature was capable of, he was 
at laft got down, and conquer'd, principally 
by Mr. Wilcox c^ne of the Meflengers, who be^ 
ing a very tobuft and ftrbng ftian, ftoutly 
grappled with him, and gave him feveral Bruifes 
particularly one in the ^ack, which was after* 
'yvards judg'd to' havp occafion'd his Death* 
Whilll they were binding him, being ftill ap^ 
prehenfive of Dying by the Hands ot the Ex-^ 
ecutioncr, he addrefs'd himfelf to the Duke ot 
Ormgnd in thefe Words. My Lord I^hc d^ Or- 
monde^ PazdrqHoy tie me depechez. vous^ That is, 
My Lord Duke of Ormond, rvhy don^t yon difi 
patch me? But tne Noble Duke made thisAn- 
fwer, Ce riefifas t* Jffairedes HonnetesXSenSy c^efi 
V Affaire d* vn Autre. '77j not the Work of 
iSENTLEMEN, 'tis the Work of OTHERS, 
That' his Grace was never fo fenfibly touch'd 
with any thing as he was at this fad Jundure, 
to fee a Perfon whom he had out of Gratitude 
to his Brother taken under his immediate Pro- 
tedipn^ involv'd in fo much Guilt and Vil- 
lainy. 

From the deteflable Aflaflin, who by this 
time lookM like himfelf, a Monfter of Nature, 
and had loft the very Afpedof any thing jtiu- 
Biaae, let us turn our ^Eyes and Attention to^ 
;; : : . Mr. 
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iWr. HanUyj ia whom we fhall fee an Uncom- 
mon -Example of Chriftian Philofophy and Re- 
folution. The firft thing he did after he was 
Stahby, was to clap his Handkerchief to his 
Wound, and to liold it clofeand warm till the 
Arrival of the net; able Surgeon at Hand. 
This happened to Mr. Bu^ert^ who living near 
St. jamfss Parky canic immediately to his Af» 
fiftance. Upon Mr. Bvfier/g unbuttoning Mr. 
HarUf^ Coa,t an^ Waft-coat to view the 
Wounds, the B]a4c of the Pea-knife, which 
was locjg'd among the Clotrhs, feH into his 
Hands, which Mr. Harlinf perceiving, he took 
it from him, and calling for the Handle put 
them ."both in his Pocket, faying, Tfery belong 
to me. He afterw^ds underwent the Probing 
^nd E^efSog of his Wonnd, without the leaft 
Dilbrder in his Looks, or Dtlcompofure in his 
Mind, dcfiringonly the Surgeon to inform him, 

xphether the Wound were JMortal^ hecavfe in that 
Cafsy he had fome Family A^'am to fettle. Nor 
did he exprefs the leaft Refentment againft 
the Aflaffin ^ but rather all the while appear'd 
the only P>erfon unco^cern'd at the Accident 
that had befallen him; and as foon as he was 
<lrefs'd, order'd Mr. Bufiere to take Care of 
Monfieur de Gtnfcardy after which -he was car- 
ry'd Home in a Chair. 

As for Monfieur deGulfcardy it is to be ob- 
ibrv'd, that befides the fevcral Bruifes, he re- 
ceived five confiderable Wounds, viz.. two un- 
<ier each Pap ^ one below the right fide of the 
Belly i another on the left Hip, and the fifth 
in the Back near the left Side. But this laft 
being covered by his Arms, th^t were tyed be- 
iiind, Mr. Bufiere could not poffibly take no- 
tice of it, and therefore drefs'd on^y the other 
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four Wounds. While he was performing hi$ 
Office, Mr. de Gulfcardy who thought himfelf 
near his End, and bfcgan to feel the Remorfc 
of a guilty Confcience, defir'd him to fend for 
a Pricft. But Mr. Bujiere toJd him, He was ac- 
auain%td with none ^ his Bufinefs wds only to drefi 
Tpint^ and if he wanted^ a Priefi^ he muft affly him' 
felf elfewhere. After Which, as foon as his 
Wounds were drefs'd, he was committed to 
Newgate^ whether he w^s carry 'd underaftrong 
Guard, and where he dy'd fqme Days after, 
Vvithout making any Cohfeffion. 
' Mr.' Harley in the mean Time continued ve- 
yy 111, nipt witljout dangerous Symptoms, that 
gave thofe about hirp Very difmal Apprehen- 
lions, concerning the Sticcefs of thofe who had 
hifti in Hand •, but as the Prayers of all good 
Men were put up for his Recovery, and his 
moft Excellent and Gracious Miflrefs the Queen, 
Jikpwife offered up Her Petitions in his Behalf, 
fo it pleas'd our molt Indulgent and, good 
God, ^toi' remove the evil Day farther from. us, 
in which this Patriot was to be taken to him- 
felf,. dnd X\i6 Cprnmonsof Great Britain had the 
iia^isfadioh tp be told after more than a Month's 
Jllnefs, that' he", was in a fair Way to be Re- 
itor'd. to' bis former. liealth. Whereupon after 
they Had* drderM, that it fliQuM be an Inftru- 
<^ix)a. to the Members appointed to prepare the 
Bill,.toViriake an Attettipt upon the Life of a 
Privy' CouAcellour'to.be iFelbny, without Be- 
nefit of Ckrgy, for them to bring- in a Claufe, 
to Juftify and IndQpinify all Perfons who'Af- 
fiftiiig ill. the Defence of Mr. HarUy^ when he 
was btab]D'd by the.'Siem: de Gvifcard^ and in 
{ecuring him, did give any Wound, or Bruife 
to the faid Sieur de Guifcard^ whereby he 

received 
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rcceiv'd his Death, came to this Unanimous 
Refolution: That when the Right Honourable 
gobert Harley Efq; Chancellour of HerMajcIty's 
Exchequer^ attended the Service of their Houfe, 
the Speaker Ihould in the Kamc of their 
Houfe, Congratulate the laid Mr. HarUys E- 
fcape and Recovery, from the Barbarous and 
Villanous Attempt made upon him by the Sieur 
Je O'uifcard ; which was done upon his coming 
into the Houfe by Mr. Bromelyy after this Pathe- 
tick and ExprelTive Manner.

This Report was order'd to lie on the Ta- 
ble, till the Bill Ihould be read a third timej 
after which it was Refolv'd, That a Sura not 
exceeding Two Hundred and Ninety Two 
Thoiifand, Three Hundred and Sixty Nine 
Pounds, Two Shillings, ffiould be granted to 
Her Majcfty, for feveral extradrdiniry Char- 
ges of the War, incurred and to be incurred;

But as Men eleft and God chufcs, fo it 
Was ambngit the various mfpenfaiions of the 
Divine Power, that Mr. Clobery FromeUy, El- 
deft Son of the Speaker, died the Day after his 
being chofen one of the Cotnmifnoners ; upon 
which the Houfe of Commons adjourn'd thcm- 
felves for aWeelt, out of Refpeft to the Fa- 
ther, who was too indulgent, notwitftanding 
all the Philofophy he was Mafter of, not to 
ftand in need of Tome Rccefs to compofe him- 
felf, after fuch an unexpected and iliockingAf- 
fliftion, at the fame time as he was too 
much of a Cbrifiian to fink under it. It is 
true, all that Man could defire in a Son, was 
to be fcen to the greateft Perfefiion in his ; 
and Expe&ation could not but accompany fo pro- 
piifing a Genius, bright Intelleds, and acquir'd 
Underftanding : But whatfocver Occafion this 
Pattern of Refignation had for the cxtremeft 
Sorrow, he cam? do otherwlfe into the 
Houfc, than Paultu <i^mi!fm did into the Senate 
(after his Lofs of Two Sons) full of Griet, yet 
not altogether void of Hopes i but rather like 
One that Comforted his forrojpfiil Countrymen for 
his own Aiifchance. His Application to publick 
Bufinefs was only interrupted till he had 
paid the laft Offices to the Dead ; and if he hid 
loft a Son that would have depicfs'd any one's 
.Spirit but his own, he ftill kept pofTefs'd of 
a Temper, that would not allow him to pre- 
fer 
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fer his own Coacerns before thofe of hi^ 
Country: Wherefore he attended the Service 
of the Houfe on the Twenty Sixth, who Two 
Days after read a Bill, to appoint Comni^^ 
oners for examining the Valneofall Lands 
and Interefts granted by the Crown, fince the 
Thirteenth 6t February^ 1688, efc. in order to 
refumc, and apply the fame to the TJle of 
the Publick ; and the Day following came to 
Thirty Nine Refolutions for a Duty to be l«d 
upon Hides, and order a Bill to be brought in 
thereupon. 

On . the Fourth of jipril a BID for the bet^ 
tcr qualifying Juftices of Peace iu. that Part 
of Great Britain Called Enflandy was brought in 
by Sir Gilbert Dclben^ and read the firft time, 
there being very great need to regulate Abufes 
that had crept into the feveral Ljieutenancies^ 
thro' the means of feveral Perfons being put into 
Commiflion, who had neither Birth, Fortune, 
nor any other Capacity, to recommend them 
to fuch diltinguifhing Offices, to the great Dil^ 
couragement and Oppreflion of Her Majefty's 
beft and molt wealthy Subjefks. 

On the Eighth Mr. Campion was nominated 
by the Committee appointed for that purpofej 
to have the Majority of Voices for being one 
of the Commiflioners, for taking, examining, 
and ftating the Publick Accounts, in the Room 
of Mr. Bromley deceased ^ and the Bill for that 
purpofc pafs'd the Houfe of Commom Two Days 
after, and Was fent up to the Lords by Sir 
Simeon Stuart for their Concurrence. 
' On the Tenth Mr. Lockhart prefented to the 
Houfe (according to Order) a Bill for qualify- 
ing Members to fit in the Houfe of Commons^ 
for that Part of Great Britain call'd Scotland^ and 

for 
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for the better regulating of EleOSons there, 
and the fame was received and read : Then 
ihey refolv'd themfelves into a Committee of 
the whole Houfe, upon another very afefiil 
Bill, which had been brought in for the Be- 
nefit of the United Kingdom, for encouraging 
the Tranfportation of Naval Stores from any 
Part of North SritAin ■■, and Mr. Sf?tith reported 
from the Committee, That they had gone 
through the Bill, and made feveral Amend- 
jnents thereunto, but the Report was put off 
for fonie time ; De Die in Diem. 

On the Fourteenth the Houfe proceeded to 
take into their Confideration the Report from 
the Committee, relating to the inviting over 
the poor PaUtims^ &c. and cime to Three 
notable Refolutions thereupon (viz..) 

FiriJ-, That the Petitioners (the Parifh of 
Saint 0/*rvf, Soutlmark) had fully prov'd the Al- 
legations of their Petition, and had jufl; Rea- 
fon to complain. 

Sscandly-, That the inviting and bringing o- 
Ycr into this Kingdom the poor PaUtwct of 
all Religions, at the publick Expence, was an 
extravagant and unreafooable Charge to the 
Kingdom, and a fcandalous Mifapplication of 
the publick Money, tending to the Increafe 
and Oppreffion of the Poor of this Kingdom, 
and of dangerous Confequence to thcConftitu- 
tion in Church and State. 

Thirdly^ That whoever advifed the bringing 
over the poor Palatines into this Kingdom^ 
was an Enemy to the Queen and Kingdom. 

The great Charge of maintaining thefe Vaga-

of S d-, whofe Letter was publickly read in 

the Houfei though they adjourn'd from one 
Day to another, and poftpon'd the further 
Report of the aforefaid Committee, til! they 
Ihould be fully appriz'd of the whole Affair ; 
thePcrfons who were at the Helm of Govern- 
ment at that Junflure, had carried Matters fo 
fecretly, that thePurfuit of it dropp'd Re in- 
feBa't and all that the Commktte could do, was 
to tell the Queen of their Endeavours to get the 
further Knowledge of it, without Succefs, in a 
^cfrefentaticn-, which will bc lofcrted in its 
Place, at the Clofc of the Scffion. 

On the Seventeenth the Commons procee- 
ded to the Choice of Coramilfioners, For exa- 
j/thiing ihe Falut of Lands and other Jnterefis^ 
granted by tfx Croarn fi/rce the thirteenth Day of 
February, 1638, and upon what Conjideraiion 
fuch Grants were made, in order to refume the 
fame, and affty them to the Vfe of the PubUd ; 
and the Clerk and Clerk Ajfift ant went on each 
Side of the Houfe with Glafi'es, to receive 
from the Members the Lift of Perfons Names 
to bcCommifnoners, A Committee being af- 
terwards appointed to examine the Lifts, made 
their Report the next Day that the following 
Cerfons had the Majority.

.The feme Day (viz.. the 17th) Mr. Medlj'^ 
cote laid before the Houfe what Laws were 
expiring, and fit to be Revived and Contir 
nued, whereupon the Houfe Refolved, that 
in an Aft made in the Fourth and Fifth Years 
of the Reign of K. WiHiam zn^ Mary^ Enti- 
tled, An AEl^ for Reviving^ Continuing^ and Ex- 
plaining feveral Laws- therein mentiond and near 
Expiring^ there were feveral good Claufes re- 
lating to the Returning of Juries, which would 
Expire at the End of that Scflion, and were fit 
to be Continued y as alfo that the Ad made fn 
the 22d and 23d Years of the Reign of King 
Charles II. Entitled, An ASl to Prevent the Plan" 
ting of Tobacco in JEngland, which by an Aft 
made in the Firft Year of the next Reign, 
was Continued • for Seven Years, and from 
thence temporarily Continued, &c. being Ex- 
pired, wa3 fit to be Revived, like wife that a 
Claufe in the Aft made in the Sixth Year of 
Her Majefty Reign, Entitled, An A£t for the 
bitter Freventing Mifchiefs that rnay happen by 

Fire/, 
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/■(>«, which being made Tempoiaiy would ex- 
, pirc at the end of that SelBon of Parliament, 
Jhould be continued, whereupon a BiU was Or- 
der'd to be brought to the faid Refolutions, 
which afterwards pafs'd into an Ait by the 
Confent of both Houfes. 

So that they were not only taken up ia 
Floviding New Laws for the Benefit of the 
People, but ia making thofe that were Old of a 
longer Continuance, and Advantage to the Pa- 
bljck, after they had Order'd a Bill to be brought 
in to alter the Standard of Plate to a grea- 
ter Value, to encourage the People to bring ic 
into the Mint, and forward the Circulation 
of Coin, and that a Committee fhould be appoin- 
ted to confider of the Afts of Parliament re* 
lating to tJie Brokers of the City of London, 
and under what farther Regulations it might be 
thought Proper to put them, on Account of fe- 
V-eral ill Practices that had been complain'd of 
amongft them, and had been of great Detriment 
to the fair Trader. 

But as Captain Povoeli had been fent by the 
Lord Kaby, Her Majelty's Embafi'ador Extra- 
ordinary and Plenipotentiary, with an Ac- 
count of the Death of the Empcrour Jofeph 
the Firft, wiiich might have been of the worft 
Confcquence to the Grand Alliance, unlefa 
fuitable Meafures were taken thereupon by the 
Confederates ; fo on the 20th of the fame 
Month, Mr. Secretary Sahitr John acquainted 
the HoHfi of Commonly that he had a MefTage 
from Her Majclly, and he Prefcntcd the fame 
to the Houfe, which Mr. SfsAker Read, and was 
as follows.

Siade Abroad, purfuant to Treaties and Efta- 
ilhments, and the Courfe of the Exchequer 
requiring Mufter-Rolls and Sign-Manuals, which 
f ould not be obtained, the Accounts of th'ofe 
Payments have always been palled by Privy- 
Seal i by the help whereof, his PredecellburMr. 
Fox was enabled to pafs his Accounts, but 
that the Privy-Seal, which (after due Examina- 
tion) was direfted for his Account ending 1705, 
being kept, back, hatii put a ftop not only to- 
that, but aifo to the fubfequent Accounts, 
which have been delivered into the Auditors, 
toChriftma^ 1709, none of which can be decla- 
red, before the Prccedinjg are pafled.

amination of the Comptrollers of the Army) 
therefore the faid Account is not delivered ia 
to the Auditors, but will be pcrfefted as fboa 
as thofe Matters can be adjufted, which te 
hopes will be very foon. 

That his Account for the Year 1709 is not 
ready for the Auditor, bccaufe the Vouchers 
for the fame have been but a very fbort time 
in his Hands, many of which are imperfed;

The Cominittee proceeded to inquire into 
the Nature df the Exchequer Procefs againft Ac- 
countants, and the Methodf of ifluing the fame. 

Mr, Srrj)Jbtfi/^ late Deputy of the Quecn's^e- 
w^e^^triiwe-OjjIJfce, informed the Committee, That 
the prefent Pradice was to iflue a Difiingas ad 
. comfHtanduniy then an jilids^ and a Plnres againft 
fuch Accountants, as were certified to be be- 
hind in their Accounts, by the Auditors of 
the Jmprefisj in their half-yearly Certificates j 
which Process was continued to be iffiied every 
ifliiable Term, unlefs the fame was ftayed by 
Warrant from the Treafury^ or Order of the 
Court of Exchequer.

the Corporation, and put it out of the Power of 
fuch as were Friends to the Eftabliftiment in 
thurch and States to. Eleft'fuch Members as 
were befl (Qualified for' the* Prefervation of 
either. But as this New Charter was Oppos'd 
by the moft Subftantial and Ancicnlt Inhabi- 
tants of that Corporation, who enter'd Ca- 
veats againfl: it iii the rcfpeftive Courts, 
Where it w:as proper for them To to do, and 
could never be brought to Submit to it, 'or the 
Judgments brought upon anlnformation againlk 
P hilt f Foley ^ Elquire, and others, aud upon a- 
norher Information againfl: Thomas Smith ; and 
five fcveral other Informations Exhibited a- 
gainil Sheldon Smith Junior — Burlton — Buf 
tell — Mott^ and others, upon which the pre- 
tended Forfeiture was Founded, fo Mr. Roci^ 
ifi\iO was Adjudged by the Houfe td be the 

^Rightfia 
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Rightful BaiUffi and had made a Return of 
$alrvay Wintiington Elqu^e, to the Sheriff" of the 
County of Wareejler, which was refus'd by him 
the faid Sheriff to be received, had the Morti- 
fication to fee one that laid Claim to the 
^mc Office, do the it a much tietter Effed, 
hy jimhony Lechmere Elquire, who was returii'd 
into the Office of the Crown as the fitting 
Member, but the former Petition'd the Houfc, 
and the CauR- came to a Hearing, v/liereiii fc- 
veral Scandalous Abufes were DcteSed, and 
the Petitioner had the Sjtisfadiojj, not only 
to fee Right done to himfelf, by the Houfe's 
decliring him duly Eleded, but Juftice to the 
Corporation, by their refolving,

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py Reign before the Revelation. Every 
Gentleman remembers how highly ' things of 
this Nature were Refented in King James\ 
Time when Court Arts were usM to Whee- 
dle and Tcrrifie Boroughs into z Surrendir 
of their Charters, and when they found that 
Method would not do, they endeavour'd to 
take them away under Colour of Legal Prb- 
cefs, by bringing Quo Wdrranto^s^ againft them. 
This was then tKbught Dangerous to the 
Conftitution; and very well it might, for 
the People of England could expeft no otfipr 
Fruit from fuch a Proceeding, but that tlfis 
Houfe would be fiU'd with Men of the Armyj 
with Men of broken and defperate Fortunes^ 
with Penlioners, with Vaflals of the Court, 
with Salves of the Miniftry, and witl^ 
all thofc fervile forts of Gentlemen, that 
can giv€ with one Hand, to receive with th^ 
other, and thereby betray thofe they Repre- 
fcnt to Arbitrary Power : But this Inftance 
now before us is more New and Dangerous^ 
than taking away Charters by Surrender, or

Out ChancellourS formerly had been im- 
peached for affi^tihg th^ Great Seal to things of 
lefs Confequence than this was, and evilCoun- 
fellours Caird in qaeftion for giving their Ad- 
Vice in more minute Affairs than an aftualln- 
vafion of Magna Chart a i But fiich w'as the 
pifpolition of the prefent Parliafnent, that 
though they were met together to redrefs; 
Kationai Grievances, and purfued the Intent of 
their Meeting with the greateft Afliduity, thef 
chofe rather to confult the publick Quiet, by 
fetting things in order during this Seffion, 
that had , been altogether inverted during 
the late MaL-Adminiftrdiiony than to fall upon 
thofewho had put them out of it 5 and by this 
means, not only the Perfon that gave a Sanftioil 
to the Charter abovemention'd, but he that ad- 
visM it, made their Efcape*, though thofe 
Great Men may be told, that thefe Praftices. 
df theirs were fubfequcnt to the ASl of Grace^ 
^nd of fuch a Nature, as to deferve the Cog- 
niiancc of thofe, who by animadverting uppA 
thcm^ would have ftood in nefed of no JB 
of Indemnity for their Proteftion. 

To come back to the Method We proposed 
to our felves in this Hiltorical Narration, 
and acquit odr felves of this feeming Digref- 
lion, by a more orderly and regular Pro- 
ceeding i After the Commons had Refolv'd, up- 
on the Petition of William Seat oh ^ Efquirc, irt

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The Rcfult of this was. That a Ml or 
B/Ds were Order'd to be brought in thtre- 
updi>, which w^ accordingly 'done. Bot 
as the Queea among other Ads ga<Te the 
Royal AfTent to one For the better frtvah 
ting deceitful and exceffive Gaming^ fo it WOokt 

be a great OmilEon in the P^lbti that aiK- 
dertakes to give the Reader the D«taR of 
the Proceedings ia Partiament^ not to fpeak 
fomething of the Utility of this BHl, whick 
to the Honour of both Houfes, in thb SeP 
fion pafs'd kito aa Ad, when it had be» 
in vain attempted to be made one bf 
the lait Parliament, a Ma^rity of which not 
being averfe to die Depredations that were 
made upon the Publick, thought it not withb 
their Sphere to concera thenifelves witbi 
or make iiiquiry, how particular PetfiNtt 
robb'd and plunder'd each other, when jri 
the fame time it was ofTer'd to be made ajH 
pe^r, to the very Perlbns that rejfcded the 
Gaming BiB before thcfe Patriots took it wi- 
der their Cognizance, that more than fin 
Hundred Gentlemen^ of ancient Families and 
very plentiful Eftates, were teduc'd to the cx- 
ttemeft Want and Mifery by the means rf 
f^iidulent and deceitful Gaming. Bat who 
could expcd a Bill for remedying luch Grieran- 
ces, would ever find a good Receptio», wheit 
a certain Perfon gave all-imaginable Encourage- 
ment to the Vice complain'd of? And how 
could it atnibll: be poIHble that Newmarket Rucer^ 
that underltood playing ihe Crimf fo weD him- 
lelf, and cot fb much by it too, ihould not 
Aiake ufe of hife Intereft,? while he waspoflefsy 
*f fo very Bwcfi> from liie greateft of Offices, 
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to defeat the Meafiires of thole that oppo8*d 
his favourite and beloved Exercifc 

As the Pafling of this Bill into an Aft *Ni% 
of the laft Coniequcnce, both to the Pcrfons 
whofe Benefit it was defign'd for, and thofe 
who were to be itopp'd by it from further 

infiilting the Pockets of Her Majelty's good Sab- 
efts, fo thcGamcfters made what Endeavours 
hey could to obfiruct thePaflage of it, which 
'4ud that Effeft as to retard it from the Be- 
^ginning of the SelDon, when it was Order'd 
to be brought in by Mr. Hun^erfurti, to tlie 
Clofe of it. But Publick Grievances redrefs'd 
make way for remedying the Private, and the 
Perfons Who had formerly beca Obliacles to 
It being remov'd fj-om that Esorbirance of 
Power they were before in PoiTeflion of, 
teade way fbr others to fuccecd them of 
quite different Opinions; by whofe Arcelliori 
CO the chief Dignities of the Kingdom, thofe 
that were Well-wiffiers to the Profperityandt 
Advantage of Her Majefty's befl: Subjefts, had 
ihc Satisiadion tp fee tbefe private PUmde- 
rert laid alidc with the Publick, and incapaci- 
tated from preying upon young Heirs and di- 
^efting them of their Patrimonies. So that 
tfut ot thofe that were bred up to live upoa 
the Spoil, and have not yet got themfelves 
Seats upon Black-Heathy and great Sums at the 
Bankers, Her Majclly may in all Appearance be 
furnilh'd with more than a compleat Regi- 
ment, in a very ihort time. Capable of ma- 
king Atonement to their Country by their fu- 
ture Services, which they have fo very much 
Injur'd by their paft Condud. 

On the Fourteenth of ^r^^ythe ingrofs'd Bill 

fat the Rcleafe of poor infolvcnt Debtors was 

P 1 r^ad 
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read the tWrd lime, and pafs'd the Houji tf 
Commons. This Bill had teen brottght fatKro' 
the Petitions of the Prifoners for Debt, that 
lay languilhing in the feveral Goals of this 
Kingdom, and were rendered ufelefs to them- 
ielves and the Publick^ and had been lone 
depending in the Houfe through the Want ctf 
due Sollicitation, and theOppofition that w;fs 
made to it from without, by many cruel Crc- 
ditorSy notwithitanding the Petitioners offer'd 
to make a Surrender of all they had> upon 
Oath, andfubmit to any Terms the FarlfamenC 
ibould think fit, fpr the Recovery of their li- 
berty. Thefe Conditions weie at firft thought 
reafonable by the Houfe, and Mr. DunconA 
wha was Chairman of the Committee, bad 
no Limits given to his Order, but brought in 
the Bill without any manner of Reftriaionto 
any Sum or Sums, fo that the Perfon or Per- 
Ibns to be relcas'd by it, gave up, all his Ef- 
feds (but working Tools &c.) upon Oath, and 
cither went into the Army himfelf, or prp^ 
ifided fome other able-body'd Man fit for the 
Service. But after it had been read twice 
and' recommitted to the Commitee, it was 
elogg'd withfeveral A-mcadments, in particular 
with one, that made it of no Ufe or Benefit 
to any that ow'd any one Perfon more than 
Twenty Pounds. 

This Amendment juftly furpris'd the better 
fort of thofe upfortunatc Creatures j and as it 
was but natural^ for People undef the extremeft 
AQiiaion and Preflurcs to endeavour to extricate, 
themfelves put of them, fo one that had a 
more liberal Education than moft of the reft. 
Or at leaft had profited molt By ft, made 
application to Sir Thomas Hanmtr fdr the flin- 
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gifig oat the abovemcnfioned Reftriflion, and 
making this their Afts of Charily more extciir 
fiveby the following Letter, wihch for the fake of 
the Reafons contained in it, and the Weight 
and Cogfiicy of its Style and Argaments, I 
^U ask leave to Infert for the Inftruftioo of 
die Reader. The Letter ran thus. 

THAT Publick Spirit, that isfo confpicuoiis 
in all your Anions, encourages iis to 
make this Addrefs to you, in the Behalf of 
many Thoufaiids of poor, unhappy People who 
lye under the greatclt Prefliircs of Fortune, 
that Humane Life is lyabie to, Confinemtnt^ and 
the Extremity of Poverty.

Vifited wie, wou'd by too many great Men be 

Ijaugh'd at \ but Sir T 's Charafler is too 

well known, not to allure us, that thefe tcri- 
rjble Words will make a juft ImprelTion on him, 
for the many unhappy Creatures, who by this 
apply thcmfclves to him for Relief. There arc 
feldom under Hundreds in the Marjhal/ea Pri- 
fon, without thofe NcccHiries requir'd* even 
for the Support of Life, fomc Days Two or 
7"hree Perithing for Want: Even thofe, who 
have had the better Luck of the Liberty of 
f,h^ Quepi's-Bench Rules, Languifh under a Po- 
^^••^" ■ F 3 vevty 
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verty, whi^h renders them ufelefs to the Ful>* 
iick,'and uneafy to themfelvcs. To fee tlic 
iniferable Objeds there, and in all the Prifbnt 
in BngUndy wbu'd touch any Man that has any 
humanity with CompaJTion, an4 a True Chri^ 
J^idn with a peteftation of the cruiel Creditors. 
ind an Endeayour to put an End to fucTi i 
Tyranny, as is extremly injurious t6 the Na-* 
tion/and gratifies nothing but Revenge, and 4 
Barbarous Temper. 

Thefe poor Creatures, in the Midft of this 
iniferable Condition, flatter'd tbemfelres wi^ 
Hopes, that this Parliament which had lb ma- 
ny publick JS^rvices in yi^W, woi'd not whoN 
overlook their Misfortunes *, and when the BiO 

for ohUring Creditors to accept the utmofi Satisfa0ieii 
the Debtors were able to mahj was l^rought in thd(

The prefent Method of 
I dealing with Debtors is of no manner of 
I Advantage to Creditors, except in IndugUng 
^tjCllc Cruelties of fome Men, by leaving it ia 
^B^dKur Power to take away a Man's Liberty, 
Vj^id yet rcfufc all the real Satisfedion the 
r Debtor is capible of making, by Surrendering his 
[ An, (Working Tools only excepted,e7-c.) which is 
\ what every Prifoner is williag to do, tho' it be 
llejcded by the Creditors, who cangetuo far- 
ther Saiisfadion by Iropiifonment. For all the 
! Puniflinieut in Nature cannot make a Man do 
more thaa he can do^ and lure, fo Wife, and 
fo ChrifttAti a Body of Men, as this Parlia- 
ment, can never think the Mifeiy only of the 
Debtor, aiatisfaftion worthy of being Udnlg'd 
by Z-^ir. 

Nor is it at all more Rcafonable, or lefs 
Barbarous, that a Man, who owes Thoufauds, 
feut has little, or nothing to pay them withal, 
Aou'd want this Reliet; for the greater his 
Debts arc, the greater is liis Mifery, becaule 
out of all Poflibility of being able to pay them :, 
whereas, if a Man owes but Twenty Pounds, he

The mbfttcafbna^ 

liic, and moft Chrijflan Way, therefore is, that 

all w!ho Surrender feirly all they have, fiiou'd 

have Rdief-, for where nothing is, nothing can 

be had, by all the Mifery and Torture in the 

^VVorldf. 

' Farthpr, Sir, the great Traders have the Be* 
jiefit of the j4S cf Bankruftcy\ by which, if 
they break for One Hundred Thoufand Poimds^ 
they may on the Surrender of all^ get thcic 
^Liberty, and are allow'd Five Pounds per Ctm* 
for what Money and Effefts they difcover. ft 
it therefore, unreafbnable, Sir, that thofe poor 
Men, who* fail by Misfortunes in a much left 
Manner, and owing vaftly lefs Money, fliouM 
not have alike Benefit on the Surrendering their 
All ? Bclide3, Sir, as you are a Gentleman, as 
well as all the other Members, it is worthy of 
your Cionfideratibn, that many Gentlemen, who 
have had a generous Education, have yet, and 
daily do fell to Poverty, is it not yery Hard, 
Sir, that thofe, whoife former Lives makes MiP 
fort jjics, Want and Captivity more Grievous, 
than other-Men, fhou'd be the only Men ex-' 
glided from all Relief, eljpecially when they 
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are willing to comply with the Conditions, 
and Surrender all they have; and this. Sir, 15 
the Cafe of Hundreds at this Time in Priloa. 

Your Intcreft, and your Admirable Parts, Sir, 
wc are Satisfy'd, are fufficient to do this Ser- 
vice to your Country, which is is fo worthy 
of a Patriot^ and of a Chrifiiaa, by making fo ma- 
ny mifcrablc Men, now a Burthen to themfelves, 
and Ufelcfs to the Publick, Beneficial to their 
Country. 

I confefs, I never cou'd hear the Shadow of 
a Reafon for the Capias, and [ am furc other 
Nations, whofe Conduft wc have Reafon to 
think as Wife, and Juft, as oar own, have no 
fuch bjrbarous Cuftom, as that of keeping in- 
folvent Debtors to Starve and Perilh in a Goal* 
The Dutch are as Trading a People as we, 
and ftand as much upon Credit, and yet wc 
ihall find their Proceedings in this Cafe far dif- 
ferent from ours, and while we fpeak contem-- 
ptibly of them they Ihow themfelves better Po- 
UticiAus, and better Chrifiians than we in this 
Particular. 

To fct this in a true Light, Sir, wc (hall 
give you Inftances from many Nations both 
Ancient and Modern, Chrifiian and Jnfitlci, and 
to our Shame be it ipoken, all excelling us ia 
Tendernefs to the Misfortunes of their unhappy 
Subjeds. 

■ We Ihall begin with the D/r/A'E LJIV, wc 
mean, the Mafak Inflitution \ the Debtor was . 
only oblig'd to become the Servant oftheCre- 
ditor, taking his Wages for the Debt, but with 
thefc three Provifo's: FjVy?, That the Debtor 
flion'd not fcrvc as a Bondjlave, but as a Hired 
Servant. Secondly, That the Creditor fiiou'd be 
fo far from having the Power of Imprifoning 
the 
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the Tvrh fliouM yield fuch a" Chrijlian Obedience 
to tlie Law of Mahomet^ and the ChrifHans 
with fuch a Turkijh Irreverence contemn the 
Law of God. 

In feme Parts of GERM JNT they ^rc 
very Severe, in fetting fuch a Brand on a 
Bankrupt's Reputation, as (hall eafily take from 
him the Opportunity of Abufing others i yet 
they give his Body free Liberty to redeem hi? 
Credit. 

Hence in French M^nter /' Jfne fignifics t9 
become Bankrupt^ becaufe that inftead of Impri* 
foning the Body they oiily put him to Shame, 
compelling the Bankrupt to ride backward up* 
on an Afs, with his Tail in his Hand, quite 
thorow the Town where he dwelt. 

In HO LLjiND^ a Wcll-govern'd and Floih 
Tilhing Common-Wealth, no Man is compeUM 
to pay further than his Eftate will run, and 
that with Chriftian Confideration of his Wife 
and Family, nor is any Man to be Imprifbn'd 
for Debt, unlefs the Creditor will allow him 
Maintenance fo long as he (hall be there con- 
iitfd, which Cuftoms are fo well known, that 
*tis needlefs to infill: upon them. 

PLUNDER'S, IT Air, and SPAIN arc 
Unanimous in their Prafticc, for there no Man 
is detained in Prifon for Debt above a Year; 
and a Day,, in which Time the Creditors have 
Power to fell the Eftate of the Debtor, which 
being done, and the Wives Dower taken out 
for Relief of her and her Children, the reft 
is divided •, then is the Debtor freed from thofe 
Debts for ever, and his Body rcleas'd at the 
-Year's End. This for the meaner Sort. 

But for the Gentlemen and Perfons of Qua- 
lity, their Bodies are not to be touch'd, nor 

by 
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by any Means to be Itnprifon'd for Debt, only 
the Eftate is liable to Satisfadion, yet with a 
Refervation of fuch NecelTary things, as Ho- 
nour, Honelty, or Humanity may challenge i 
and therefore the Perfon, Arms, or Apparel, 
Bed and Chamber of a Soldier are not liable 
to Seizure, and the like Proviftoii is made for 
Other Gentlemen of Quality. 

Neither do we find it to have been the 
Praftice among our felvesherein ENG LAND 
to make Avrefts, as appears by the Stile of our 
Common PleM Declarations yet in "Ufe, all which 
run fich a one fummomtm fitlt ad Sefpand. not 
apprehended like a Criminal, or brought f^ c$- 
jirmis to the Bar. 

Therefore in former Tirfies thefc was n6 
Capias but only in Aiftions Quare Vl & ArmU, 
where after Judgment, there was a Caftoi alfo 
Vro Fine for the King as a^ainft a Criminal, as 
well for Satisfi£lion of the Party. 

But let us not forget the Civil Lawt ffOm 
whence we may cafily gather what has been 
the Practice of the Wifeft and molt Flourilhing 
Nations of the whole World, being hataFaa- 
dtB or CoLleftion of the choitcit Inftitutions 
both of the Creeks and Romans. 

Obferve then, One of her chief Maxims as 
to our Arguments, Qui vuli cedere honii^ Libe~ 
raius eftt a Deliio, Relinquifli Eflate, and be 
tree from Debt. 

As for the Barbarous Cuftom of Ar- 
refting) there is no fuch thing fo much as mea- 
tion'd, neither in the Old Rom.-tn Law, nor in 
the Inftitutions o^ jHfiiman, Lineally dcfccndcd 
from it: Ihcrefore the Ancient Rem.m Laip 
Term was In Jus vocare^ which the Plainriff" 
tiimfi-If was wont Co do, by calling the Z>«/>«- 
dan 
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daht before the Trdtar ia the Prefence of ftf^ 
Sclent Witnefles^ withoat theAflilUoce ofhi^ 
double feed MEtZ-TERRJERlS^ to cartlf 
the Debtor, l|ke a Fox out of his Hole, wbooi 
bis own fevere Purfuit bad bunted thither be- 
fore. And to (hew, they aim at the Eftate 
and not the Petfbn, the firft QuelUon the 1V|C^ 
tor ask'd the Defendam was, Jn AuRor effetf 
Whether be badf made away his Poflelfion or 
Bftate, to defraud bis Creditor or no ? And 
to fignifie how wai'y they were,' to hinder 
the Encroachment of M^ilice and litigious En- 
vy, the Plaintlf as well as the iiefendsint was 
tompeU'd ad ffondendam^ to put into Court a 
Gage of Money, to be forfeited if he prevailM 
tot in bis Suit, which Forfeiture was call'd 
Sscrsfnentiimj becaufe publickly employ'd ia 
ilhe great Expences of their Sacred Rites. And 
it may not be an idle Queftion, Whether fudi 
|«'orfeitures if now in Ufe, would not be as ad<^ 
Tantageous, and lefs repin'd at, than fome Im- 
*j)oiitions that hav6 been found out. 

To delfcend to the hfiitutts themfelyes, w€ 
find the fame Method of fummoning the i)r« 
fendant ftill continued in thefe very Words,' 
Ommnm A^ionum inftituendiirum trinciftHtn^ C^c. 
The firfi Commenting of all ji£lions proceeds frotd 
that Pdrt of the Pucept^ by which the Praetor com" 
tnands the Party tb be calfd into Court: For ii 
is neceffkry that the Party jhould be firfi caffdi 
that isy called before him who is to be Judge of 

the Cavfe: And if any one fought any other 
Way, than this, the Piritor fet a Fine of Ftftji 
Shillings upon his H6ad. 

After Condemnation thejr were fb favoura-^ 
ble, that this was the permanent Rule among 
them, fet down by P^/«i, Lib. 6 ad Plantium,' 

Id 
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In Condemnathne Perfanarum-, C^c. In the Condem' 
HMtion »f Ttrfons who are fenitnc'd to fatijfie to 
the utmaji of their Ability^ not all that they have 
is to bt vtoUfitly extorted from ihern j but fnch 
Confidertttitn is to be taken of them^ that the] 
may net want. 

To this purpofe in the Title of Repticariofifi 
we find it laid down for a Maxim, Tfiat if 
the Debtor after Judgment^ having relin^uipi^d hit 
Cotds^ or Efiatty be notveithfiantiing fiitl fued by 
the Creditor^ he jhall have this Exception, or Pit* 
for himfelf^ Quod Bonis ceflerit. 

Now for Imprifonmext of the Body to crave 
Aid of the Rules of Policy, is altogether vain 
and frivoloQs- 

For the Strength of a Politick Body confifts of 
the Number and Ability of the Members j but 
this Cruelty of one Man towards another, is 
the frequent Caufe that fo many able and la- 
fty McQ are iaforc'd to abandon their Na- 
tive Soil, and give their AlTiftancc to Foreign 
Princes, to tlie great Injury of their ovtd 
Country. How many younp,, flout, and able 
Bodies are pin'd away, and ftarv'd by tedious 
Imprifonment, for whom the Commonwealth 
might find as many Employments as they 
thcmfelves were Perfons? 

'Tis a ftrange and aukward Piece of Policy, 
to fufFer Sergeants and Bailie's to depopulate 
our Cities and Counties to people their Goals ; 
to take away the Strength and Glory of the 
Magiftracy, to increafe the Unlawful 
Gain of a Keeper. 

Iq Times of MVTINT^ what Advantages 

have the Oppofers of Government had ? 

What Affiftance have they gaia'd by the 

Hands of Men indebted, fearing to fall into 

the 
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the Power of their Creditors, though not fuf^ 
fcr'd then to be fo C r u r. l as , now ? The 
Stories of the Followers of David in Holy Writ,^ 
and of C/ttaline and Spartdcm in Profane Hi- 
ftory, and that great Mutiny of the Reman 
People, that occafion'd the EleiSion of their 
Protefting Trihnes, do evidently teftifie this. 
And we read, That Cafar's Payment but of Ofle 
defpcrate Iran's Debts on the other Side, was 
to him a great Lift to the Empire. If in 
thofe Times the Fear only of being dunn'd 
and fued, was Co dangerous to the Common- 
wealth, how much more liable is fhe now to 
fo dcfperate Entcrprizes, fliould the TerrourS 
of Bodily Imprifonment and fair Opportunity 
meet together } 

There is no Policy, no kingdom, or Com« 
monwealth, that ought to admit a Law that 
occalions the Ruin and DeftruQion of its Sub- 
jeits: But of how many Murthers, Slaughters, 
and Violent Deaths, have Arrejis and the Dread 
of Imprifenment been the Caufe ? For the Laa 
of Nature^ let Man do what he can, will pre- 
dominate in Man above all Humane Decrees j 
fo that if any Man fee another coming to 
lay violent Hands upon him, to attack his 
Perfon, and hale his Body to Prifon, Nature 
teaches him to take the Aflkilor for his ca- 
pital Enemy, and to aft the belt he can itt 
his own Defence. And therefore, fliould the 
Law abfolutely command thofe Violences as 
neceflary (which is contrary to the Maxims of 
the Law of ENG LAND^ which abhors all 
Force) yet wou'd not Man be reftrain'd from 
making rcfiftance, fo entirely does he love, 
fo naturally is he bound to maintain his own 
Liberty : And what is the Event of this? Ge- 
nerallyy

Will be EfTeiftual, not only for the Service of 
the prefent Year, but alio for the Difcharge 
of the heavy Debts, fo long, and fo juftly com- 
plained of. And, as the abfolate Neceltity of 
carrying on the War, and our RcfolutiOHS to 
fbpport the Publick Credit, and maintain the 
Honour and Juttice of Parliament, have oMi- 
ged us to eucre;ife the Burden of Taxes upon 
our Fellow-Subjeftsi fo we are perfuaded, 1 hat 
the fame Reafonswill induce them to pay thofc

At the fame time, we have thought it ani>-

, lii Examining into the State of the War^ and 
looking back from the Beginning of it, we findj 
that in feveral Years, the Service has been 
Enlarged, and the Charge of ic encreafed be- 
yond, the Bounds prefc^ribed, and the Annual 
Supplies granted by ParliamcntjTo thisjoew and 
ille^l Pr^dice, we rauft, in great MeaLfure, 
afcribe the Rife.and.Growth of the heavy Debts 
that lie upon the Nation v Kor does the Con- 
sequence. of it. ejid there •, for, we muft alfii 
teprefent it tq Your Majefty, as a dangerous 
JnVafion of the Rights of Parliament. The 
Commons muft ever diTert it as their fole and 
undoubted Privilege, t(> grant Money, and tq 
adjuft and limit the proporfioas of it j Afl4 
when Your Majefty has recommended to them, 
to confider of Supplies, and they have deliberated, 
upon the feveral. Eftimates for the Apnu^l, Sejcji. 
vices, and conildered and determined what the 
Nation is able to bear, their Proceedings 
would be very vain and ine^dual, if, alter

fed for, by Parliament; which, therefore, wt 
adjudge to have been a Mifapplicniiori of Pub- 
lick Money. 

With regard to tbe Detts of the Navy, wc 
find, That one great Difirouragement and Bur-; 
den, which that Part of the Service has lain 
nnder,has been from a Liberty that has been ufed^ 
of diverting feveral Sums iiTued to that Ser- 
vice, and transferring them to other Purpofes,' 
for which they were cot intended i particular- 
ly, that the Sum of ijis Hundred and Six 
Thoufcind, Eight Hundred and Six Pounds, Se-, 
ten Shiltingi and Seven Pence, belonging to 
iUe tiavy* has been paid fot frovilions f.ip- 
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plied to Land-Forces fent to Spain and Pffrtl^ 
gal-, and for the Garrifon of Cibrattar -y for 
which no DeduftionS have been made from tbe 
Pay of thofe Forcesi nor any Part of that Sum 
realligned to the ViSualling, notwitljftanding 
the fevcral Afts of Pa,rli3mcnt provided, and 
the many Letters vtrit-, and Reprefcntatioiis 
made to the Trcafury, in that behalf. This 
unjuftifiablc Proceeding has been a Difconr^f 
t»ent to the Stamen-, occajioned the y<*)"ff^ extra- 
vagtuit Rates upon Contra^Sy and hiu very muth 
Contributed to Jhi the Credit of the Navy. 

To this we muft add the many notoriou! 
Embezlements, and fcandalous Atjufes, whicll 
appear to have been praaifed, as well in the 
Dlanagement of Your Majefty's Brew-houfe, as 
m the Contrads for ' Furnifhing the Kavj 
with Beer. We have already prefiimcd to ad- 
drefs Your Maiefty, Tliatfevcral Perfons, whom 
we dilcovered to have been Guilty of tbofe 
Frauds, Jhould be profecuted at Law for. their 
Offences j and we entirely rely-^upon Your 
IMajefty's molt Gracious Aflurance, That tliofe 
Profecutions [hall Ije cfteftually carried on; But 
we rauft alfo, upon this Occafto'n, beg leave, 
farther to reprefent to Your Majcily, That the 
C^ffimijpoaers affainted te ttth Cxie .of tht ^iStt- 
^Ing Your MajeAy'f Navy, have bt.cn Guilty tf 
great Neeli^ence and Remifnefs ia their J>uty; 
Jior the Inftruflions, which go along with that 
CommifGon, arc To well adapted to the pre- 
venting thofe very Abufes which liave been 
committed, that nothing but a notorious Mif- 
management in that OiKce, and an inescula- 
blc Negleft in puriiing thofe Inftrufiions, could 
have given way to the great Lofs the Publick 
has fultaincd in that Part of the Service- 

The 
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The evil EfFeds of this Mifinanagemeat In 
Piiblick Offices, and Mlfapplication of Parlia- 
' mentary Supplies, have been encreafed by the 
very Methods bf bringing in the Publitlc Money i 
l^or, it has appeared to us, That the Re- 
cci?ei-s of the Laud-Tax and of the other Re- 
"Tcnues, have not been called upon to pay in 
"the Money they had received, in due time, as 
the Law requires. Such has been the extreme 
"Remifnefe, and unaccountable Indulgence of 
thofe, wBofe Duty it was to oblige thofc Kt- 
ireivers- to make due and punftual Payments, 
'thaton tlie Eighth of December r7io,lher<:was 
an Arrear of the fcvcral Land-Taxes, for five 
Years, ending the Twenty Fourth of March 
1709, amounting to tlie Sum of Two Hundred 
"Serenty Two Thoufind, Five Huiiflred and 
jSiucty Six pounds. Eight Shillings, and Eight 
'Pence, fomc part of which was paid into the 
'Exchequer after the Commons had ordered an 
'Enquiry into that Matter-, yet the Sum ftan- 
,'ding out, at the beginning of Jjiril 1711, was 
One Hundred Eighty Thoufand, Four Hundred 
and Tbiny Nine Pounds, Seven Shillings^ and^ 
"Six Pence lialtpenny. From tliefe Omillions, 
the Publicic rtmains long under the Load of 
iQtereft, for want of that Money which lies in 
"the Hands of Receivers; fo that the Supplies 
granted to Your MajcRy, however large, or 
Well proportioned to the Occafionsof the War, 
fcould never prove EITcftHal to prevent the 
^ncuflibrjncC of Debts, whilfl: they were nei- 
ther collefted, nor disburfed faithfully, accor- 
ding to ths'Eiid* :ind MahodS dedgn'd by par- 
I^'ment. 
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Thus far have we proceeded in ditcoveriag 
fonie of thofc Caufes which have brought fo 
great a Weight of Debts upon the Nation, 
and we might have made a much greater Pro- 
grefs in our Euquirks, if the Accounts of t&e 
FuWick jMoney had been regularly palTed, but 
to our great Surprize and Concern, we find, 
7hM they who of late Tears havt had the ^attaft- 
mem of Tour Mi'jefly's Treafttry^oitd ou^ht tahavt 
eompeikd the feveral ActoHntams duly to eafs ikiSr 
reffelUve jiccoums^ hofvt keen Guilty of to Notarl' 
etu A Breach of Trti^y and of fo hi^h an Ininfiict tt 
the Nation, thai of the Money) gravtta by Par- 
iiamem, and ijfued for the Publick Service ta Ch rift- 
mas I "] 10^ there rejtiains itnacsoiinted for, the San 
cf Thirty Five MiUions, Three Hundred and Tw 
Thoufand, One Hundred and Seven Vomids^ for « 
great Part of which tm> j4fCouxtf have fa muchts 
keen, laid before the Auditors \ And for the rejl, 
though j'ome Accounts have been brought is, yii 
they have not been preficuted by the Accountants, 

and Firripied. This has made it imprafticable 
for us to arrive at fo exaft a idiowledge of 
the yiate of the Nation, with regard to the 
Publick Money, as we wilh'd and might have 
CKpedcd i and Your Majefty will pleafc u» 
confider, in fuch an immeiife Sum unaccoun- 
ted for, how many Embezlcmcnts may be con- 
cealed, and how Juftly it is to be fulpeaed. 
That fo ftandalous a Remifiiefs has been al- 
lowed with no other Deilgn. We humbly 
belecch Your Majefty, That You will give im- 
mediate and Meftuat Direfiions fur the Com-' 
peUiiig the fevcrai Impreft Accountants fpee- 
dily Co pafs their Accounts ^ and in the mean 
time, we humbly hope. Your Majefty will ap- 
prove the Refolation of Your Commons. 
That 
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77/rft fucb of the Accountants^ who have Negle 
iied their Duty in frofecuting their jiccomitst 
ought no longer to he intrujitd tvith receiving the 
Publici Meaey. 

We cannot omit taking Notice to Your 
Majelty, of another extraordinary Inftance, in 
which the Publick JVloney has been mifap- 
plycd, by bringing over the poor PaUtines 
to inhabit and fettle themfelvcs in this King- 
dom: This was not only m extravagant and 
unreafonahU Exferxe m it felf, but many other 
ways uneafy and grievous to Your People ; 
for, as it was vifible that fuch Numbers of 
aecclTitous and ufelcfs Foreigners mufl: unavoi- 
dably tend to the Encreafe and Oppreflion of 
tlie Poor of this Kingdom; fo, being a Mix- 
ture of People of all Religions, it was evi- 
dent, how dangerous they might prove to 
the Quiet of our Government, and the Con- 
ftitution of our Eftablifbed Church. Upon 
what Encouragement and Invitation ihey came 
over, we have not been able to dilcover ; but 
we look upon it as certain, That the Cal- 
ling over lb many Families from a Country 
fo remote, could not be brought about with- 
out Induftry and Contrivance^ and thofe who 
yere concerned in it, feemed to have been 
Confcious of the Evil of their own Defigns, 
by the Secrecy with which they purfued 
them. Your Majefty in Your great \Vifdom 
will belt recoiled from whence this Attempt 
and Advice proceeded, and we humbly repic- 
fent it as our Opinion, That the Authors of 
it were Emmies to Tour Majejfy and Tour King' 
tfom.

WE cannot^ without unspeakable Gii«£ 
refled on that Deluge of Impiety ana 
Liccntioufncfs, which hath brpke in upon as, 
and overfpread the Face of this Church ^nd 
Kingdom, eminent in former Times, for Puritf 
of Faith', and Sobriety of Mannfers. 

The Source of thefe gre^t.Evils, as far back 
as we have trac'd ity fcen^s to have beeii 
that long unnatural RcbelHonj^ which loofen'dt 
all the Btf'nds of Difcipline and Order, atid O: 
verturn'd the goodly Franie of our Ecclefisifti^ 
cal and Civil Conftitution. 

The Hypocrify, Ehthufiafm, and variety oi 
wild and raoriftrous Errours, which abounded 
(Juring thofc Cohfufions, begat in the Minds of 
Men (too eafily carry'd into Extremes) a Dit 
regard for the very Appearances of Religion, 
and ended in a Spirit of downright Libertinifm 
and Profanencfs, which hath ever fincc too 
much prevailed among us. It was indeed 
checked and kept under for a time, by the le- 
gal Reftraints laid on the Pfrfs, and by the 
jaft Drc^d of. T^pery^ which hung over our 

Heads : 
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Heads : But, as foon as thcfc Fears were- re-. 
nioved, and thofe Reftraints were taken offi. 
it broke out with the greaiefl: Freedom aai? 
Violence. 

Theie have not been wanting, God be prai- 
leii, the hearty Endeavoars of Good Men, to. 
refill the Growth of thefc fpreading Evils. 
Books have been written in Dt^fence of the 
Fundamental Truths, whether gf Natural or 
Rcvcal'd Religion, with great Clearnefs, and 
Strength of Argument: The vain Pleas of thq 
feveral Advocates for Infidelity have been par- 
ticularly confider'd, and refuted i Societies 
have beenform'd, and Funds of Cliarity rais'd, 
for the Propagation of our Holy Faith, forthi? 

rious Editcatioit of Poor Children, and for the 
ncreafc of ChrifiiaTi Knowledge, by plain and 
Gfeful Difcoorfcs, diftribntcd among the mea- 
ner Sort, in great Variety andtJnmbcr. Aa- 
Chority hath often intcrpos'd, for the coun- 
tenancing thcfe excellent Deiigns, for with- 
ftanding the bold Attempts, and preventing 
the further Increafe of Irreligion and Profane- 
ncfs. To this end, Royal Injunflionsand Pio- 
clamations have iiliied, ASs of Parliament 
have palled, Profccutions at Law have been or- 
dered, gracious Speeches from the Throne 
have been made ; and from thence fuch 
bright Patterns of Piety and Vertue have (hone 
forth, as would, in any Age Icfs pro6igatethan 
this, have diffus'd their happy Influence through 
jil! Orders of Men among us. 
■'■ But it muft be confefs'd, that at] the En- 
deavours which may hitherto have been ufed, 
% publick or private Perfons, to ftop the 
Growth of this Evil, have prov'd incfTcaual. 
lO the midft of fuch Dilcourage'mcnts lufideli- 
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ty hath taken deep Root, aod, being cultivar 
tpA with Care, hath ipread its Branches widcy 
and (hot up to an ama:£Tng Heigbt^ an4 
brought forth Fruits in great Abundance* 

We forbear to wound your pious Ears by 
a particular Mention of thofe many biaibhe* 
mous Paflages, which have be?n publilh'd from 
the Prefs. Neverthelefs, in Difcharge 91 the 
Truft repos'd in us by Yopf Majefty^ we 
think our feires obJigM to lay before yon 
fqtne Account of the various Steps taken to 
undermine the Founcjations of Osriftianity^ and 
to infea the Minds of your People with A- 
theifm, Deifm^ Herefy, ^nd every pernicious 
4nd deftrudive Rrrour, We fhaU proceed af- 
terwards to conlider the dark and fubtil 
Methods, by which this Myftery of Iniqui- 
ty hath been carry 'd on *, to inquire into the 
Causes which have chiefly and moft imme-^ 
diately given Birth to it, and into the &d 
CoNsEQ^uENCEs with which it been att^n^ 
ded ^ and then in all f^umiiity to propoic 
fuch Remedies, as we think may be ipoft 
eiffeftual for the Cure of it. 

TheDifpute with our Enemies of the CWfA 
cf Rome (^manag'd with fo much Honour aqd 
Advantage to the Church of England) w.as no 
fooaer happily ended, but other Adverlarics 
arofe, who openly attackM the FundaiiieDtal 
Articles of the CathoUck Fdith^ and fcatter'd the 
Poifon of jirian and Socman Herefles through all 
Parts of this Kingdom. The Dodrlne of a Tri-^ 
nity of Perfons in the Vnity of the Godhead was 
then deny'd and Icoffed at, ttii? Satisfadion 
made for the Sins of Mankind by the Preci- 
ous Blood of Chrlft^ was renounced and ex- 
ploded, the ancient Creeds of the Church were 

reprefented 
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reprefented as unwarrantable Impofitions, and 
treated with Terms of the urmotl Contumely 
and Reproach. And the Divulgers of thefc 
wicked Errours and Blafphetnies proceeded 
with as little Difguife and Cautian, as if fome 
new Law had been made in their Favour ; not- 
with'ftandirig that Care ha'd been talcen by 
Thofe, who pafs'd the ^ci of tndidgeme^ ,tx- 
prefiy to exclude Them froni the Benefit 
of it. • 

la defiance of this Ad, and of all the laws 
then in Force,they not only own'd their peftileat 
Errours, but fet up for making Proielytes, by 
a Multitude of Wicked Books and Pamphlets, 
which, for fome Years, they difpers'd from the 
Prefs, without Control! or Difconragement. 

They at lad proceeded fo far, as even to 
fet up a Religious Aflembly, where Divine 
Worffiip was publickly Pcrform'd, in a way 
agreeable to the Principles of the VfiitarUns^ 
iind Weekly Sermons were preached in Defence 
Of them. 

.Nor have thefe Hereticks been with-held, 
by the publtck Notice lately taken of their 
.wicked PoUiions, from venting them anew, 
and with yet greater Boldnefs. Even at the 
Time when we are thus met by Your Maje- 
ily's Writ> and exhorted by Your Gracious 
Letter to confult of Methods for reprcfling 
fuch Impieties, a Book hath been Printed, 
whercia the ArtAii Doilrine is avow'd and 
maintain'di and a Promife is made of eVin- 
c'uig the Triilh of it, by large and elabovarc 
Prboft, in other Treaties, from the fame Hand, 
which are foou to follow. To this Book (he 
Author hath prcfix'd his Name, and hath not 
tween atratd to De dicate it to the Arch-Biihop, Bi- 
ibogs 
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ihops arid Clfergy of this trovince in Convb- 
Cation aflerablfcd ; being, as ytt hive fome 'fCa- 
jbn to believe, fupported iti this Undertaking^ 
and encouraged to, profecote it, by thelibfci- 
tal Contribations, and infldious. Appkufcs of 
th'ofe, who art' t'hfe detcrmin'd , Enemies of dll 
Religion and.Goodnefs. 
It was by fiich Men as thefe, that the Sect- 

' BMsTrafts, when firit' publifli'd, rtere mndi 
Countenanc'd and Recommended: For they 
well knew, .that 'the chief Articles of the Chi- 
fiian Faith being, once flia'^eii j a Way woulk 
by that Means be opcn'd^ and the Minds Df 
Men prepar'd, for the Attacks', y^fhich might 
afterwards be Itiadfc oft dirlfiUmty it felf ; and 
into which the SotiniaH Controverfy fooA #is 
improv'd. 

For the Books "Written, in an Arg^nmenC^- 
tive Way, againft the Divinity t)f out blelted 
Lord, did, in a little time, produce tithers of 
k' worfe Spirit and Tendency •; wherein "thft 
DoSrines by hira reveal'd, were fpokeh iff 
with prophane Levity and Contempt, his Ho- 
iniliation and Sufferings Were derided, his Fef- 
fon was Blafphem'd, and Treated with as great 
Indignity and Scorn, as when' he flood at the 
Judgment Seat of PiUu. ■ , 
■ The God-Head of the Holy Spirit being 
iirit deny'd, all fnpcrnatural Operations oa 
the Hearts of Men Were afterwards qufii 
ftionM, and the Grace of God was Ridicul'd.' 
Ail Myfteries in Religion were exploded, as 
abfurd and ufelefs Speculations ; as ifnplyiag 

/Contradi<ftioiis, and meaning nothing j aid 
therefore, as incapable of becoming Objeds oi 
Aflcnt to rcafonable Minds. ' 

Th*' 
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The Scheme of Morality propos'd by the 
Gofpel, was underTaki'd, and faid not to be 
■beyond the reach of Humane Invention ; the Mo-, 
ftici Account of the Creation was reprefented 
as mere Allegory, and Fable; the natural loi- 
jlnortality of the Soul was oppos'd, as a Vulgar 
and groundlefs Erroor ; tbe /Infpiration ol 
Holy Writ was fo explain'd, asiamounted tp 
a Denial ofiti the Authority of the prefent 
Canon of Scripture hath been rcprcfeilted as 
fianding upon a very precarious Foandation^ 
thciSpurioLifnefs of feveral Padagcs, and fome 
Books of it was more than infmuated. Priefts 
without Diftindion, were traduced, as Impo- 
fers on the Credulity of Mankind ; vilify'd 
and infulted, as the Filth and Off-fcoweiing of 
all things: And thofe Religions Ordinances, 
which they were, appointed to difpeHfc, even 
the chief of them, Baptifm and the Supper of 
the^Lord, were jTpokeii of with fuch a degree 
of Uflgodly Aioi^kery, and infoleni Scorn, as 
jBJi'd the Hearts pf good Chrifiiarn- with Hor- 
rdur and Aftonilhmeut. Kay, Religion it felf 
was, in fome of their loofe Wril^ings fb de- 
J^^b'dg as if it w.ere nothing bus x raelamcholy 
Jffenzy, and pious, EnthufAfm. 
",ij,Tbc GrouafJs ,«f believing the' Gofpel^-ia 
t^s Age, h^ve been repreientcd, ai lefs firm 
and certain, by a pretended Calcalatian :of 
tiip .Degtees, ^ccor^iitig to which .the Credibi- 
gty ol the Traditional Fafls related in Scrip- 
ture, muft every Age decreafc, The NecciF- 
'iity of all Humane Thoughts and Adioas, as 
ijcing mere Modp^ of Motion, and the Refulis 
of pure Methjnifm, hath been Alleited : An 
AflertioB, vhiih ftrerwrns the. Foundations ijf 
ali Religion, whether Natural or Inftitutedi 
aad 
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and renders all Notions of Good and Ewi, of 
Reward and PuHiflirtient, whether in this Life, 
or the next, groundlefs and vain. 

Nor ought we, among the ftveral Inftances 
of Infidelity, and of the Approaches made to- 
wards it, to omit the mention of thbfe damna- 
ble Errours, which have been embraced, aM 
propagated by the Seft of Quakers i wbo, in 
feveral of their Treatifes, in their Catechifms, 
and Primers, have taught the Rudiments 
of the ChriJiUn Faith in fuch a Manner, as 
to make it fcem to be little more than 
a compHcaeed Syfteni of Dirifm and £mhu- 
fiafm. 

From the wicked Principles thus diflemi- 
nated, as wicked Praftices hav« followed : For, 
tho' it may with Truth be affirm'd, that thi 
good ChrijlUtif among us were never bettet 
than now ; yet can it not withal be dehy'd, 
that the Bad were never worfe ; and that 
the Initances of a Profane and diliblutc Beha- 
viour^ have of late Years, bceii very Name* 
roQS, and vci'y Scandalous. 

The frequency .of Oaths and Imprecations, 
|he manifeft Growth of Immorality and Pro- 
fanenefs, have made new Laws, new Ediflrf, 
neceflary to fellfain thefe Enormities, which 
yet ■ have not been eficduaDy reftrain'd bj 
them. 

Seldom bath greater Vigilancd been ui'd by 
the Civil Magiitrates, to fccure a Religious 
Obfervance of the Lord's Day ; nor hath it, 
among the meaner Sort, pfov'd unfucccfsful. 
However, it hath not baniih'd Excefs and 
itJiicury, at fuch times, from the Tables of 
tixi Great,' nor hiadred ttKnl from wafting 
t-hole 
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tfaofe facred Hours in Phy ind vain AmuAi^ 
inejits. 

The Excetfes of Gaming have hfever beerl 
inore General and Flagrant*, Confcicnte hath 
never been rribre openly proftituted to Inte- 
reft, without any regard to; Ccnfure ; the Ex- 
tremes "of Avarite and Profofion have never^ 
at the fame point df Tiilie, befen liiore remarka- 
bly prevaleilt. , . . 

A due JRegard tii Religious Perlons, Placed 
^nd Things hath fcarce in any Age been mord 
wanting. The Minifters of Chrlfi have bcert 
often treated in a way very onfuitable to their 
lacred Fundion and Charafterj Horrid dut^ 
tagei have been Committed by Loofe and Dif^ 
orderly Perfons^ in tit Houfh of God ^ the 
Iblemn Fairs and Humiliations of the Churchy 
have been Matter df Spiort to Lewd and God- 
lefs Men, who have taken Pleafurc in Ridicu- 
ling them, and Affronting the Authority by 
vi^hich they were appointed : Vnnatuiral and 

jihominable Impuritiesy not to be Named among^ 
. Chriftians, havt, been fubtickly PraEHs*d j and 
the Debauches of Licentious Men have been in- 
dulg'd to fuch d Hfcight, 'as to end ici all Man- 
ner of Blafphemy and Profanencfs. 

This fad Harveft we have Recip'd from ihofe 
Seeds of Infidelity, .which the Enemy hatH 
Sown among Us: With what Iildultry and 
Zeal, by what Dark and Subtle Methods 
this Myftery of Iniquity hath been carryM on,' 
We beg leave in the next Place to repre- 
fent. 

That Contributiohs- have bteni made, that 
Combinations of Men have been formed, for 
|)romoting the Caufe of Infidelity, We have 
heard i nor do We doubt of the Truth of 

^ thofe 
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^hofe Reports, having obferv'd, that the late 
Meafures taken to advance trreligion, have 
been, iu many Refpcdts, (b Uniform and Re- 
gular, that they feem to have been Concerted; 
not to have Sprung meerly from the cafuai 
Contradidion and divided Edbrts of parti- 
cular Perlbns, but rather to have been the 
Refult of united Counfels and Endeavours. 

Thus, We are (ure, the Socinians and Qvst' 
hers took Care of the Interefts of thek fevc- 
ral Seds, and fpread their diftinguilhing Te- 
nets: Nor do the prcfent Faftors for ^nfid^ 
lity and Libertinifm appear to be either le(s 
Zealous for the attaining their End, or lefi 
skilful in the Choice and Application of tbe 
Means that lead to it. 

The Methods, they have pitched upon to 
this Purpofe, have been various : Some of them 
fuch, as had a more dired and immediate Tefl« 
dency to the Point they aira'd at ^ others ttot 
were cover'd with very artificial Pretences and 
Difguifes. 

By MochCatechifms^ fram'd in a light Man* 
ncr, upon vain and trifling Subjeds, they have 
cndeavour'd to depreciate thofe excellent SunH 
maries of the Chnftian Faith, by which a right 
Senfe of Religious Truths is firft inftiU'd kta 
the Minds of Children. 

They have Republiflj'd, and Colleded intcf 
Volumes, Pieces Written long ago on the Sid« 
of Infidelity, which would have lain altoge-. 
ther Negleded and Forgotten, without fuch a 
Revival. 

They have Reprinted together in the moft 
contradled Manner, many Loofe and Licenti- 
ous Poems, in order to their being purchased 
more cheaply, and difpers'd more eafily -^ and 

have 
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have, by that Means, convey'd the Infeftiod 
to great Numbers of Men, who would oth&r- 
tvife havt lain without the reach of it. 

They have procur'd Abltrafts and Commen- 
dations of their own profane Writings (and 
probably drawn up by tbemfelves) to be in- 
ferted in foreign Journals j and then have 
Tranflated them back again into the Englipi 
Tongue, and publilh'd them here at Home, 
In order to add the greater Weight 10 their 
wicked Opinions. 

They have endeavour'd utterly to root out 
bf Mens Minds all Notions of a Church, as a 
Society inltituted by Chrifi, with peculiar Po- 
wers and Privileges, and Officers of its owri 
to Adminilter the Affairs of it. They have 
done their utmofb to blend and confound this 
Spiritual Society with the Temporal-, on pur- 
pofe to make every thing in Religion, its Di- 
vine Truths, and molt facred Ordinances, de- 
pendent on the Will of the Civil Magiftratc, 
as deriving folely from Him their Sanftion and 
Authority. 

And of all Churches, our Own, is That, 
againd: which they have planted their chief Bat- 
teries, and direfled their fierceft Aflaults ■, not, 
as Judging it more Faulty than others (for 
they themfelvcs allow it to he the lealt excepti- 
onable of any) but fis knowing it to be the 
ftrongeft Fence and Bulwark againlt Infidelity,' 
the principal Pillar and Stay of pure undefiled 
Religion. 

They have therefore charg'd the authcntick 
Articles of this Church, and the Knglip Edi- 
tions of the Bihle, with pious Frauds and For- 
gery ; that Men mijht be taught gradually to 
' jchdraw the Reverence due to their Spiritual 
a 1 ,G Hides, 
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Guides, and of courfe to fufped whatever 
comes recommended from their Hands. 

As to other Seds and Denominations of 
Chri^iansj differing from the Efiablijh^d Churchy 
and <iow tolerated among us, the Crew of ii- 
hertine Writers bath been obferv'd to purfue 
them with a Degree of Malice and Bitteraefi, 
proportioned always to the Degree of Tenden- 
cy which their^ refpedive Principles have, to 
lupport and ftrengthen the Interefts of Religi- 
on, by uniting large Numbers of ChriBiansiA 
National Churches and Communions. 

Sometimes by difplaying * the Cheats and Iffl^ 
pofitions of Pagan and Totijh Prieits^ they hare 
endeavour'd to draw Infamy on th^ Prieft- 
hood in general, and to render the Order it feli^ 
in what Religion foever it was found, equaUy the 
Objeft of publick Avcrfion and Contempt. 

At other times, when wild Pretences to 
Infpiration and Miracles have been fet up by 
modern Irapoftors, they have fecm'd to coun- 
tenance the Fraud, and give credit to it, 
with a View of drawing Parallels from thence, 
to the Prejudice of real Infpirations and Miracles- 

They have^ in a grave and folemn manner, 
recounted the fabulous Relations of Miracles, 
occurring in Heathen Writers : They have rc- 
prefented thefe Accounts, as carrying Ibme of 
the chief Marks and Signatures of Truth, and 
calier to be contema'd than difprov'd, upon 
the Foot of the Arguments urg'd in bchalr of 
the Truth of Chrlfiianity. 

They have, with Oltentation, enumerated 
tbe fevcral fpurious Treatifcs, torg'd in the 
carlieftAgcs of the Church, which tbey repre- 

fent 
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lent as Times of great Fraud and Impofture 
on the one hand, of great Ignorance and Cre- 
dulity On the other i and they have left this 
; Refleftion to be apply'd by their Readers, to 
the Books of the New Teftament^ and the^^^u- 
thors of them. 

The Promifes of Scripture have, by * one of 
thcfe Writers, been interpreted in fuch an ex- 
travagant and abfurd Senfe, as was intended 
"^ to render them uncertain , and unintelligible j 
and a Plea hath been advanced ii behalf of 
the Privilege of being tranflatedto Heaven^ 
without dying, according to the Terms of the 
Covenant of Grace^ with a Defign to infinuate, 
that our Title to the other Privileges and 
Promifes of the Go/pel, is founded on no fu- 
rer a Bottom. 

Under the Cover of accounting for the 
Growth of Deifr/jy and fpecifying theCaufesof 
it, they have taken occafion to fuggeft all 
thofe bitter and fpiteful Reflections, which, 
they thought, might redound to the pifho". 
nour of our Holy Religion, and wound it thro' 
the Sides of its profefs'd Servants and Followers. 

Their received Maxim is. That no Good is to 

be exfeEled from EcclepalUcksj but by th^ir Divi'^ 

pons : And therefore if Differences happen at 
any time to arife among the Clergy, their 
conftant Pradice hath been to foment and in- 
flame them, by turning Advocates for the one 
Side againlt the others whereas, in truths they 
themfelves were alike Enemies to both, and were 
alfo in like manner detefted by both of them. 

When particular and unwarrantable Opini- 
ons have at any time been maiatainM by 

Si, Men 
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Men otherwife eminent for Piety and Learr 
ning^ the Friends of Infidelity have not fail'd 
%o lay hold of that Opportunity, and im- 
prove it to the Prejudice of Religion. Thofc 
very Perfons, whofe learned Labours in de- 
fence of our conimoti Faith they had bJefore 
qndervaluec), and held in utmolt Contempt, 
they began now to extol, and pretended ta 
revere for the fake of their Errqursi their 
cieep Judgment they admir'd, their Integrity 
they magnified, and appealed to their Authori- 
ty as deciiive in favour of a Paradox, when 
they woi^ld have refus'd to be coi^cluded b; 
it in any other Point vf hatfoever. 
' We pretend iiot to have ^^2^de a fulj Dif* 
covery of all the dark and fubtil Wiles, by 
iprhich the Inftruments of Satan have endea- 
voured to eftablifli his Kingdom, and to intro- 
duce a general Loofenefs of Principles and 
Praftlces among us: But thefe, which wc 
have now laid before Your Majefty, are too 
obvious and manifeft, not to be obferv'd and 
^omplain'd of by us. . 

However, neither thefe, nor any other wic- 
ked Arts and Methods, how craftily fbever 
tontriv'd, and how induftrioufly foever pur* 
fued, would have met with fo remarkable 
Succefs, had not otW Causes aud Circum- 
ftances concurr'd tfamelp forward the Events 
and favour the Gr^'th of irreligious Opini* 
ons. ? 

Among the chief of thefe, we reckon, the 
llemoval of that Reftraint, which the WiClom 
of form^^r Times had laid upon the Prefs i and 
wiiicti no fooner ceas'd, than thofe pernici- 
ous Principles, th^t before had been whilper'd 
only in Corners, aniong the DiiTolute and Law- 
■' : ■ : - '■ • ; ■ '* ' • '■ lefs, 
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f lefs, were now proclaim'd in our Streets, aad 
fent abroad to pollute the Minds of Your Ma- 

I jefty's Subjefis, in all Parts of your Domini- 
ons. 

The meaneft and mofl: ignorant of the Peo- 
ple, who had any Degree of Curiofity and 
Lcifure, were then tempted to employ it in 
Searches, for which they were no waysqua- 

[ IIGed: They were furnifh'd every Day from 
the Prefs with Objeftions againil Religion -, and 
taught to doubt of thofe Truths, which it had 
othcrwife never once euter'd into their Hearts 
to queftion. 

This general Liberty of the Prefs happen'd 
not long after the Time, when, by reafon of 
Confufjons and Diforders that ufually attend 
great Changes of Stare, the Reins of Govern- 
ment were unavoidably flackcn'd, and Parties 
of Men were fuficr'd to exprcfs their mutual 
Refentments, and manage their Debates agaiaft 
each other, with a Freedom not often per- 
mitted, or praftis'd in more quiet and fettled 

Times. Mean while^ the Indulgence gntnted 
to Attn, of worpilppifig God in their own 
Way^ incited fame piiblicklyy and with iVarmth^ 
to efpouje thefe ReligioM Opimtns, which others 
tbosiffht themfclves bound with e^ual Warmth to 
o^foje. Thefe Contentions in Matters of a 
civil and facred Nature, bred in the Minds 
of Men, not well grounded in true Princi- 
ples, great Perplexities and Doubts; and 
gave %n Opportunity to thofe who fat in iha 
Sent of th Scornful to promote the laterefts 
of Scepticifm and Infidelity, by making fport 
with our Divilions. 

Ihe Licentioufiiefs of the Stage is another 
^fHiiiUio, from whence the prefcnt Corrupti- 
— a 4 - ons 
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pns of Religion and Morality have flo^'c)- 
On our Theaters things faqred and fetious 
have been handled after the molt ludicrous 
manner •, th^ Priefthood, the Holy Offices, an4 
Ceremonies of our Church, have been cxpos'd 
to Scorn •, Oblcenity, blafphemous Allufipns tp 
Jioly Writ^ and various forts of Profanencfi, 
liaye ^bounded : The vvor(t Examples have 
been plac'd in the bell Lights, an^ Tecommen- 
ded to Imitation -, '- and the vicious Images, 
thus painted to the Life, and fet out witi) 
all manner of Advantage, have made fuch 
rmpreffions on the Minds of theYoung and 
ihe Unwary, as. ^re not eafy to be cflac'd.' 
For the better diffufing the Infcdioa, New 
Theaters have h^en raised \ ^nd at the Ope^ 
ning of One of them (an expenfive and mag- 
nificent Strudure) tlie Building of dhurches 
was impioufly derided, as a vain and uifelefs 
Work, the Effed only of SupeTftitipn and Ig- 
norance. 

God be thanked, at ^bat very tiqic a dif- 
ferent Spirit prevail'd j and grea^ Sums of Mo- 
ney were by Publick Authority provided, and 
4pply'd for the building, fupporting, arid ador-^ 
ning of Churches: And we cannot but hope, 
but this glorious Work, which Your Majefty, 
at our' humble Requeft, was gracioufly pleaftd 
to recommend to your Parliament, in the Ad- 
vancement of which, the Zeal of your Parlia- 
ment, influenced by tha^ of Your Majefty, 
hath already made fo g^eat a Progrefs, will be 
fpeedily accompliQi'd by an ample Provifion 
for the Wants of that kind, under which the 
Inhabitants of thefc TWo Populous Cities^ bavfe 
hitherto laboured. . They have now, for a' 
long Trad of Time, Year afte^ Year, excee- 
- t ' ' *'dingly 
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jjiagly increasM, without a proportionable Ip- 
creafe of the Churches and Chappels appointed 
CO receive them •, by which means vaft Num- 
bers of Souls have been excluded from a Poffi- 
|)ility of attending on the Pubiicik Worlhip of 
God, and from all Benefits of Chrifiian Inllru- 
dion. And the natural Confequence of this 
Bath been a gradual Defeftion rrom Piety and 
Vertue, to irreligious Ignorance, and all man- 
ner of loofe and licentious Living. 

X^ the Increafe of which they alfo contri- 
butecJn who took occafion from the Relaxati- 
on of thple Laws, which made Abfencc from 
the Efiablijh^d Church penal, to withdraw them- 
ielves entirely from all Religious Affemblies, 
although that very 4^ of Exemption^ which 
gave Liberty in the one refpeft, equally re- 
ftrain'd it in the other. 

Nor hath the long Continuance of that juft 
and neceflary War, in yvhich Your Majefty is 
now engag'd (and which, we truft, God will 
enable You to finifii as glorioufly as you have 
hitherto carried it on) been unattended with 
Confequences prejudicial to the Interefts of 
Religion and Goodnefs. 

That this might not be our own Cafe, 
Your Majefty was pleas'd to ufe your power-* 
ful Influences with the States of Holland, and 
to employ your Royal Bounty for the Building 
6f a Church, in which your Subjefts might 
ferve God abroad, with the fame Decency and 
Order as at home, and be inftrufted in fuch 
Religious Principles, as might preferve them 
from the Contagion of thole Vicesj to which 
a Military Life is too much cxpofed. But not- 
withftanding this Defign is pioufly intended by 
Vour Majefty, and fo readily promoted by the 

liberal 
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liberal Contributions of Your SubjeAs in the 
Army, we cannot but lament, that Foreign 
Vices, too cafily learn'd in the Camp, have 
from thence fpread themfelves, by little and 
little, through thfe feveral Ranks ot Men at 
home, and occafion'd a vifible Increafe of Lui9« 
ry, Libcrtinifm, and Profanenefs. * Falfc Noti- 
ons of Honour have made that reputable^ 
which the Religion of Chrift utterly condemns; 
and that in&mous, which it commands under 
the higheft Penalties : So that they, who ftiU , 
dare to own themfelves CAr//?/4i»j, bynotfeflr 
ding a Challenge, when affi-onted, or not ac- 
cepting it when fent, are really in a State of 
Pcrfecution, on the Account of their ftridi Ad- 
herence to Chrift and HisDoftrine. The Pre- 
valence of fuch Principles and Praftices dothj 
in our humble Opinion, tend not only to the 
Difhonoor, but even to the Disbelief of the 
Gofpel, among thofe, who are either perfiia- 
ded that it is lawful and laudable, or, with- 
out fuch a Perfuafion, dctcrmin'd to aft in con- 
tradiftion to the plain Precepts of it. 

The Emiflarics from Rome have not been wan- 
ting to lay hold of this Opportunity for the 
Advancement of their Caufe •, to which no- 
thing is ib ferviceable as Sceptlcifm and L00&- 
ncfs of Life: And thefe therefore they have 
always encourag'd to the beft of their Powen 
They have fwarm'd in our Streets of Late Years^ 
and have been very bufy in n:\aking Converts : 
And fince their known Way of dealing in 
fuch Cafes, is, To bring Men round to Infal- 
libility by the Way of Infidelity, we doubt 
not but their fubtil Arts, and reftlcfs Endea- 
vours 
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yonrs of this kiad, may be r^kou'd one Caufe 
of the prefent Growth of Irreligion among us. 

Other Caufes hare alfo concurred j As the 
Want of a vigorous Execution of thofe Laws^ 
Proclamations, and Injundions, which were pi« 
pufly fram'd) * And the. fmnt and incfeSud 
Frof€Cuti9ns pf fome notortQW Ojfknders : By 
Vrhich means, what was defign'd to curb and 
reftrain their Iniblence, tended rather^to heigh* 
ten and nourifh it. 

Mor are we infenfiUe how much Religion 
liath fuffer'd by vain Pretences, to fathom 
thofe Depths of Divine Wifdom, which are 
unfearchable, and to advance nice Explications 
pf Myfteries, which are inexplicable ^ by the 
Mifapplication ot Mathematical Reafonings to 
patters pfmeer Revelation i f By the Attempts 
made to Aew how all the Steps taken in that 
Great Work of Omnipotence, "the CrcatUn of 
the Worldy were to be accounted for by the 
known Laws of Motion ^ and that the Deftru* 
dion of it by thQl>elnge^ might in like man- ^ 
ner be explain'd. ^r the Tendency of fuch 
Attempts hath bed^to confine the Thoughts 
of Men to Second Caufes, and to intimate how 
little the Wifdom of God was concerned in 
making the World. 

But thefe, and fuch Caufes as thefe, having 
a lefs general and dilcernable Influence to- 
wards producing the Evils complain'd of, we 
have cnofen rather to reft in the Confideratioa 
of thofe, which are more extenlive and appa- 
rent, and have been remarkably fruitful of 
^he III Conseq^uen ces, which we are 
next to lay before Your Majefty. The 
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The Diflionour, which the late cxccfllvc 
Growth of Infidelity, Herefy, and Prbfancnefs, 
hath brought on our Holy F^ith, on our 
Church, and Nation, is too great to be Dif* 
regarded and too manifeft to be DiOembled. 
The Gofpel cannot but be Blemifhed by this 
Refleftion, That ,^t a Time when the ftrongcft 
Evidence^ of its Divine Original have been 
producM and fet in the feireft Light, fo ma- 
ny fhovld Revolt from it. Our ficclefiaftical 
and Civil Conftitution muft needs undergo Re- 
proach i as if we either wanted Laws to punifii 
fuch Enormities, or Zeal to turn the Edge of 
thofe Laws upon daring Ofienders. 

It is lamentable to refled, how many Souls 
have been Loft^ by imbibing wicked Dodrines 
from thbfe Books, which have been fcatter'd 
for feveral Years with Impunity through this 
Kingdom j how many more are endangerM by 
too near Approaches towards Infidelity, though 
they have not as yet aftually arriv'd to it j 
what a Spirit of Indifference and Neutrality 
in Religion hath been il^s'd, through fuch 
Vehicles, into the Minds W Men, and hath, at 
laft, lb far prevail'd, as to become the diftin- 
guilhingCha rafter of the Age we live in. 

We doubt not, but that divers of Your 
Majefty's Subjefts, cither by the Scandal ari- 
fing from the late obfervable Growth of Pro* 
fanenefs, or by (haring the Contagion of it, 
have at laft t)een perverted to Tofery\ and 
we are fure, that many of them have been 
made worfc Men, and worfc Subjefts, by the 
means of it. For Infidelity, where embraced, 
cancels all the ftrongcft Obligations of Duty, 
and diflblves thofe Religious Bands of Obedi- 
ence, by which the Thrones of Princes are beft 

fecur'd, 
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fecur'd, and their Authority moft firmly fup- 
ported. And therefore, we cannot but obfcrve 
to Your Majefliy, that, they, who derided 
Churches, and Creeds, and Myfteries, were the 
lame who Iiifultcd the Memory, and Juftify'd 
the Murder of the Royal Martyr; Applauded 
the Rebellion i-ais'd agaiDft Him, and have ta- 
}ten a great Deal of wicked Pains, fince thut 
Time to IncvlcHte the dumn^hU DoHrines of Jlefi- 
fiance to fr/wcfj, by CoI!c£ting and Publllhingthe 
Works of thofe Writers, who were the moAde- 
clar'd and irreconcilcable Enemies to Mo- 
narchy. 

But the worft Confeqnence of our Impieties 
is, that they have made us obnoxious to the 
DifplcaHire of Almighty God j who may juftly, 
en their Account, be provok'd to vifit us 
with his fevcrell Judgmeats, by {topping the 
continued Current of Succefs, with which he 
hatli hitherto blefs'd our Affairs, and delive- 
ring us into the Hands of our Enemies ^ by 
withdrawing the pure Light of his Gofpel 
from us, and letting in the Abominations of 
Popery among us. 

Our only Comfort nnder this fad Profpect, 
is. That as far and wide as the InfeSion hath 
fpread, there are many Itill left, who continue 
untainted by it ; many, who, imitating the 
pious Example, fet by Your Majefty, hold fafi 
the pTofejfion of their Faith without Wavering, and 
Adorn it with all Manner of Chrifttm Graces 
and Virtues, in the midft of a peiverfe and 
crooked Generaiinn. For the mighty Growth 
of Infidelity hath been attended with one good 
Conitquence, among divers Hi Ones ; That 
the Zeal of devout Pcrfons, hath thereby been 
c.\c^t$tl. ^Q (lo every thing, that in them by, 
towardi ; 
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towards rcfifting and ftemming this Torrent 
of Impiety. Nor have their Endeavours been 
Fruitlcfs} dur Eyes daily fee the publick 
and happy Efftfts of thcrti. Divine Service, 
and Sacraments, have of late been oftner cele- 
brated, and better frequented, than formerly; 
the Catechiling bf Youth hath been more ge^ 
nerally Pradis^d^ and with greater Succefs: 
Vafl: Sums have been furnrfli'd by private Con- 
tributors, to fuftain the Chatge of Educating 
poor Children in a pious and ufeful Manner;, 
and many other new. and noble Inftitutions of 
Charity have been fet on Foot, of which fonie 
inention was mdde iu the Entrance of the Ac- 
count, now laid before Your Majefty. 

Of thefe We already feel the good Influence, 
and hope, that they may hereafter prove a 
Remedy equal to the Difcafe, under which 
We labour. In the mean time, other Methods 
of Redrefling thefe great Mifchiefs may, we 
humbly conceive, be fuccefsfully try'd •, fuchj 
as the Courfe of the foregoing RefleSions, 
and Your Ma jetty's great Wifdoin and Piety 
have already fuggefted to You. 

We entertain not the leaft Doubt of Your 
Majefty 's firm Refolution to render the Laws^ 
and Edids, fet forth for the Suppreflion of 
Immorality and Ptofanenefs, ufeful to that. 
Purpofe, by an impartial and vigorous Exe^ 
cution of them j and to reform the Gorruptioil 
of the Stage, which have been fo Inftrumental 
in vitiating Young and Innocent Minds, and 
have given Matter of fo juft Offence to all feri- 
ousand devout thrifiiam. 

We are entirely perfuad^d, that Your Maje- 
fty will, in the moft effedual Manner, difcoun- 
tenaace sill fuch Perfons, as are Profifgat<!f 

in 
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in their Lives, or the known Abettors and 
Spreaders of impious Opinions, by excluding 
them from all Marks of Your Royal Favour. 

And we pvomife our felves, from the hap- 
py Application of ihcfe Remedies, which Your 
iMajefty alone is able (and not more able, 
than willing) to apply, great and durable Ef- 
fefts. 

We are entirely perfnaded, that Your Maje- 
fty will, in the moft efFeSual Manner, dilcoun- 
tenance all fuch Pcrfons as are Profligate in 
their Lives,orthc known Abettors andSpreaders 
of impious Opinions; and the repeated Aflii- 
rances which Your Majefty (whom God long 
Prcfcrve) hath been pieafed to give to Your 
People, of Your Care to tranfmit the Succef- 
fioji of the Crown in the Protefiant Line, as 
Ettablifh'd by Law, give us great Hopes, that 
our Enemies of the RomiJJt Commitnim., will at 
latl be efftdtually Difconraged from Attemp- 
ting the Ruinof that excellent Church, of which 
under Chriftj Your Majefty is the thief Gover- 
noar, and glorious Defender. 

With inexpreffible Satisfaftion we Refleft up- 
on the liuble Proviiion made by the prcfcot 
Parliament for Fifty New Churches, and we 
pleafe our felves with a profpeft of the Ground, 
which will every Day be gain'd, by this 
Means, upon Vice and hreiigion ; when all Ek- 
cufes for Non-attendance on the PuMick Wor- 
fhip will be remov'd, and T^j^ Lnw which makes 
thoft^ -who ahflitln from all fans of Rtllgt- 
otu Jfemblies, /till obnoxioiti It Punifl^mint^ may 
he exirted in trs vtmafi Force , w ithonC gl- 
Ving juft Occalion of Complaiut to any Man. 

Nor are We without Hope, that iliei'e our 
Synodical AJemblles, regularly and couftantly 
held. 
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held, may be one ufeful means of checking cfie 
Attempts of profane Men, and preventing the 
Growth of pernicious Errours. Efpecially, if, 
by the Authority, or Intervention of fuch 
Synods, fome way might be found to reftorc 
the Difciplinfe of the Church, now too mucb 
relax'd and decay'd, to its priftine Life and 
Vigor i and tq ftrengthen the ordinary Jurif 
dicfion of Ecclefiaftical Courts^ now too much 
reftrain'd and infeebled: Both which Ends, as 
far as they fliall appear to be fubfervient to 
the Intercfts of Religion and Vertue, and no 
ways to interfere with the Laws and Liberties 
of our Country, We do not, under the propi- 
tious Influence of Your Majcfty's Adminittra* 
tion, defpair of attaining. 

But that, for which we at prefent, in moft 
earneft, and moft humble Manner^ Addrefif our 
felves to .Your Majefty, is, That by You^ 
Royal Interpofition, j4n A£l may be obtain^ij 
for Refirainhg the frefent Exceffive and Scdtt' 
daloHS Liberty of Printing Wicked Books dt 
Home^ or Importing the like from jibro^id^ in 

fuch Manner, as to the Wifdom of Your Ma- 
jefty and Your Parliament (hall feem moft Ex- 
pedient. For, as we take this to have been 
the chief Source and Caufe of thefe Evils, 
whereof we now Complain j f6 we Queftioii 
not, but that the Removal of it would be the 
moft fpcedy and effedual Cure of them. 

Our daily and fervent Prayer to God is, 
That Your Majefty may be the happy Inftrif- 
ment of thefe, and many other Bleflings, 
to this Church and State i That You nKay bfe 
as Profperous in Your Defigns aftainft Infideli-

what alone is wanting to compleat the Gloryj 
and crown the SuccelTes of Your ever mctriorai- 
ble Reigil.

refyy and Profanenefs. 

IT is with thegreateft AfBiftion and Con- 
cern, that we enter upon a Work ft 
unpleafant in all refpcfts^ were it not for the 
Hopes it gives us of .feeing tliefb Evils in 
Ibme meamre removed ; and therefore wc Ihall 
not give Your Majefty the Uneafincls of a pat"- 
ticular Relation, cither of the blafphcmous Paf- 
fagcs that have been publifli'd from the! 
Prefs, or the great Impieties that have 
been committed : But in difcharge of the 
Truft repos'd in ns by Your Majefty, wc 
think our felves obliged to lay before yoo 
fiich an Account of the Progrefs of Infidelity, 
Herefy, and Profanenefs, amongft us, . as may 
l:t Your Majefty fee the Caufes and Occafions, 
which have given the ^rttit^\k Rife to them, 

and 
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and the fad Confequcnces with which they 
are attended. 

It is hard to come to the Beginning of 
thefe great Evils, which all Times have com- 
plain'd of^ and therefore to confine our own In- 
quiries, and IcITen Your Majelty's Trouble as 
much as we can, we fliall look no further back for 
the Source of them, than that long unnatural Re- 
bellion, which loofen'd all the Bonds of Dilci- 
ptinc and Order, and overturn'd the goodly 
Frame of our Ecclefiafticat aid Civil Conltitution. 

The Hypocrify, Enthufiafm, and variety of 
wild and monftrous Errours, which abounded 
■ during thofc Confufions, begat in thcMindsof 
many Men, too eafily cirry'd into Estrcmes, a 
Difregard for the very Forms of Religion, 
and proved the Occafion of great Libertinirm 
and Profanenefs, which hath ever lincc too 
much prevail'd amongit us ; the Seeds of Infi- 
delity and Herefy which were then fovyn, did 
foon after appear, and the Tares have fprung 
up in great abund»nce. 

The Authority of the prefent Canon of 
Scripture hath been rcprefcnted as Itanding up- 
on a very precarious Foundation, and the In- 
spiration of the whale hath been call'd in que- 
itioa. 

The Miracles recorded in Scripture have been 
dUputed, and compared to the Fabulous Rela- 
tions of thofe that occurr in Heathen Writers. 
' All Myfteries in Religion have been exploded 
as ahfurd and ufelefs Speculations, and feveral 
Fundamental Articles of our moft Holy Faith 
have not only been call'd in queftion but rc- 
jeacd. ■ 

The j4ritfti and Sociman Herejics have been pro- 

pigatcd with great Boldnefs: The Doariat of 
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a Trinity of Ferfons in the Vnity of the Godhead^ 
hath been deny'd and icoffed at^ the S^tis- 
faftion made for the Sins of Mankind by the 
Precious Blood of Cirifi^ hath been either 
direftly renounced, or very ungratefully Id* 
fen'd ; the eftiblilh'd Crijeds of the Church have 
. een reprefented a4 unwarrantable Impofitions. 
Even at this time, when we are thus met 
by Your Majefty's Writ, and exhorted bj 
your gracious Letter, to confult of Me- 
thods for reprcffing pernicious Errours an(| 
Impieties, a Book hath been printed, whcrc^ 
in the j4rian Doftrine (of which wc cannot 
but declare our utter Abhorrence) i$ avow'd 
and maintain'^, and the Truth of it is thrca- 
ten'd to be Ihevrn by large and elaborate 
Proofs, in other Treaties from the fame Hand, 
which are foon to follow. To this Book the 
Author hath prefix'd his Name, and hath not 
been afraid to Dedicate it to the Arch-Bilhop) Bi- 
fliops and Clergy of this Province ia ConTO- 
cation aflerabled, with Inritation to all to en- 
courage his Defign, by their Subfcriptions to 
it, and not without laying the Imputationsof 

'jinti€hrlfi,ianifm upon all thofe who fll^ not 

approve it. 

The natural Immortality of the Spul hath 

upon different Schemes and Views been oppo- 

fed as a vulgar Errour, and the Neccllity of 

all Humane Thoughts and Adions bath beei^ 

afferted, to the Overturning the Foundations 

of all Religion, whether Natural or Inftitu- 

ted, and to the rendering all Notions of Good 

and Evil, of Rewards and Puniftiments, whe^ 

thcr in this Life, or the next, groundlefs and 

Yi^iu. • : .. ' . , . 

« 
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Others hare endeavour'd to root out of 
Mens Minds all Notions of a Church, as a So- 
ciety inftituted by Chrifi^ with peculiar Po- 
wers and Privileges, and proper Officers to 
adminifter the Word and Sacraments i and lb 
to blend and confound the Spiritual Society 
with the Temporal, as to make every thing in 
Religion, its Divine Truths, and molt facred 
Ordinances, dependant on the Will of the Ci- 
vil Magiftrate, as deriving folely from him their 
Sanction and Authority. Nay, thefe relij^ious 
Ordinances themfeives, even the chief of them, 
Saptifm and the Supper of the Lerd^ have been 
fpoken of with fuch a Degree of ungodly 
Mockery and Scorn, as to fill the Hearts of 
Good Chrifiians with Horrour and Aftonifhment. 

The Frauds of Pagtin and Popi^ Priefts hare 
been difplay'd, in order to reprefent all Priefts 
as Impofers upon the Credulity oi Mankind, 
and draw Infamy upon the Priefthood in ge- 
neral ; and to render the Order it felf, in 
what Religion foever it was found, equally 
the Objeft of publick Averlion and Contempt. 

The Books containing the Errours and Im- 
pieties abovemention'd, have been the more 
eaiily publifh'd and difpcrfcd lince the Expi- 
ration of the Aifl for reftraining the Prcfs j 
and through the great Liberty of Printing, 
which thereon enfued, have the Vicious and 
Profane had more Opportunities tofcatter theip 
Papers for corrupting the Manners of Men. 

Not only fcveral Pieces formerly written on 
the Side of infidelity, which might have been 
forgotten without fuch a Revival, have been 
collcfted into Volumes, and publifh'd again, 
butMock-Catcchifms, fram'd in a light man- 
jae^t have been cry'd in the Streets, to depre- 
"'''' T 4 ciato 
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ciate the excellent Summaries of our Chrifiian 
Faith J and as far as x)ofnble to root out of 
Mens Minds the Senfe of thofe great Truths 
^hat are contained in them. 

This Prolan euefs hatfi been mach increafe4 bv 
the Licentioufnpf? of the ^tagef,' where the lirorlf 
Example? h^vp teen plac'd jn the ))eft Ligbt^ 
aqd re^oinmended to Imitation^ ap4 the vartoilf 
Images thus painted! t;Q the Life, and fgt out with 
all manner of Advantage, have nude fii^h Imprei^ 
ifitons upon ihp Wm<ls^ of the Young and Un- 
wary, as ar? not eafy to be cfiacedi where 
the Bond of Wedlock hath been generally 
treated as a ridiculous and burthenfbme Yoke, 
to the great Prejudice of Society and Vcrtult} 
and every thing iacred hath been expofed ; 
Where the Office of the Priefthood hath been 
inade a Mattef of Sqqrn and Reproach; aod 
where, ap tfee Opening a New Theatre^ the 
J^uildipg'of Churches was impioufly derided, 
as a Vain and ufelefs Work, the ESed only 
of Superftition and Ignorance. 
'It is indeed for the Purpofe of the Irreli- 
gious to difcourage the Budding of Churches, 
where they are fo much wanted, and where 
the Wfint of them is in all appearance one 
great Occafion of the Irreligion of many : For 
by this means, vaft ^ Numbers of Souls have, 
in and about thefe Two Populous Cities, been 
excluded from a Poflibility of attending thepu- 
|)lick Worlhip of God, and from all the Benc-r 
fits of Chrifiian hftruElion* And the natural 
Confequence of this hath been a gradual De- 
fedion from Piety and Vertue to irreligious I5- 
jiorance, and all ni^nner of loofe and liceuti* 
oi4§ Living, 

And 
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And as the Want of Churches here, fo the 
Want ot" coitipeienc Maintenance for the Ser- 
vice of many that are in the Country, where 
two or three Cures do not often afford eaough to 
iupport a Minister, is, though not a laic, yet z 
like Occafion of Profanenefs and Ignorance 
Jhere : For by this means, many Parifhes have 
no Minifter refjding among them, and are fe- 
yeral Sund^i in the Year without any Service 
'at all ', ?nd the Minifters, by having fo much 
TJuty upon them, cannot difchargc it as they 
pught, nor have time for the catechifiog 
Youpg Perfons, which is fo necefTary a Part of 
Chrijiian JnfiruBion. 

And to the Increafe of this Milchief, both 
in City and Country, have they alfo contribu- 
Jed, who have taken occallon from the Re- 
laxation of thofe Laws, which made Abfcnce 
from tilt Efiablifh'd Church penal, to withdraw 
thcmfelves entirely from all Religious AtTem- 
blies, although the very ^ff of Exrmpuony 
which gave Liberty in one refpeQ, e<^ualty re- 
Itrain'd it in the other. 

From thefe feveral Occafions hath enfucd a 
great Ncgleft of the religious Obfervance of 
the Lord's Day., too great a part of which is 
ipent by many in Publick Houfcs, and other 
Diverfions wholly unfuitablo to the Timefct 
apart for the more immediate Service of God-, 
ihoqgh we have reafon to think, that through 
the Care of Magiftralcs and others, fome Re- 
formation hath been made ot this Matter. 

But whatever Share any of the Caufcs and 
Occafious abovementioned may have had in 
that Growth of Inlidelity, Herefy, and Pro- , 
fanenefs, amongft us, we cinnot but bewail the 
^^d, cunHdering the DiOionour it brings on 
our 
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our Holy Faith, our Church, and Nation, antl 
the Hurt it has done to Your Majefty's People, 
maoy of whom have been made worfe Men, 
afld worfe Subjeds, by the means of it. 

It is lamentable to reflcft how many Souls 
have been loft, by imbibing wicked Dodrines 
from thofe Books, which have been fcattcrM 
for fcveral Years through this Kingdom i how 
many more are endanger'd by too near Ap- 
proaches to Infidelity (though they have not 
gs yet aftually arriv'd to i') from a Spirit of 
Indifference and Neutrality in Religion, whicll 
hath been infiis'd into their Minds by theft 
means. 

But what we have further to apprehend 
from our Impieties is. That they have made 
us obnoxious to the Difpleafure of Almighty 
God, Who may juftly on their account be 
provoked to vilit us with His judgements, by 
flopping the continued Current of Succefe, 
with which He hath hitherto blefled our Af- 
fairs, and delivering us into the Hands of 
our Enemies, by withdrawing tlie pure Light 
ot His Gofpel from us, and letting in the A- 
bominations of Popery among us. 

For the Emillaries from ^owe have been alia- 
long very watchful to lay hold of thefe Opportu- 
nities for the Advancement of their Caufe;lo 
which nothing is fo ferviceable as Scepndjm 
and Loofencfs of Life: Thcfe therefore, as 
well as the Errours and Divifions amongft ns, 
they have always encourag'd to the beft of 
their Power, and improved to their own Ad- 
vantage j reprefeniing in feveral Books, as 
well as iu their common Converfation, the 
great Uncertainty of ihs Chrijiia>f HfUgion a^n 
Frottjlant Frinciples^ and filling Mens Minds with 
iufiaite 
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infinite Doubts, the belter to make them fub- 
mic to an infallible Guide. They have fwarm'd 
in our Streets of Late Years, as they do more 
particularly at tbis Time, and are very Bufy 
in making Converts : Nor do we doubt but 
that divers of Your MajeJly's Subjects, either 
from the Scandal taken at the Infidelity, Hc- 
irefy, and Prophanenefs they fee, or from Iha- 
ring the Contagion of it, have by their Arts, 
been perverted. 

But notwithftanding that we have thefe 
Things to complain of, fo much hath been done 
already towards taking off the Caufes and Ef- 
fects of thefe Evils, and to prevent the fur- 
ther Confequenccs of them, as to give us great 
Hopes, that thiough the Bleffing of God up- 
on Your Majelty's A'j.thQrity and Example, 
and the Eiideavours ji Y^nr Subjefts in their 
feveral Stations, we Ihall efcipe the Danger 
we have fo .-iiiicti rcafon to fear. 

Fur as Books have been Publiflied in Favour 
of Herefy, and downright Infidelity^ fo others 
have been Written from time to time, as oc- 
calion Requir'd, in Defence of the Fundamen- 
tal Truths whether of Natural or Reveal'd 
Religion, with great Clearnefs and Strength 
of Argument: The vain Pleas of the feveral 
Advocates for Infidelity have been particular- 
ly Coufidered and Refuted, to the Silencing, 
if not the Couvidion of fome of the Principal 
of them. 

A Letfture was Founded, not many Years 
liacc, by Mr. Sayle^ in Defence of the ChrijU- 
an Rdigion agaJiilt all the Adverfaries of it; 
and many Excellent and Ufefui Sermons have 
been Preached and Publilhed upon that Occa- 
lion. 
^_,, Scgieties 
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Societies have been formed for the Refoi> 
hiation of Manners ^ Funds of Charity have 
been raifcd for the Propagation of the Gof- 
pel in Foreign Parts, and of Ckrifiian Know- 
ledge at Home, and for the pious Education 
of poor Children : Great Variety of Plain and 
Ufeful Difcourfes have been Diltributed among 
the meaner Sort, for their more eafy Improve- 
ment-, and Parochial Libraries have been fet 
up for the Ufe of Minifters in the Count- 
try, that they might be better Provided for 
the Inftru&ion of thofe cooimitted to their 
Charge. 

Authority hath often interpofed for the 
Countenancing thefe excellent Defigns and 
for withftandmg the bold Attemps that have 
been made upon our common Faith y and for 
preventing the Increafe of Irreligion and 
Profanenefs, Royal Injundions and Proclama- 
tions have iflued, Afts of Parliament have paP 
fed, Profecutions at Law have been Ordered^ 
Gracious Speeches from the Throne have been 
made, and from thence fuch bright Patteras 
of Piety and Vertue have (hone forth^ as have 
no doubt, prevailed upon many, tho' the In- 
fiuencc of them hath not extended fo far as 
might have been expefted. 

But then the Inhdelity of fome have been 
attended with this good Conf^quence in others, 
that the ^eal of devout Perfons hath thereby 
been excited to do every thing that in them lay 
towards Refitting and Stemming the Increafe 
of this great Evil : Nor have their Endeavours 
been altogether Fruitlefs \ our Eyes daily fee 
the happy Eficdts of them \ Divine Service and 
Sacraments have of late been oftner Celebra- 
ted, and better Frequented, than formerly i 

the 
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the Catechifing of Youth hath been more ge- 
nerally Prafttfed, and with greatpr Succcfs j vatt 
Sums have bcca Furnifhcd by private Contri- 
butions to fuftain the Charge of Educating 
poor Children in the pious Manner above- 
mentioned j and many other New and Noble 
Inftitutions of Charity have been fet on 
Foot, 

Many Churche* have been Repaired and A- 
dorned at the Expence of the feveral Parifhi- 
oners, and other Bencfadors ^ and many Chap- 
pels opened in the larger Pariihes, tho' noc 
fufficienc to anfwcr the Wants of the Inhabi- 
tants. Great Suras of Money have been by 
Publick Authority Provided and Applied for 
the Building, Supporting, and Adorning other 
Churches i and Your Majelly has been graci- 
oufly Picafed, upon our Humble Addrefs, to 
recommend to Your Parliament to find out 
Means tor the Building of fuch as are ftill 
Wanting j of which from the great Salisfadioa 
With which Your Meflage was received, and 
the great Progrefs made upon it, we hope to 
fee the blefled EfTcti i when atl, wlio arc Rc- 
ligioiifly Difpufed, will have the Opportunity 
of giving publick Teftimoiiy of it, and the 
Carelefs be left without Excufc. 

la the mean Time other Methods of Redret 
ling thefe Mifchiefs may, we humbly Conceive, 
be fuccefsfiiily tried, fuch as Your Majefty's 
great Wifdom and Piety, and the foregoing 
Obferrations, will fuggelt to You.

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Execution of them ; and to Reform thi* Cor- 
ruptions of the Stage, which havfe been (b In-^ 
itrumental in vitiating Young and Innocent 
Minds, and have given fo juft Offence to all 
Serious and Devout thriftidni. 

We ire entirely perfuaded, that Your Maje* 
ity will, in the moft effeftual Manner, difcoun'^ 
ienance all fuch Perfons as are Profligate in 
their Lives, or the known Abettors and Spreaders 
of impious Opinions; and the repeated Aflu- 
tances which Your Majefty (whom God long 
Prcferve) hath been pleafed to give to Your 
People, of Yoiir Care to tranfmit the Succef- 
lion of the Qown in the Protefiant Line^ ai 
Eftablifli'd by Law, give ps great Hopes, that 
bur Enemies of the Romijh Communion-^ viWX zi 
laft be effeifhially Dilcouraged from Attempt 
iing the Ruin of that excellent Church, of which' 
iinder Chrift^ Your Majefty is the chief Gover- 
Hour, and glorious Defender. 

From^the Application of thefc feveral Meansj 
^hich we do not doubt but Your Majefty will 
life, we Promife our felves very great and du- 
i-able Efieds: But that for which we at pre- 
fent in moft Earneft and moft Humble Man- 
ner, Addrefs our felves to Your Majefty, is^ 
Xhat by Your Royal Interpofition, An Aft may 
be obtained, for Reftraining the prefent Excet 
live and Scandalous Liberty of Printing wicked 
Books at Home, and Importing the like from. 
Abroad ; in fuch Manner as to the Wifdom of 
Your Majefty, and Your Parliament, fhall feera' 
inoft Expedient. For as we take this Liberty, 
to have been one chief Source and Caufe of 
thofe Evils whereof we have Ijpoken, fo we 
Queftion not but the Reftraint of it would go 
a great way in the Cure of them.

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There is another pernicious Cuftom that has 
Tery much prevailed amongft us under thefalfc 
>:otion of Honour, which we beg Leave to 
mention ia this Place, and that is the Praflicc 
of Fighting Duels, which has fo far obtain'd, 
that your Majefty hath bad many Occafions, 
and fome very lately, to fee the difinal Effefts 
ojf it. 

VVe do therefore, in all hamble Duty, beg 
Your Majefty to take the nioft effedual Me- 
thods to extinguifh ihofe falfe Notions, fo con- 
trary to the Laws of God, and fo Deftruftivc 
of all Society, and to put a Stop to this Wicked 
and Vnchrifiian Praflice by fuch Means as Your 
Majefty, in Your great Wifdom, Ihall think moil 
Proper, 

We have alfo good Hope, that all employed 

in Authority under Teur Afajcfly, will, as Wt 
pray, truly and indifferently minijhr Jufiice to the 
Puniptment of Wkkednefs and P^ice, and to the 
Ataintenance of true Religion and fertue ; and 
wifli that fomc Way may be found for the 
Recovery and Improvement of C/)r(/?('aw Know- 
ledge and Piety in Families, which we Fear U 
too much Negiefted. 

We likewife Hope, that efpecial Care will 
be taken of the Education of Young People at 
the Univerficies, by providing that Tutors 
make it their Bufinefs to teach their Pupils 
the Principles of the Chrijiian Religion in the 
Coorfe of their other Studies, and endeavour 
to make them Serious in it, with a particu- 
lar Eye 10 fuch as are Dcffgoed for Holy 
Orders. 

And for our fclves, who arc called to this 
Holy Fundiioni we beg Lejvc to a dure Your 
Majefty, that we will take all pollible Cai« 
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of the Difcbarge of our pwn Duty, and do dH 
that ia us lies, that the Canons of out 
Church may be ftridly Obfervcd both by 
Our Teives and thofe Committed to out 
Charge. . . 

We have thofe Parts of out Difeipline which 
Your Majefty hath in Your great Goodne& 
thought fit to recommend to us for further 
Improvement, uAder our molt ferious Confi- 
deration^ and hope, in fome Meafure to an- 
ifwer the Wants of the Church, and Your 
Majefty's Expedations in referring them to 
HS^ as we Ihall at all Times hereafter, as 
often as Your Majefty (hall be plcafed to re- 
quire our Attendance for thefe Purpofcsi 
endeavour to make our Synodical Meetings 
fubfervicnt to the good Order and Eftablift- 
inent of this Church, the Irttcreft and Ad- 
Vantage of the Chrifiian Religion^ the Satif- 
faftion of Your Majefty, and the Honour of 
God.

And our daily aind fervent Prayer to 
God Ihail be, That Your Majefty may be the

gainft the Common Enemy Abroad j and 
may by that Means add what alone is wan- 
ting to Compleat the Glory, and Crown the 
Succefles of Your ever memorable Reign.

Nor caul fairly acquit my felf ^H 
of this Hillorical Relation that is now come ^H 
to a Period, without congratulating my Rea- ^^ 
der upon the happy Events that have and 
will crown this remarkable ScfTion, which has 
been carry'd on with fuch Unanimity and 
Difpatch, as to be equally grateful to the So- 
vereign and the Subjetfl:. For could there, a- 
inidft that awful Alfcmbly, be any Heart un- 
touch'd at the Voice of fuch a Queen ? Recol- 
le^ing her Piety, the Uprightnefs of her Life, 
lier unwcary'd Prayers and Eudeavours for the 
Profperity of her People, from whofe Interefts 
hers were nerer divided. Her graceful Air, 
gnd elegant Manner of Delivery, communicated 
the Vlettfure fie task to fee the Ferjorrnanee. of. 
thfi/e Promifvs they b*d made her at the Bc^ia^^ 
mrt^ of the Sejpen^ to every Hearer, and it was 
vilibia ill the Looks of thofe Ihe fpoke to,, 
how niiith they flrat'd with her iu that Sij 
tjs^fiioii l]ie gave fuch pregnant Inftances of. 
■Gould any thing be more grareful to true', 
j|ci>*;/fe Spirits, *ho had done their utmofl t6-. 
wards retrieving our Uilorders, than to heap-, 
plauded for dUappointiiig the Enemies of the! 
Nation, in Ji refpeSs t Not only by their r,ai- 
iia^ grciiCei: Sun^i than were ever granted to 
U 4 *•> 
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any Prince in One Seffion^ but for rcftoring P#- 
^lick Credit i a Bleffing fo invaluable, and fo 
much defpair'd of by our Enemies, thattbey 
conduced it impofliblc for the Miniftry and 
Parliament, to extricate us outof thoie ama- 
zing DiiEculties whereiato we had been plun- 
ged. And truly, ' if we irhpartiaUy confider 
the Meafures bpon whiph the late Men inPo- 
wer proceeded, we fhall fTnd it extremely dif- 
ficult to give any fatisfaSory Account to Rca- 
ibn or Policy for their notorious Dcpeculati- 
6ns J unl'efs, like fome mpmcntary Conquerours, 
they defign'd to waf|;e that Country ' which 
^hey could not keep. 

' I am very well aflur'd, that the former A/f- 
niftry^ after a lon^ Run of 111 Husbandry^ were 
often at their Wit's End (till things grew ri- 
per for that Change they had pro)eacd)how 
to prevent from breaking j^ll at once upon 
the ' Publick, that Rcp6rt which tbcy knew 
would ruin their PeCgns. Thie whole Goverii- 
rnent fubfiftefi upon prefent Credit, though vaft 
Sums were annually given to fupport the 
War •, which were fo tar from' beirtg apply'd 
that way, that every Year we were plung'd 
more arid more in Debt. It is true, the Par- 
liament Voted Subfidies, and the willing Pco- 
l^le' cheef ful?5|^ paid them, in hopes, by an ho- 
nourable Peace, they fhould quickly lee the 
Erid of their Mifcries and 'taxes : Yet the Ar- 
fear to the Navy &c. ran on, the Afmifitf 
put on a good Pace upon a decaying Conftitu- 
tion, they employed all their Arts to conceal 
tlie real Diftrefs we were in-, they procured 
that Money fltpuld be lent at Five fer Cent. 
whilft the unhappy Creditors were torced to 
give from Twenty to Forty fer C^t. Dilcount^ 
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■foT every Farthiiis they received upon the 
Bill afligned them by the Government. This 
they very well knew was fuch ill Manage- 
jnent, as could na% long be concealed ; They 
had fepaiately and prodigiouily inrich'd thcm- 
felves j to preferve their Wealth and Authori- 
ty they found it necellary to invade the Con- 
ftitucioQ. As to their own Pofleflions, an AS 
of Indemnity had fecur'd them: And tor the 
reft, they had little more to rif^ue^ than whe- 
ther they Ihould remain opulent Subjcfts, tho' 
without any Share in the Power, or become 
Mafters without Limitation. 

Avarice is ever infatiable! How then mnft 
it deftroy, wlien it has the Wealth of a 
Nation to feed on ? The Miferies of the 
People, the Tears and Groans of Toor Sea- 
men and their Famiiies, were not regarded 
by thofe Dcvourcrs v imiverfal Frauds and A- 
biifes not only wink'd at, but encouraged: 
Trade not dying, but dead : Publick Credit, 
'tis true, was ftill alive, but fublifted only up- 
on ftrong Cordials, in utter Ignorance of her 
approaching Dillblution. Yet no one Step was 
made by thefe State-Phyficians, towards pre- 
venting her apparent Deceafc, much lefs did 
they take any Thought about curing the Mala- 
dy they had occafion'd- They were not fo 
void of Reafon as to be ignorant of the Con- 
dition they had rediiced us to : They did 
know it, and ftood provided of a Remedy to 
iijcure themfclves, and which all good Subjefts 
muft treinblc to think on; a Remedy a ttinu- 
fand times worfc than the Difeafe, wherein- 
ftead of an Indulgent Lawful Q;— n, we mult 
have rcferr'd to a lawkfs Junto, and lo an 
.rbitrary Gap— u Gen— 1. 

But 
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But now God be praifed our Fears are Di& 
fipated \ the Queea is fr.ee, and ads entirely 
according to Her own Judgment and Inclinati- 
on y The ParUameqit acquieices in whatever Ihe 
Keijuires, wehaveprovd the happy Efeds of 
their mutual Confidence, and as Her Majefty 
teUs us from the Throne^ Ihe Ifaall look upon 
any Attempt to leflen it, as ^ Step towardf 
dilTolving Her Government. 

I could make many ufeftil R^edions upoa 
the prefent happy Change of our Coaditioiii 
the difierent State of Security, to pur 0>fiftir 
tntion, wherein this Seffion hath left us, from 
the Fears that poflefs'd us at the Ending of 
the laft: The Bread and Appreheniion the 
Majority 6i the Kingdom were then in, leaft 
that Parliament fliould fit any morej The 
l^oiigings and , Impatiendes of the People, til} 
Her Majefty (hall think fit, that theic may meet 
again ^ but this long Seflion being Ended, which 
feveral Circumftances, and one Accident, alto- 
gether Unforefeen, have drawn out beyond 
the ufual Tiine, it may be fome fmall Piece (rf 
Juftice to fo excellent an Aflembly, barely to men- 
tion a few of thofe great Things they have done 
for the Service of their Queen and Country. 

The Credit of the Nation began mightily^ 
to fufFer by a Difcount upon Exehc^ner BiBs^ 
which have been generally reckoned the fureft 
and moll facred of all Securities- The pre* 
fent Lord Treafurer, then a Member of the 
Honfe of Commons^ proposed a Method, which 
was immediately comply 'd with, of railing them 
to a PAr with Specie J and fo they have ever 
fincc continued. 

The BritiJI) Colonies of Nevis and St. Crtft^^ 
fher'Sjhsid been miferably Plundered by the Fremh^ 

their 
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their Houres burnt, their Plantations dellroy'd 
and many of the Inhabitants carried away Pri- 
foners : They had often, for fome Years palt, 
apply'd in vaio for Relief from hence ; till 
trie prefent Parliament, conlidering their Con- 
dition as a Cafe of Juftice and Mercy, voted 
tbera One Hundred Thoufaad Pounds by way 
of Recompence, in fome Manner, for their Suf- 
ferings. 

Some Perfons, whom the Voice of the Na- 
tion authorifes me to call her Enemies^ taking 
Advantage of the general Naturalization Aft, 
had invited over a great Number of Foreigners 
of all Religions, under the Name of PaUtines ; 
who underftood no Trade or Handicraft, yet 
rather chofc to Beg than Labour ; who beCdes 
infefting our btree'ts, bred Contagious Difeafes, 
by which we loft in Natives, thrice the Num- 
ber of what we gain'd in Farei^ners. The 
Hottfe, of Commans, as a Remedy againlt this 
Evil, brought in a Bill for repealing that Aft 
of general Naturalization, which, to the Sur- 
prize of molt People, was rejefted by the L — ds, 
lifter reading it Twice ; and urging that the 
Grandeur and Profferity of a Country coTipJltd m 
the Multitude of its Inhabitanis, However the 
Commons tho' they met with this Difapoint- 
mcQ took Care to fend many of the palatines 
away, and to reprefent their being invited 
over, as a pernicious Counfcl, as has been be- 
fore mentioned. 

The Q^idificAtion-B\\\, incapacitating all Men 
to ferve in Parliament, who have not fome 
Eftatc in Land, either in Pofiefllon or certain 
Rcverfion, is perhaps the greatefl: Security that 
ever was contriv'd for preferving tlie Confti* 
tulion, which otherwife mighty in a Uctle time, 
lye 
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lye wholly at the Mercy of the Monty* d Iat 
tercft: And Cnccmuch the grcatcft Part of the 
Taxes is Paid, either imm^iately from Land, 
or from the Produftions of it \ 'tis but com- 
mon Juftice, that thofe who are the Proprie- 
tors, (hould appoint what Portion of it ought 
to go to the Support of the Publick ; other- 
wile, the Engroflers of Money, would be apt 
to lay heavy Loads on others, which tbetnl^lyes 
never touch with one of their Fingers. 

The Publick Debts were fo prodigioufly En^ 
crea^'d, by the Negligence and Corruption of 
thofe vjfhp had been Managers of the Revenue; 

that the late M ;rs,* like carelefs Men, who 

run out their Fortunes, were fo far from any 
Thoughts of Payment, as they had not the 
Courage to ftate or compute them. The Par- 
liament found that Thirty Five Millions had 
never been Accounted for \ and that the Debt 
on the Navy^ wholly unprovided for, amoun- 
ted to Nine Millions. The late Chancellour of 
the Exchequer J fuitablc to his tranlcendent Ge- 
nious for hublick Affairs, proposed a Fund to 
be Security for that immenfe Debt, which is 
now confirm'd by a Law, and is likely to 
prove the gfreateft Reftoration and Eftablilh- 
ment of the Kindom's Credit. Not Content 
with this, theLe<^il3ture hath appointed Com- 
miflioners of Accompts, to infpeft into paft 
Mifmanagements of the publick Money, and 
prevent them for the future. 

The Clergy likewife and whoever elfe have 
a true Concern for the Conftitution of the 
Chyrch, cannot but be highly pleas'd.with 
one Profpeft in this New Scene of Publick 
Affairs. They may very well remember the Time, 
when every hellion ot Parliament: was like a 

Coud 
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Cloud hanging over their Heads, and if it 
happen'd to pafs without Burfting into fome 
Storm upon the Church, we ihank'd God, and 
thought it an happy Elcape, till the next 
Sieeting ; upon which we refum'd our fecret 
Appreheo lions, tho' we were not atiow'd to 
believe any Danger. Things are now altered : 
The Pdrliament has taken the Keceffities of 
the Church into Confideration, received the 
Propofals of the Clergy, met in Convocation, 
and amidft all the Exigencies of a Long and 
Expenlivc War, and under the PreUiire of 
heavy Debts, found a Supply for Ereftiiig 
Fifty Edifices for the Service of God: And 
it app&irs by the Addrefs of the Commons 
to Her Majefty upon this Occaiion (whereia 
they have difcover'd a true Spirit of Religion) 
that the applying the Money granted to accorrf 
pli'fl) fo Exce/t'ent a Defigty will in their Opinion, be 
the molt effeftual Way of finifhing the War J 
That it will (to ufe their own Words) be a Means 
df drawing down BlelTingson HcrMijefty's Un- 
takings, as it adds to the Number of thofe 
Places, where the Prayers of Her Devout and 
iPaiithful Subjefts, will be daily offer'd up to 
God, for the Profpcrity of Her Government 
irHome,and theSuccefsof Her Arms Abroad, 
gut while I am mentioning Afts of Piety, it 
i^d'uld be unjuft to conceal my Lord High 
Treafurer's Concern for Religion, which has 
■extended even to another Kingdom: His 
"Ldrdfhip having fome Months ago, obtain'd 
of Her Majcfly a Remifiion of the Firfi: Fruits, 
and Tenths fo the Clergy of hfUnd, as he is 
ibrmcvly kuoivntohavedune for that Reverend 
Bpdy in this Kingdom. 

The 
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The Aflt for carrying on a Trade to fhc 
South-Sea^ proposed by the fame great Perfbn, 
tvhofe Thoughts are perpetually employ'd; 
and always with Succels on the gopd of his 
Country, will in all probability, it duly exe- 
cuted, be of mighty Advantage to the King- 
dom, and an everlafting Honour to the prefent 
JParliament. 

I might jgo on further, and mention that 
feafonable Law againft excelEve Gaming-, the 
putting a Stop to that fcandalous Fraud of 
falfe Mufters in the Guards j the diligent^and 
^ffedual Enquiry made by the Cc'mmons intof 
feveral grols Abufes. I might produce many 
Inftances of their impartial Juftice in Deciding 
Controverted Eleftions, againft former ExamfU^ 
and great Provocations to retaliate. I.migbt 
fiiew their chearful Readinefs in granting wdi 
faft Supplies J their great Unanimity, not to 
be broken by all the Arts of a malicious and 
Cunniflg FadUon; their unfeigned Duty to the 
Q^u E E N ; and Laftly, that Reprefentatioa xnade 
to Her Majefty from the Houfe of Commonsy di" 
fcovering fuch a Spirit and Difpofition in. that 
noble Affembly, to redrefs all thofe Evils; 
-which a long Mal-Adminiftratron had brought 
upon us. 

; Tfs probable, that trufting only to my 
Memory, I may have omitted many Things of 
great Importance v neither do 1 pi^etend for- 
ther, than to give the World fome general, how- 
*Ver imperfeft Idea, how worthily this great 
Aflembly hath dilcharg'd the Truft of thofe' 
who fo freely chofe them \ and what we may 
reafbiiably Hope and Expeft from the Piety,' 
Courage, WiClom, and Loyalty of fuch excel- 
lent 
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lent Patriots, in a Time fo Fruitful of Occafions 
to exert the greateft Abilities.
